At  the  request  of  the  Assembly  President,  Sister  Frances  Simp¬ 
son,  I  wrote  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  International  Association 
of  Rebekah  Assembles,  Sister  Lois  Stevens  of  Connecticut,  inviting 
her  to  be  our  guest  at  the  1969  Assembly  session  in  Des  Moines  all¬ 
town.  At  this  date  I  have  been  informed  Sister  Daphne  Kenneally, 
Vice  President  of  the  I.A.R.A.  will  be  our  guest. 

CORRESPONDENCE

The  Presi¬ 
dent’s  communication  and  Proclamations  are  printed  in  this  paper 
as  well  as  many  lodge  functions.  I  am  sure  the  lodges  appreciate 
receiving  this  paper. 


ANNUAL  REPORTS 

At  the  1959  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  legislation 
was  enacted  requiring  the  Assembly  Secretary  of  each  Jurisdiction 
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to  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  income,  expenses,  membership 
etc.,  of  all  Rebekah  Lodges  in  her  Jurisdiction.  Failure  to  submit 
the  required  information  shall  be  sufficient  reason  for  the  removal, 
by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  of  such  Grand  Body,  and  its  sub¬ 
ordinates,  from  the  tax  exempt  status  with  the  United  States  Trea¬ 
sury  Department  for  income  tax  purposes. 

Most  of  the  lodges  in  Iowa  have  been  careful  to  fill  in  the  in¬ 
formation  requested  on  each  report,  as  it  now  becomes  a  necessity. 
I  hope  all  secretaries  will  enter  this  required  information  before  the 
report  is  sent  to  the  Assembly  Secretary  at  the  end  of  each  term, 
so  it  will  not  have  to  be  returned  for  completion. 

On  the  report  blank,  space  is  provided  for  all 
assets,  value  of  property,  etc.  Please  enter  this  information  as  re¬ 
quested. 

It  takes  many  hours  to  prepare  this  detailed  report  of  the 
lodges  to  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but 
it  is  a  request  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  and  must  be 
complied  with  if  we  are  to  keep  the  lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
Iowa  as  exempt  from  having  to  pay  income  taxes.  The  lodges  must 
provide  information  that  will  help  us  to  maintain  our  status  as  a 
charitable  and  non-profit  organization,  thus  reporting  all  expendi¬ 
tures  of  RELIEF.  A  special  thanks  to  those  secretaries  that  sent  in 
complete  reports  of  their  lodge  assets,  property  and  listed  the  dona¬ 
tions’  for  Relief  in  their  communities  and  projects  of  our  Order. 

SUPPLIES 

The  sale  of  supplies  has  been  quite  good  considering  that  the 
Assembly  does  not  handle  all  supplies  ordered  by  the  lodges  as 
some  Assemblies  do.  All  Veteran’s  Jewels  are  ordered  from  the 
office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  they  keep  a  record  of  all  jewels 
presented  as  well  as  the  number  of  each  jewel.  I  do  have  the  lodge 
regalia,  both  officers  and  members  and  Past  Noble  Grand  Jewels 
and  pins  and  many  other  items  listed  in  the  back  of  the  Journal.  I 
have  tried  to  be  very  prompt  in  sending  out  supplies  as  ordered 
and  pledge  the  same  service  for  next  year. 

The  costume  jewelry  for  Rebekahs  and  novelties  were  reduced 
in  price,  at  the  1968  session  and  to  date  I  have  sold  over  $200.00 
through  the  office  at  the  reduction  of  one  third  off. 

I  am  not  including  an  inventory  of  supplies  at  this  time  as  one  will 
be  included  in  my  report  of  August  through  November,  when  trans¬ 
fer  of  the  office  is  made. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

I  have  received  communications  in  regard  to  the  Odd  Fellows

tion  Fund  amounted  to  $607.02  and  in  addition  a  check  for  $975.00 
was  received  from  the  estate  of  Vera  Job,  Assembly  Chaplain. 
A  check  in  the  amount  of  $1581.02  was  sent  to  the  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary,  Ethel  Kelley  and  same  has  been  acknowledged  and  a  re¬ 
ceipt  received  from  Sister  Kelley.

The  Executive  Committee  held  two  meetings,  one  on  June  18, 
1969  at  which  time  two  clarifications  were  prepared  to  have  our 
representative  to  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  present  at  the  Baltimore 
session.  The  answers  were  given  and  Sister  Marjorie  has  them  on 
file.  They  were  read  to  the  delegates  in  the  Assembly  session.  Both 
meetings  were  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  meeting  on  September  29,  1969  was  in  regard  to  a  letter  that 
had  been  received  from  the  Advisory  Board  Chairman  in  regard 
to  the  purchase  of  a  dishwasher  for  the  kitchen  at  the  Home.  In 
accordance  with  Standing  Resolution  No.  55  if  any  one  item  will 
amount  to  over  $1000.00  the  Executive  Committee  is  to  consulted.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  office  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
financial  conditions  of  all  funds  in  my  possession. 

The  money  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  is  deposited  in  the  Commu¬ 
nity  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  at  Knoxville,  Iowa.  We  have 
two  checking  accounts,  a  general  fund  and  a  home  fund.  Both  ac¬ 
counts  are  insured  up  to  $15,000.  We  have  three  savings  accounts  at 
the  United  Federal  Savings  &  Loan  Company  of  Des  Moines,  la. 
One  savings  account  at  the  Home  Federal  Savings  &  Loan  Company 
of  Des  Moines,  la.  The  interest  on  the  general  fund  savings  account 
is  paid  semi-annually  and  placed  in  the  general  fund  checking  ac¬ 
count.  The  interest  on  the  Home  Fund  savings  accounts  is  paid 
semi-annually  and  left  in  the  account  to  accumulate.  The  present  ac¬ 
counts  now  stands  at  $8,235.05  and  $6,453.98. 

We  have  the  Past  Treasurers  jewel  of  the  late  Alta  Woodside.  The 
old  style  officers  jewels,  two  new  jewels  for  the  assistant  Marshall 
and  Conductor.  Two  Time  Certificates.  All  are  kept  in  the  lock  box 
at  the  Community  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company.  Said  box  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  assembly  without  cost. 

In  a  metal  box  in  my  home,  I  have  three  flags,  the  American 
flag,  the  Iowa  flag  and  the  Canadian  flag.  Each  has  a  standard  and 
staff.  One  large  white  Bible,  receipt  books,  one  wand,  two  velvet 
jewel  carriers,  numbered  tags,  two  check  books  and  other  books 
and  papers  used  in  this  office.

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ADVISORY  BOARD  REPORT 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  office  as  chairman  of 
the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa,  I  am  sub¬ 
mitting  the  following  report  from  October  1968  to  November  1969. 

The  Board  was  reorganized  with  Sister  LaVada  Petersen,  chair¬ 
man,  Hazel  Lyons,  Secretary,  and  Lucille  Shanda,  a  new  member. 

Our  first  meeting  of  the  year  was  from  April  27  through  30.  We 
met  at  the  Home  in  Mason  City.  Meeting  was  called  to  order  on 
Sunday  evening  by  the  chairman  and  we  preceeded  with  general 
business.  We  discussed  the  want  lists  and  decided  the  best  pro¬ 
cedure  to  do  the  buying  so  as  to  save  the  most  time.  We  again  de¬ 
cided  to  divide  the  lists  and  give  each  member  a  list  to  be  respon¬ 
sible  to  buy.  We  would  consult  together  when  a  decision  was  to  be 
made. 

There  was  much  discussion  on  just  what  to  do  with  the  old  school 
books  still  in  cupboards  in  the  Home.  They  were  far  out  of  date  and 
were  only  a  fire  hazard.  Mrs.  Porter  contacted  a  lady  in  Mason  City 
that  would  take  them  and  sell  them  to  whomever  might  buy  them. 
This  was  handled  through  a  Woman’s  Club  in  Mason  City.  She  was 
very  happy  to  hear  of  these  books  and  said  that  she  would  pick  them 
up  soon. 

Since  a  year  ago,  the  top  floor  of  the  Old  People’s  Building  which 
had  been  used  for  storage,  had  been  cleaned  out  and  painted  to  be 
used  for  an  activity  room  for  the  old  people.  We  inspected  this  room 
and  were  overjoyed  at  the  way  it  had  been  changed.  Now  they 
needed  furniture  to  place  there  to  make  it  enjoyable  and  useful. 
We  bought  them  two  folding  tables,  a  desk  and  chair,  and  then  sal¬ 
vaged  other  furniture  that  was  not  needed  so  badly  in  other  parts 
of  the  building.  It  now  is  a  very  wholesome  place  for  the  residents  to 
work  on  hobbys  as  well  as  a  place  for  their  parties  and  games. 

Mr.  Porter  then  asked  us  to  look  over  the  furniture  in  the  Main 
Parlor.  We  decided  that  something  should  be  done  to  brighten  the 
place  a  bit  as  well  as  to  renew  some.  We  decided  to  have  two  chairs 
which  were  in  good  condition  as  far  as  construction  was,  re-uphol¬ 
stered  at  this  time.  We  called  a  man  out  to  the  Home  and  showed  us 
samples  and  gave  us  prices.  We  decided  on  a  print  that  went  well 
with  the  other  furniture  in  the  room  and  told  him  to  go  ahead.  He 
did  a  marvelous  job  on  the  two.  Then  one  of  the  sectional  daven- 
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ports  was  looking  pretty  bad  so  we  decided  to  move  it  to  the  Men’s  T. 
V.  room  in  the  other  building  and  get  two  new  demi-sofas.  These  we 
purchased  in  gold.  All  of  this  really  did  make  the  parlor  look  so  much 
better. 

Tuesday  morning  we  met  with  the  Trustees  and  again  discussed 
the  remodeling  of  the  kitchen.  Since  it  was  voted  upon  at  last  Session 
to  allow  $2000.  for  this  project  we  allowed  it  to  them  at  this  time.  It 
was  spent  to  replace  water  pipes  involved  in  moving  the  water  heat¬ 
ers  to  another  building  for  safety  sake.  The  water  heaters  had  been 
in  the  room  with  the  dishwashers  and  state  safety  inspectors  had 
suggested  we  remove  these  in  case  one  of  them  should  happen  to 
explode  too  near  residents  working.  This  was  the  reason  for  moving 
them  to  the  other  building. 

The  other  purchases  made  at  this  time  were  very  small  articles. 

Our  fall  meeting  was  Aug.  24  -  27.  Again  our  meeting  was  opened 
on  Sunday  evening.  Going  over  bills  and  minutes  of  the  former 
meeting.  Want  lists  were  gone  over  and  discussed.  They  were  small 
at  this  time.  Monday  morning  saw  us  very  busy  in  inventory.  This  is  a 
very  large  task.  Imagine  counting  everything  in  your  own  home. 

On  Tuesday  we  again  met  with  the  Trustees.  A  discussion  was 
made  about  the  equipment  for  the  kitchen.  They  ask  if  we  would  fur¬ 
nish  the  new  dishwasher.  This  was  well  over  the  $1000.  limit  which 
was  placed  on  the  Advisory  Board  last  year.  Therefore,  I  wrote  to 
each  one  of  the  Executive  Board  concerning  this  item.  They  held  a 
meeting  accordingly  and  decided  to  buy  all  of  it  except  the  water 
heater  booster  enclosed  within  the  machine.  These  instructions 
were  passed  onto  Mr.  Porter.  This  will  be  our  portion  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  kitchen. 

After  all  inventory  was  complete  and  buying  was  all  finished  we 
closed  our  meeting  late  on  Wednesday  and  returned  home  feeling 
our  work  was  well  done  and  very  much  appreciated.  It  is  so  nice 
to  work  with  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Porter.  They  always  appreciate  every 
little  thing  that  we  can  do  for  the  residents.  I  would  also  like  to  say 
“Thank  You”  to  my  co-workers  for  the  year.  I  enjoyed  working  with 
you  immensely.  We  were  so  sorry  that  Our  President  could  not 
accept  our  invitation  to  be  with  us  at  this  time.  She  really  missed  a 
lot  of  work.

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JOINT  YOUTH  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah 
Assembly  of  Iowa: 

The  Joint  Youth  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  October  1968  to  September  1,  1969: 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  committee  was  held  at  the  office  of 
jthe  Grand  Secretary  on  December  7,  1968.  The  following  officers 
were  elected:  Charles  Dewey,  Chairman;  Hallie  H.  Posnecker,  Co- 
Chairman;  and  Berneice  Westcott,  Secretary. 

The  report  on  the  work  of  the  Junior  Branches  found  ten  active 
Theta  Rho  Clubs  and  six  Junior  Lodges.  We  are  sorry  to  report 
that  several  of  these  groups  are  having  problems  due  to  the  lack  of 
ja  satisfactory  Advisory  Officer.  Many  of  the  Clubs  and  Junior  Lodges 
have  been  initiating  new  members  and  all  reported  excellent  Com¬ 
munity  Service  projects.  We  need  the  help  of  the  Senior  Brothers 
and  Sisters  very  badly. 

The  vote  was  unanimous  that  we  hold  Camp  at  Springbrook  Park 
again  this  year  and  the  dates  were  set  for  August  3  through  10.  These 
later  had  to  be  changed  to  August  10  through  14  due  to  changes  in 
other  dates  at  the  Park.

These  letters  were  sent  out  by  the  Co-Chairman  on 
December  9,  1968. 

Visitations  were  assigned  and  our  meeting  was  adjourned.  We 
were  very  proud  that  Starlite  Theta  Rho  Girls  Club  No.  32  of  In- 
dianola  was  able  to  accept  the  invitation  to  attend  the  Youth  session 
at  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Miami,  Florida.  All  reports  were  of 
excellent  work  done  by  their  Drill  team.  Congratulations! 

The  Four  State  Conclave  at  Beatrice,  Nebraska  in  April  was  attend- 
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ed  by  Golden  Rule  Theta  Rho  Club  No.  6  of  Des  Moines  and  Little 
Angel  Theta  Rho  Club  No.  33  and  Red  Oak  Junior  Lodge  No.  17  of 
Red  Oak.  These  Drill  Teams  presented  excellent  and  unusual  drills 
and  were  a  credit  to  Iowa. 

Clubs  and  Junior  Lodges  have  been  visited  by  the  members  of 
this  Committee.  Excellent  work  has  been  reported  and  many  very  in¬ 
teresting  projects  and  programs  were  given.  We  can  be  proud  of  the 
manner  in  which  our  Clubs  and  Junior  Lodges  conduct  their  meetings.

The  Special  Session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  Independent  Order  of!f 
Odd  Fellows,  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  convened  in  the  Des  Moines  Room, 
Hotel  Savery,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Tuesday  afternoon,  November  11, 
1969.

The  Color  Bearer,  escorted  by  the  Assistant  Marshall  and  Con¬ 
ductor  retired  and  presented  the  Flag  of  Our  Country.

Assembly  President  Frances  then  welcomed  the  class  to  the  82nd 
Assembly  and  asked  that  all  members  be  seated  and  excused  the 
Brothers  who  had  other  meetings  to  attend. 

ROLL  CALL 

Roll  call  of  Delegates  was  then  taken,  as  several  were  in  the  War¬ 
den’s  Class  at  the  opening  of  the  session.  This  revealed  six  districts 
with  no  representation  and  six  delegates  absent  from  the  Special  Ses¬ 
sion. 


SCHOOL  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  School  of  Instruction  was  conducted  by  the  Assembly  President, 
assisted  by  the  Vice  President,  Warden,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
The  President  extended  special  thanks  to  the  “Hold  Over  Delegates”  for 
the  fine  manner  in  which  they  evidently  instructed  the  various  lodges 
for  it  was  quite  evident  that  the  instructions  given  last  year  were  pro- 
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perly  relayed.  A  special  welcome  was  given  to  the  new  delegates  and 
discussion  ensued  on  taking  of  their  reports  to  the  lodges  in  their 
districts  and  in  starting  the  Traveling  Emblem  on  its  way,  and  asked 
that  the  Delegates  see  that  it  is  kept  moving  and  that  it  be  presented 
with  interesting  programs. 

The  District  Deputy  Presidents  were  instructed  to  install  as  quickly 
as  possible  and  to  promptly  notify  the  President.  President  Frances 
acknowledged  to  the  Assembly  and  to  any  Past  District  Deputy  in 
attendance  that  she  was  fully  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  handicaps 
under  which  they  served  last  year  because  of  the  severe  winter,  and 
that  it  was  certainly  a  situation  over  which  no  one  had  control. 

The  President  also  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Delegates  and 
others  the  fact  a  Dispensation  to  move  a  Charter  to  a  home  or  other 
meeting  place  is  good  for  only  the  time  for  which  it  was  issued  and 
must  also  be  under  the  current  Assembly  President’s  approval.  In 
other  words,  a  dispensation  required  must  always  be  signed  and 
issued  by  the  President  currently  in  office.  If  a  dispensation  has  been 
granted  to  move  a  Charter  and  is  still  required  when  a  new  President 
is  installed,  such  dispensation  must  immediately  be  secured  from  the 
newly  installed  President. 

Vice  President  Marjorie  Hefte  announced  the  Delegate’s  Luncheon 
would  be  held  in  the  Hotel  Savery,  Thursday  at  12:30  p.m.  All  Delegates 
were  instructed  that  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  attend  and  that  at 
that  time  they  would  receive  her  new  program. 

Vice  President  Marjorie  Hefte  also  instructed  the  Hold  Over  and 
retiring  delegates  that  it  is  their  responsibility  to  notify  lodges  in  their 
district  whose  turn  it  would  be  to  elect  a  District  Deputy  President. 
The  Vice  President  also  asked  for  questions  from  the  Delegates,  but 
none  were  received. 

Warden  Elizabeth  Seitsinger  advised  she  had  no  problems  and  there¬ 
fore,  had  no  instruction  for  the  Delegates. 

Secretary  Leone  Stokka  instructed  the  Delegates  in  the  manner  of 
addressing  the  Assembly,  in  making  motions  and  seconding  a  motion. 
Advised  that  the  procedure  for  nomination  would  be  a  bit  different, 
but  that  she  would  instruct  them  on  that  Thursday  morning  in  advance 
of  nominations.  She  also  stressed  the  necessity  of  sending  checks  to 
the  proper  people,  that  it  just  makes  for  additional  work  and  additional 
expense  for  others  when  checks  are  not  sent  to  the  people  who  have 
been  designated  to  receive  them. 

Sister  Leone  also  explained  to  the  Delegates  and  others  in  attendance 
the  reason  for  the  delay  in  the  Journals  being  printed.  The  printer 
originally  contracting  for  the  printing  was  beset  wrth  machinery  break¬ 
down,  resulting  in  loss  of  time  and  material  then  had  to  sublet  to  an¬ 
other  printer.  All  this  involved  considerable  delay,  which  was  unavoid¬ 
able. 

All  Secretaries  were  instructed  to  be  sure  about  completing  all  re¬ 
ports,  checking  to  ascertain  that  the  date,  name  and  seal  of  the  lodge 
had  been  properly  shown. 
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Treasurer,  Muriel  Galvin  said  she  had  no  instruction,  no  problems 
and  was  happy  to  advise  that  EVERYONE  cashed  their  checks,  and 
promptly  too. 

President  Frances  asked  that  all  Thanksgiving  or  Christmas  money 
or  checks  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  Richard  Porter, 
in  Mason  City,  but  that  the  President  be  sent  a  letter  stating  what  had 
been  sent. 

There  were  additional  comments  by  the  President  and  all  were 
specifically  instructed  that  when  desiring  to  leave  the  Assembly  Room, 
the  Working  Sign  be  given  from  the  center  of  the  room  and  that  any 
sign  given  from  the  back  of  the  room  would  not  be  recognized. 

The  Assembly  Assistant  Marshall  was  requested  to  retire  and  pre¬ 
sent  the  Grand  Master  Bill  Evans,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  I.O.O.F. 
He  was  introduced  given  the  honors  and  a  hearty  word  of  welcome 
from  the  President,  and  was  then  seated. 

The  Assembly  President  announced  practice  for  Officers  being  in¬ 
stalled  Friday  afternoon  for  immediately  after  the  closing  of  the 
Special  Session. 

There  being  no  further  business  in  connection  with  the  Special  Ses¬ 
sion  same  was  closed  in  regular  form. 

Chaplain  gave  closing  Prayer  and  closed  the  Bible.  The  Assistant 
Marshall,  Conductor  and  Color  Bearer  retired  the  Flag  of  Our 
Country. 

By  direction  of  the  President,  the  Vice  President  declared  the  Special 
Session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  closed.  The  President  Frances  Simpson  declared  the  Special 
Session  closed  accordingly.

SECRETARY. 

“Book  of  Ceremonies”,  revised  up  to  date  to  be  used  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  in¬ 
cluding  the  form  of  balloting  adopted  by  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  making  it  man¬ 
datory  that  all  Rebekah  lodges  use  it  as  well  as  instructions  pertaining  to  cards  and 
their  use,  also  much  valuable  information  relative  to  our  laws  and  usages,  is  sold 
by  the  Assembly  Secretary  to  lodges  of  members.  Order  these  through  your  lodge 
Secretary.  A  booklet  ‘‘A  Good  Lodge  Secretary”  which  gives  the  duties  of  the 
Recording  and  Financial  Secretary  is  among  the  supplies. 

Make  out  your  lodge  report  at  the  close  of  each  term.  Have  it  approved  by  the 
lodge,  signed  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  with  the  seal  attached  and  send  it 
to  the  Assembly  Secl’y,  Vivian  Nelson,  R  #2,  Clear  Lake,  la.,  without 
delay.  The  Per  Capita  Tax  for  the  past  tdrm  should  accompany  the  report,  also  the 
Grand  Lodge  Home  Maintenance  Fund  Per  Capita  Tax.  It  is  now  mandatory  that  a 
Rebekah  lodge  carry  a  schedule  bond  on  their  lodge  officers.  The  lodge  reports  and 
per  capita  tax  will  be  sent  to  this  office  in  January  and  July  regardless  of  the 
yearly  term  for  officers. 

In  accordance  with  Standing  Resolution  No.  73,  Per  Capita  Tax  of  25  cents  per 
member  is  due  in  January  and  July.  The  Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution  provides 
for  a  Grand  Lodge  Home  Maintenance  Fund  Per  Capita  Tax  of  $1.50  per  annum,  75 
cents  per  member  be  sent  with  the  January  report  and  75  cents  to  be  sent  with  the 
July  report.  Standing  Resolution  No.  79,  passed  at  1966  session  states  a  tax  of  25 
cents  per  member  for  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  tax  due  with  January  report  and  10 
cents  per  member  tax  is  due  with  July  report  for  Rebekah  Assembly. 

A  total  of  $1.25  per  member  to  be  sent  with  January  report  and  $1.10  per 
member  with  July  report.

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 


The  82nd  Annual  Session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa,  In¬ 
dependent  Order  of  Oddfellows  convened  in  the  Terrace  Room  of 
Hotel  Savery,  Des  Moines,  Iowa  on  Wednesday  morning,  Novem¬ 
ber  12,  1969  at  8:30  a.m. 

At  the  entrance  to  the  Assembly  Room  was  a  large  placard  de¬ 
picting  the  face  of  two  worlds  -  one  was  green  and  one  was  pink. 
The  green  world  wore  a  sad,  forlorn  face  and  under  it  the  words 
“Before  I.O. O.F.”  appeared.  The  other  World  with  a  pink  face  wore 
a  big  smile,  happy  expression  and  showed  what  happens  “After 
I.O.O.F.”  Facing  the  President  were  the  letters,  F-R-A-N-C-E-S 
hanging  at  the  back  of  the  room  in  a  half  circle.  Directly  beneath 
the  letters  was  a  large  placard  spelling  out  FELLOWSHIP  and  the 
meaning  for  each  letter  as  presented  in  the  President’s  program. 
To  the  President’s  left  and  to  her  back,  but  facing  the  audience  was 
a  placard  carrying  her  slogan,  “Working  Today  for  a  Better  World 
Tomorrow.”  These  three  placards  were  used  during  the  convention 
of  District  91  in  November  of  1968. 

There  was  also  a  large  wooden  plaque  of  the  World  bearing  the 
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name  of  Frances  across  it.  Another  very  attractive  placard  bearing 
the  President’s  motto,  “KEEP  SMILING”  and  decorated  with 
pink  roses  was  also  placed  where  all  entering  the  Assembly  Room 
could  see  it. 

The  Assembly  Room  was  also  made  more  beautiful  by  the  ar¬ 
rangements  of  pink  roses,  artificial  and  fresh,  and  with  green  and 
pink  pompons. 

The  Altar  immediately  in  front  of  the  President’s  Station  was 
covered  with  white.  Two  styrofoam  stands  on  each  of  the  front  ends 
held  pink  roses  and  lilies  of  the  valley.  A  large  white  Bible  reposed 
in  the  center,  a  world  was  also  in  view  and  three  white  taper  candles 
also  adorned  the  Altar  and  on  one  a  white  dove  had  been  placed. 

Sister  Elizabeth  Anderson,  sister  of  Warden-Elect  Lylas  Haydon 
was  Master  of  Ceremonies  for  the  introduction  of  Officers.  The  intro¬ 
duction  of  Officers  was  expertly  handled  by  the  Past  Noble  Grand 
Association  of  Districts  77-91.  The  Past  Presidents  were  individually 
introduced  and  at  which  time  each  was  presented  with  a  gift  and 
seated.  Sister  Frances  was  then  introduced  and  at  which  time  the 
Assembly  Soloist  very  beautifully  sang  one  of  her  songs,  “You’ll 
Never  Walk  Alone.”  Sister  Frances  was  then  presented  a  bouquet 
of  pink  roses  with  a  small  world  tucked  within  the  bouquet,  and 
was  then  escorted  to  her  station. 

All  other  Elective  Officers  were  then  introduced,  presented  a  gift 
and  escorted  to  their  stations  and  this  was  followed  by  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  all  Appointive  Officers  who  were  also  presented  a  gift  and 
seated.  Committee  Charimen  were  then  introduced,  presented  their 
gift  and  seated.  The  colors  used  for  this  session  were  pink  and  green 
for  colors,  and  pink  rose  for  the  flower.  All  Elective  and  Appoin¬ 
tive  Officers  were  attired  in  green  lace  and  tulle  floor  length  for¬ 
mats,  with  silver  shoes  and  pearl  accessories.  All  Committee  Chair¬ 
men  wore  identical  dresses  and  accessories  with  the  exception  that 
the  color  of  their  gowns  were  pink.

REPORT: 

REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVE  TO  I.A.R.A. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  I.O.O.F. 
OF  Iowa: 

The  150th  anniversary  of  Odd  Fellowship  was  appropriately  ob¬ 
served  by  the  sessions  of  the  Soverign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Inter¬ 
national  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  held  in  Baltimore, 
Maryland  the  week  of  October  5th  through  the  10th,  1969.  To  rep¬ 
resent  the  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa  at  the  meetings  of  the  I.A.R.A. 
made  me  very  proud. 

Several  things  took  place  over  the  weekend  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  business  sessions  on  Monday.  Among  them  were  the  Theta 
Rho  Degree  and  Youth  Talent  Show,  Church  and  Memorial  Services, 
and  a  play  “under  the  Sign  of  the  Seven  Stars.” 

Monday  the  day  started  at  7  a.m.  with  the  representatives’  break¬ 
fast.  At  this  time  we  were  each  given  a  red,  white,  and  blue  cor¬ 
sage  to  wear  during  the  entire  session.  The  public  opening  of  the 
sessions  followed  the  breakfast.  The  officers  of  the  I.A.R.A.  were  pre¬ 
sented,  flags  were  presented  and  tributes  paid,  many  introductions 
were  made,  and  a  large  number  of  plaques  and  awards  for  various 
achievements  were  presented.  This  took  the  entire  morning  and  it 
was  12:30  noon  when  we  went  into  the  formal  opening  for  the  closed 
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session.  All  jurisdictions  were  present  to  answer  roll  call. 

Tuesday  morning  the  first  order  of  business,  following  the  opening, 
was  the  nomination  and  election  of  officers  with  these  results:  Presi¬ 
dent,  Lois  Stevens  from  Connecticut;  Vice  President,  Daphne  Ka- 
nealy  from  Washington;  Warden,  Evelyn  Reese  from  Minnesota; 
Secretary,  Evelyn  LaOrange  from  Kansas;  treasurer,  Virginia  Thomp¬ 
son  from  Virginia.  There  were  nine  nominees  for  Warden  and  it 
was  necessary  to  hold  three  ballots  before  one  of  them  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes.  Each  officer  accepted  the  office  to  which  she 
had  been  elected,  and  Sister  Steven’s  appointments  were  confirmed. 
A  skit  on  Thomas  Wildey  was  given  by  the  Jurisdiction  of  South  Da¬ 
kota,  in  which  our  early  day  predecessors  really  gave  their  opinions  of 
their  men  and  this  so-called  “lodge  business.”  Various  reports  were 
given  at  each  business  session. 

Tuesday  afternoon,  the  incoming  S.G.  Master,  Donald  Smith,  and 
the  incoming  president  of  the  I.A.R.A.,  Sister  Lois  Stevens,  presented 
their  programs,  both  of  which  advocate  “WORK”  as  the  keyword 
for  bettering  our  Order. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  following  the  opening,  a  skit  on  Schuy¬ 
ler  Colfax  was  given  by  a  group  from  Indiana.  It  appeared  to  be 
quite  authentic  as  to  the  manner  by  which  characters  were  chosen 
for  our  degree,  the  instructions  by  the  brothers  when  women  were 
first  admitted,  and  the  way  the  lodge  was  conducted  by  the  brothers. 
About  40  visitors  from  our  foreign  jurisdictions  were  introduced, 
coming  from  Denmark,  Sweden,  Norway,  Chile,  and  Australia.  Sever¬ 
al,  who  were  able  to  speak  our  language  made  brief  remarks.  Itii 
was  good  to  have  these  members  from  overseas  with  us  and  one  5 
can’t  help  but  wonder  just  how  well  any  of  us  would  do  in  attempting  ton 
speak  to  a  large  gathering  in  their  countries,  as  it  is  doubtful  if  we» 
would  have  the  command  of  their  mother  tongue  which  they  have5 
of  ours.  Our  foreign  jurisdictions  were  especially  well  represented 
at  this  150th  anniversary  session,  there  being  150  here  from  the  coun¬ 
try  of  Denmark  alone. 

The  World  Eye  Bank  and  Visual  Research  Committee  brought! 
Dr.  Silverstein,  the  Odd  Fellow  Professor  of  Research  at  Johns 
Hopkins,  to  us  at  this  time.  He  mentioned  specifically  three  cate¬ 
gories  in  which  work  is  being  done  through  our  contributions  to  0 
this  research:  (1)  the  attempt  to  bring  the  latest  in  research  de¬ 
velopments  to  eye  doctors  for  the  benefit  of  the  patient,  (2)  the£ 
training  of  the  next  generation  of  eye  doctors  and  clinicians  in  re¬ 
search  of  blinding  eye  diseases,  (3)  the  conducting  of  scientific  ex¬ 
periments  to  ascertain  the  bearing  of  human  diseases  on  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  eye  diseases.  All  these  things  are  for  the  good  and  better¬ 
ment  of  mankind  and  we  should  be  proud  to  have  a  part  in  them. 

On  Thursday  morning,  Sister  Margaret  Watts,  of  the  Eye  Bank 
and  Visual  Research  committee,  brought  us  further  information  from 
that  committee,  telling  us  that  more  publicity  is  needed  in  every  jur¬ 
isdiction  as  there  are  many,  many  places  where  there  is  no  know¬ 
ledge  of  this  wonderful  service  offered  by  our  Order.  Eye  Bank 
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stamps  (comparable  to  the  T.B.  seals  we  receive)  will  be  issued  and 
'  each  state  will  receive  them.  From  the  revenue  from  the  sale  of 
these  seals,  75  per  cent  will  remain  in  the  jurisdiction  and  25  per 
cent  will  go  to  the  S.G.L.  to  augment  the  research  foundation. 

Sister  Ethel  Kelley  gave  a  report  of  the  Educational  Foundation. 
This  project  too,  needs  more  publicity,  and  she  asked  that  we  each 
see  to  it  that  the  schools  in  our  respective  towns  be  informed  about 
it.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  middle-aged,  as  well  as  the 
young,  are  borrowing  from  this  fund  and  that  less  than  1  per  cent  of 
the  loans  made  have  been  lost. 

During  the  morning,  several  more  of  our  foreign  members  spoke 
to  us.  The  Grand  Master  of  Chile  told  us  there  are  now  8  Rebekah 
lodges  there  with  the  oldest  being  6  years  old.  He  hopes  to  institute 
a  Rebekah  Assembly  in  Chile  and  to  have  a  representative  at  the 
next  session  of  the  I.A.R.A.  The  Grand  Sire  of  Sweden  stated  that 
7  Rebekah  Lodges  had  been  instituted  in  seven  weeks  in  his  country 
and  that  he  would  institute  two  more  as  soon  as  he  returned  home 
which  would  bring  the  total  to  14  lodges.  Sister  Fie  Rotgans  from 
the  Netherlands  spoke  briefly  saying  that  she  felt  their  membership 
is  too  small  compared  to  the  population.  Sister  Christian  spoke  of 
i  the  100  lodges  in  New  Zealand  with  9  in  the  city  of  Auckland.  They 
have  no  assembly  there  but  work  directly  under  the  Grand  Lodge. 

With  other  Order  demanding  the  place  of  our  float  in  the  Rose 
I  Bowl  parade,  Sister  Rose  Seely  asked  that  we  give  more  backing  to 
that  fund,  saying  there  is  a  $4,000  shortage  in  funds  for  this  year. 

The  afternoon  was  given  over  to  the  presentation  of  the  Promo¬ 
tional  Program  of  Sister  Stevens,  and  the  presentation  of  gifts. 

After  the  opening  on  Friday  morning  we  witnessed  a  “Draping  of 
the  Charter’’  ceremony  by  members  from  Oklahoma.  This  exempli¬ 
fied  a  combined  draping  for  a  member  who  had  belonged  to  all 
!  branches  of  the  Order  Numerous  committee  reports  were  given,  and 
|  at  the  close  Sister  Myrtle  Russell  was  honored  by  the  jurisdiction  of 
Texas  in  a  “Welcome  Home,  Myrtle”  ceremony. 

;  The  daily  meditations  and  altar  scenes  were  taken  from  women  of 
!  the  Bible,  and  their  characteristics,  as  used  in  our  degree:  Rebekah 
for  Courage,  Ruth  and  Naomi  for  Love,  Esther  for  Loyalty,  Deborah 
for  Leadership,  and  Sarah  and  the  angels  for  Faith. 

During  the  session,  Sister  Margaret  McCoy  served  as  a  member 
of  the  “Pathway  of  Roses”  and  it  was  my  privilege  to  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Courtesy  Committee.  Kindly  accept  my  gratitude 
for  serving  as  representative  from  Iowa  at  this  150th  anniversary 
session.

H  Clubs,  Bloodmobile,  American  Field  Service  (Foreign  Student 
Exchange). 

One  Lodge  annually  remits  to  the  Home  at  Mason  City  five  dollars  in 

memory  of  each  deceased  member . others  report  assistance  such 

as  the  savings  of  Butternut  strips  for  several  organizations,  filling 
Red  Cross  Ditty  Bags  for  service  men,  making  comfort  items  such  as 
terry  slippers,  lap  robes.  Others  furnished  new  and  used  baby  clothing 
for  unwed  mothers.  Also  used  nylons  and  quilt  pieces  for  sewing 

projects . several  Lodges  save  stamps  to  assist  in  over  seas  milk 

program,  missions  to  San  Salvador  etc . still  others  make  scrap 

books  for  hospitals  and  schools  such  as  Woodward . some  save  Vet’s 

Pet  food  coupons  to  assist  in  securing  seeing-eye  dogs  for  the  sightless 

. many  serve  meals  to  bereaved  families  as  well  as  coffee  and 

sandwiches  to  rescue  workers . others  make  the  memorial  wreaths 

for  Veterans  graves. 

One  Lodge  furnished  eighteen  pounds  of  used  greeting  cards  for 
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Mennonite  Relief.  Also  fifteen  pounds  of  old  eye  glass  p^rts  for  “new 

eyes  for  the  needy’’ . Countless  meals  have  been  served  to  departing 

service  men  and  United  Nations  bus  loads  of  our  Junior  members . 

many  subscriptions  to  papers  and  magazines  have  helped  to  brighten 

the  hours  of  less  fortunate  in  institutions . there  have  been  donated 

books  and  toys  as  well  as  crafts  materials  necessary  to  rehabilitation 
of  the  handicapped . 

Many  hours  have  been  given  by  individuals  in  transporting  elderly 
and  shut-ins  to  and  from  church,  the  doctor,  golden  age  meetings,  etc.. 

others  have  scooped  tons  of  snow . several  Rebekah-Odd  Fellow 

Floats  have  been  decorated  and  operated  in  local  parades . carpets 

given  to  churches,  youth  groups  sponsored  and  chaperoned,  recreation 

homes  set  up  or  remodeled . the  list  goes  on  and  we  can  all  be 

extremely  proud  of  our  accomplishments  in  this  field . 

I  wish  it  were  possible  to  read  every  letter  in  it’s  entirety  but  time 
and  space  do  not  permit  so  I  have  chosen  these  few  as  typical  and  would 
like  to  read  them  to  you  now . 

From  Grinnell  Lodge  119,  of  Grinnell,  I  quote, “The  Odd  Fellows  and! 
Rebekahs  put  on  a  public  supper  and  gave  the  proceeds  to  the  building 
fund  for  our  new  hospital.  We  gave  them  two  hundred  eleven  dollars 
thirty  five  cents.... two  of  our  Sisters  go  to  Knoxville  and  work  as< 

Gray  Ladies  at  Veterans  hospital . one  Sister  works  as  ai 

volunteer  in  the  local  hospital,  another  works  on  the  Election  Board . 

two  Sisters  give  of  their  time  in  shampooing  hair  and  giving  permanent 
waves  to  ladies  at  the  County  Home.  We  have  served  breakfast  twice 

to  the  youth  pilgrimage.  We  give  to  all  special  funds . several  of  our 

Sisters  are  active  in  church  work . signed,  Zelma  Doud,  Secretary.. 

And  from  Williamsburg  Lodge  367,....  “We  have  helped  in  the  drives 
for  retarded  children,  Cancer,  Tuberculosis  Christmas  Seals,  gave 

aprons  and  food . also  helped  at  the  Veterans  hospital  at  Iowa  City 

and  donated  five  dollars  to  the  local  library  to  purchase  a  book  or 
magazine” . Ann  Strike,  Secretary . 

And  from  Storm  Lake  Lodge  205, . “Our  members  have  been  won¬ 
derful  in  community  service  the  past  year,  and  here  is  our  list: . 

donations  of  clothing  (used)  to  needy  families,  ten  members  did  hospital 
sewing,  thirty  members  helped  senior  citizens,  helped  sell  poppies, 
helped  sponsor  teen  age  parties,  did  Red  Cross  sewing,  five  aided  in  i 
helping  retarded  children,  food  to  shut-ins,  seventeen  hours  served  by 
one  member  of  election  board,  visited  County  Farm  and  took  •:

are  redeemed  in  cash  for  work  among  the  needy),  fifteen  pounds  of 
Igreeting  cards  (used)  to  Mennonite  Relief,  eighteen  pounds  of  old  eye 
glass  parts  to  “New  Eyes  for  the  Needy”,  five  hundred  fifty  Butternut 
Coffee  Coupons,  entertained  three  times  at  the  local  County  Home 
and  furnished  several  hundred  fancy  cup  cakes  each  time  for  refresh¬

TRUSTEES  REPORT 

Report  of  the  Trustees  was  presented  by  P.P.  Erma  Steinick,  who  is 
also  Secretary  for  the  Trustees.  She  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  re¬ 
port  seconded  by  Stella  Wardenburg,  Delegate  District  48.  Motion  car¬ 
ried  and  report  adopted. 

REPORT 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  I.O.O.F.  of 
Iowa: 

This  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Rebekah  members  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Trustees. 

During  the  year  since  the  last  sessions  the  Board  has  worked  dili¬ 
gently  to  maintain  and  improve  conditions  at  the  Home  in  Mason  City 
so  as  to  provide  as  nearly  a  homelike  atmosphere  for  our  residents 
as  possible.  With  the  help  of  our  Superintendent  and  Matron  we  feel 
that  our  residents  receive  the  very  best  of  care  possible.  Since  we  are 
always  under  strict  supervision  of  the  State  Inspector  of  Nursing  Homes, 
the  State  Health  Department  and  the  State  Fire  Department  we  are 
gratified  to  find  that  we  have  been  able  to  anticipate  the  needs  for 
renovating  and  remodeling  before  we  are  forced  to  take  action. 

Since  last  session  we  have  installed  a  time  clock  for  all  employees 
thus  enabling  us  to  keep  a  closer  record  of  the  work  periods  of  each 
employee,  we  have  employed  a  Recreational  Director  who  is  paid  by 
the  hour  and  with  the  help  of  the  Advisory  Board  have  provided  a 
bright  and  cheerful  recreation  room  on  fourth  floor.  This  project  was 
a  little  slow  getting  started,  but  is  proving  more  and  more  of  an  asset 
each  day.  Some  of  the  residents  can  hardly  wait  for  her  to  get  there  each 
afternoon  so  they  can  enjoy  the  activities  she  provides  for  them. 

We  had  long  discussed  the  remodeling  of  the  kitchen  into  a  more 
modern  and  efficient  operation,  thus  enabling  us  to  combine  both 
kitchens  and  reduce  the  number  of  employees  needed.  The  first  esti¬ 
mates  we  received  for  this  work  was  approximately  $13,000.00.  This  did 
not  include  plumbing  repairs  and  replacements  found  to  be  necessary. 
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A  later  estimate  was  about  $16,500.00.  At  last  years  sessions  this  As¬ 
sembly  voted  to  give  the  Trustees  $2,000.00  to  be  used  wherever  needed 
and  this  was  used  for  the  plumbing  that  had  to  be  done  before  actual 
remodeling  could  be  started.  This  gift  was  greatly  appreciated  and  the 
remodeling  has  proceeded  to  almost  completion. 

We  also  greatly  appreciate  the  new  dishwasher  that  was  purchased 
by  the  Advisory  Board  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee.  We 
know  that  $3,000.00  sounds  like  quite  a  lot  to  pay  for  this  one  item,  how¬ 
ever;  we  must  abide  by  State  Health  Regulations.  The  front  of  the 
Children’s  Building  has  been  refinished  and  presents  a  very  attractive 
picture  for  all  who  pass  our  way. 

At  the  last  report  of  the  State  Nursing  Homes  Inspector  it  was  stated 
that  our  Home  is  in  good  condition  according  to  their  standards  since 
we  are  remodeling  the  kitchen,  otherwise  we  would  have  been  in 
trouble.  We  are  always  grateful  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Advisory 
Board. 

Since  the  money  that  Mr.  Porter  receives  during  the  month  is  kept 
in  a  Mason  City  bank  until  the  first  of  the  following  month  he  has  been 
authorized  to  place  these  funds  in  short  term  investments  thus  enabling 
us  to  receive  some  interest  on  these  funds.  All  money  is  transferred  to 
the  Grand  Secretary’s  Office  each  month  and  all  bills  are  paid  from  his 
office. 

The  application  blanks  for  entering  the  Home  have  been  revised  and 
simplified  and  any  lodge  wishing  application  papers  may  contact  any 
member  of  the  Board. 

We  have  met  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  and  have  been  happy 
to  have  the  Advisory  Board,  the  Chairman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Homes 
Committee,  A.D.  Dierks  of  Mason  City,  the  Vice  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
meet  with  us.  We  feel  that  knowledge  of  each  others  aims  and  projects 
brings  about  better  co-operation  and  more  efficient  operation. 

In  Brother  Tom  McCoy’s  report  of  the  International  Homes  meeting 
held  in  Baltimore  in  September  we  find  that  more  and  more  Homes 
are  accepting  Federal  funds  for  operation  and  therefore  must  accept 
all  applications  whether  they  are  members  or  not.  They  are  therefore 
fast  becoming  no  longer  specifically  Odd  Fellow  Homes.  We  are  proud 
of  the  fact  that  our  membership  has  allowed  us  to  maintain  the  Home 
in  a  manner  where  we  can  still  say  we  are  an  “Odd  Fellows” Home. 

We  have  done  our  best  to  operate  the  Home  in  a  way  that  will  bring 
the  greatest  happiness  and  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  We  sincerely 
wish  to  thank  our  membership  for  their  wholehearted  support  and  co¬ 
operation  an  to  all  Branches  for  their  support.

The  Jurisdictional  Report  was  presented  by  the  Assembly  Warden, 
Elizabeth  Seitsinger  who  is  a  pleasant  speaker  and  who  brought  out 
many  interesting  sidelines  of  work  in  other  jurisdictions.  She  moved 
for  the  adoption  of  her  report,  which  was  seconded  by  Jennie  Avery, 
Delegate  District  39. 

REPORT  NO.  4 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  Rebekah  Assembly  I.O.O.F.  of  Iowa: 
It  has  been  a  pleasure  as  Warden  of  this  Assembly  to  have  been  an 
unseen  guest  at  the  Assembly  Sessions  of  the  following  Jurisdictions: 
Alberta  Canada;  Arizona;  California;  Delaware;  Florida;  Idaho; 
Illinois;  Kentucky;  Louisiana;  Maritime  Province  of  Canada;  Mary¬ 
land;  Michigan;  Minnesota;  Mississippi;  Missouri;  Montana;  Nebraska; 
New  Mexico;  New  Hampshire;  New  York;  North  Carolina;  North 
Dakota;  Ohio;  Ontario;  Oregon;  Pennsylvania;  Rhode  Island;  Quebec; 
Saskatchewan;  South  Dakota;  Tennessee;  Vermont;  Virginia;  Wash¬ 
ington;  Wisconsin  and  Wyoming. 

After  reading  the  descriptions  of  each  Assembly  setting,  I  could 
actually  visualize  the  officers  marching  in  and  witness  the  guest  pre¬ 
sentations,  Bible,  Flag  and  ceremonies  for  seating  the  officers. 

I  cannot  start  to  tell  of  everything  I  read  but  I  will  give  you  some  of 
the  highlights  and  items  which  I  feel  will  be  of  interest  to  you. 

The  Installations  were  the  same  as  ours  for  the  most  part  but  in  some 
jurisdictions  the  husbands  of  the  elective  officers  serve  as  their  escorts. 
Some  hold  joint  installation  with  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Each  President  had  her  own  way  of  presenting  her  program  for 
the  year. 

Membership  is  the  main  concern  of  all  jurisdictions.  Ontario 
instituted  a  new  lodge  and  New  Mexico  was  the  only  one  to  show  a  gain 
in  membership  over  all  losses.  The  smallest  number  of  lodges  in  any 
jurisdiction  was  17  and  the  largest  was  493.  Over  all  membership  of 
Rebekahs  is  526,324  from  7,340  lodges.  Theta  Rho  Club  membership  is 
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16,189  from  639  clubs.  New  lodges  were  formed  in  Chile,  Finland, 
Sweden  and  New  Foundland. 

I  am  happy  to  note  that  all  jurisdictions  are  becoming  conscious  of 
the  importance  of  our  youth  of  today  and  the  value  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tion  Pilgrimage  Tour.  Our  youth  are  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  Let’s 
get  behind  our  youth  and  help  them.  The  work  they  do  in  their  Clubs 
proves  that  they  would  make  excellent  Rebekahs.  In  some  of  the 
Journals  they  list  the  lodges  that  entertain  the  tour  buses. 

Some  jurisdictions  have  Auditing  committees  and  a  Historian  which 
in  Iowa  we  do  not  have.  In  some  the  District  Deputy  Presidents  give 
oral  reports  at  the  Assembly  and  have  a  Luncheon.  A  set  amount  is 
given  to  Past  Presidents  rather  than  Mileage  and  Expense  like  we  do. 

In  some  the  delegates  are  paid  in  cash  rather  than  by  check.  The 
Chaplain  gives  the  Tribute  to  Our  Deceased  Sisters  in  some  jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

“Greetings”  are  received  from  most  of  the  jurisdictions.  There  are 
57  jurisdictions  affiliated  with  the  IARA.  In  some,  the  visitors  are 
called  “Scholars”.  Some  divide  their  states  into  three  sections  and  the 
President,  Vice  President  and  Warden  have  charge  of  a  section  so  that 
by  the  time  you  become  President,  you  have  visited  every  lodge  in  the 
state.  This  sounds  like  a  good  idea.  One  jurisdiction  had  a  TV  program 
to  promote  Rebekah-Oddfellowship.  One  has  23  nominated  for  the  office 
of  Warden.  Some  print  the  vote  for  Assembly  officers  by  lodges. 

Certificate  of  Proficiency  are  given  to  those  who  memorize  their 
charges  for  Installation.  Also  a  “Gavel  Pin”  is  given  to  each  Noble 
Grand  who  opens  and  closes  lodge  without  a  Ritual  when  the  President 
visits  their  lodges.  Commissions  in  the  Unwritten  Work  are  issued  only 
when  it  is  given  100%  in  some  jurisdictions. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  in  a  Decision  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Master  in  one  jurisdiction,  he  stated  that  the  District  Deputy  President 
receives  the  Honors  of  the  Degree  in  their  respective  Districts  only. 

In  one  jurisdiction  a  96  year  old  Sister  has  attended  every  Assembly 
Session  since  1911. 

In  some  the  President  gives  every  member  who  receives  the  As¬ 
sembly  Degree  a  gift.  Maybe  that  would  be  a  way  to  get  more  Past 
Noble  Grands  to  come  and  receive  the  Assembly  Degree. 

They  all  have  reports  of  the  IARA:  Joint  Youth  Committee;  UNP 
Tour:  Home  Trustee,  Memorial,  Advisory  Board  and  Journal  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  cost  of  printing  the  Journals  varied  from  $435  to  $1,390.20.  Due  to 
the  cost  of  printing  one  jurisdiction  prints  two  years  in  one.  The  pictures 
of  all  officers  as  well  as  the  Grand  Master’s  is  printed  in  a  lot  of  the 
journals. 

The  Assembly  year  runs  from  January  to  December,  May  to  May, 
August  to  August,  October  to  October  and  etc.  Some  last  one  day  to 
4%  days. 

All  jurisdictions  have  special  ceremonies  for  seating  the  Assembly 
officers  and  in  some  when  presenting  the  Past  Presidents,  a  short 
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history  of  their  year  of  service  is  given  and  their  emblem  displayed. 
Some  present  all  past  elective  and  appointive  officers  present.  Some 
have  pages  for  all  elective  officers. 

In  reviewing  Louisiana’s  report  I  noted  that  a  Memorial  had  been 
given  to  their  home  by  Vera  Job  in  memory  of  her  husband. 

Some  have  state  instructors  who  hold  district  meetings  and  visit  the 
lodges  giving  assistance  where  needed. 

The  emblems  used  were  “Hands”;  “The  Gold  Key”;  “The  Praying 
Hands”;  “The  World”;  “The  Dove”;  “The  Beehive”;  “The  Rain¬ 
bow”;  “The  Lighted  Candle”;  “The  Torch”;  “The  Bell”;  “Olive  Branch 
beside  the  open  Bible”;  “Cup  of  Hospitality”,  “The  Heart  and  Musical 
Note”  to  mention  just  a  few.  An  unusual  one  was  the  “Shamrock”  with 
one  of  our  emblems  in  each  corner. 

Mottos  used  were;  “Love  and  Faith”;  “Help  Each  Other”;  “Take 
Time  for  Youth”;  “United  to  Stand”;  “Be  Unselfish  In  Love”;  “Pro¬ 
gress  on  Purpose”;  “Speak,  Act  and  Serve  with  Sincerity  and  Loyalty”; 
“Lend  a  Helping  Hand”,  “Progress  Through  Unity”;  “The  Golden 
Rule”;  “Practice  Rebekah  Oddfellowship  Today,  for  a  Better  World 
Tomorrow”.  One  jurisdiction’s  program  followed  ours  so  much  that  I 
thought  I  was  reading  about  our  session  as  it  will  appear  in  next  year’s 
journal. 

Slogans  used  were,  “Keep  Smiling”;  “Wear  a  Smile,  Win  a  Friend”; 
“Build  for  Tomorrow  Today”,  “Serve  with  Gladness”;  “Looking  to  the 
Future”;  “Serving  Others”  and  “Eternal  Trust  and  Devotion”. 

Songs  used  most  were  “Somewhere  My  Love”;  “The  Wings  of  a 
Dove”;  “Climb  Every  Mountain”;  “Help  Somebody  Today”;  “Invisible 
Hands”;  “My  Task”;  “How  Great  Thou  Art”;  “Bless  This  House”; 
“This  Land  is  Your  Land”  and  “Faith,  Unlocks  The  Door”. 

Guides  were  the  Holy  Bible,  Ritual,  Constitution  and  the  Lighted 
Candles.  They  all  had  a  Scripture  and  personal  prayer. 

Flowers  were  red,  white,  pink  and  yellow  roses.  Pansy  for  Truth; 
Pink  Carnation;  Daisies;  Flowers  of  the  Season  and  the  white  mum. 

Colors  chosen  were;  pink  and  green;  the  colors  of  the  rainbow; 
Silver,  Blue  and  Red;  Blue  and  Gold;  White  and  Lilac;  Gold  and  Old 
Rose;  Blue  and  Silver  and  Red  and  Gold. 

Sessions  were  called;  “Happiness  Through  Kindness  Session”;  “Bee 
Builders  Session”;  “The  Sound  of  Music  Session”;  “The  Study  Ses¬ 
sion”;  “The  Sunshine  Session”  or  they  went  by  numbers. 

All  jurisdictions  have  a  Home  or  Homes  for  their  aged  or  assist  the 
Odd  Fellows  in  maintaining  theirs. 

Some  jurisdictions  have  a  Fraternal  Paper  and  the  President  is  the 
Editor  or  appoints  someone  to  edit  the  paper. 

We  are  all  striving  to  improve  our  Order,  maintain  our  old  mem¬ 
bers  as  well  as  gain  new  members.  We  all  have  various  means  of 
raising  money  to  maintain  our  Homes  and  to  help  promote  our  teach¬ 
ings  and  principles. 

As  members  we  are  confronted  with  a  challenge  to  do  all  that  is  pos- 
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sible  to  keep  our  Order  before  the  public  and  to  more  fully  practice  our 
teachings  every  day. 

In  closing,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  review  with  you  some  of  the 
highlights  of  the  jurisdictions  and  I  trust  that  you  have  enjoyed  it  as 
well  as  learned  something  new.

Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa 

Assembly  Treasurer  Muriel  Galvin  advised  the  Assembly  that  our 
deceased  Assembly  Chaplain,  Vera  Job  remembered  the  Iowa  Juris¬ 
diction  in  her  Will,  by  leaving  $1000  to  the  Educational  Fund.  She  fur¬ 
ther  advised  that  after  attorney  fees  were  deducted  there  was  a  balance 
of  $975  which  was  presented  to  the  Executive  Board. 

At  this  point  in  the  Session  a  recess  was  called  in  order  that  the 
Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  Home  at  Mason  City,  Richard  and 
Dorothy  Porter  might  address  the  Assembly.  Nine  Past  Presidents, 
Esther  Hicks,  Margaret  McCoy,  Mae  Burbank,  Irene  Schultz,  Shirley 
Lubberden,  Stella  Winget,  Leone  Lindaman,  Hazel  Schaller  and  LeNora 
Schukneckt  retired  and  reentered  with  Richard  and  Dorothy  Porter, 
Supt.  &  Matron;  Sam  Cuvelier,  PGM  and  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Home  Tom  McCoy,  PGP,  the  Assistant  Chairman;  Helen  Nelson, 
P.P.  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Erma  Steinick,  P.P.  and 
Secretary  of  the  Home  Trustees.  Also,  LaVada  Peterson,  P.P.  and 
Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board,  Hazel  Lyons,  P.P.  Secretary  of  the 
Advisory  Board,  and  Lucile  Shanda,  P.P.  member.  All  were  introduced 
and  seated. 

Dorothy  Porter  was  asked  first  to  address  the  Assembly.  Her  open¬ 
ing  comments  upon  observing  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Assembly 
Room  was  that  no  one  liked  or  approved  of  “togetherness”  more  than 
she,  but  she  couldn’t  quite  approve  that  situation  with  her  husband 
involved  with  so  many  women.  She  is  a  very  adept  at  putting  before  the 
Assembly  the  needs  of  the  Home.  She  came  very  well  prepared  with 
items  of  handiwork  made  by  the  residents  of  the  Home.  She  also  ex¬ 
plained  in  detail  the  type  and  size  of  linens  and  sheets  required  in  the 
Home.  Within  the  past  year  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Home,  which  had 
previously  been  used  for  storage  has  been  converted  into  an  Recrea¬ 
tion  Room  and  a  parttime  Recreation  Director  has  been  hired  to  assist 
in  the  recreation  program  and  to  teach  crafts.  The  items  that  Dorothy 
brought  to  the  Assembly  were  distributed  so  that  all  might  see,  and 
needless  to  say  all  items  were  rapidly  purchased  by  the  members. 
These  included  “poodle  dogs  made  with  wire  hangers  and  yarn,”  -  one 
poodle  even  having  been  sheared.  Milkweed  pods  that  had  been  painted 
and  a  small  object  placed  in  same  for  Christmas  decorations.  Chair 
doilies  made  with  yarn  and  mesh  dish  clothes,  flowers  from  odd  scraps 
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of  material  and  stiffened  with  pipe  stem  cleaners,  a  Raggedy  Ann  doll, 
and  other  Christmas  Decorations  such  as  hanging  ornaments  made 
from  plastic  can  tops.”  All  work  was  exceptional  in  quality  and  the 
Porters  and  the  Home  Trustees  and  any  others  responsible  for  insti¬ 
tuting  this  program  into  the  life  of  the  Home  should  be  highly  com¬ 
mended.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  members  making  these  items  re¬ 
ceive  personally  one-half  of  the  sale  price  and  the  balance  is  put  into 
the  program  to  purchase  additional  items.  A  plea  was  made  by  Dorothy 
for  scraps  of  old  yarn,  old  material,  or  any  other  items  that  could  be 
used  for  craft  and  would  welcome  any  additional  ideas  for  this  project. 
Several  questions  were  asked  of  her  and  which  she  graciously  an¬ 
swered. 

Superintendent  Richard  Porter  then  addressed  the  Assembly  and 
briefly  discussed  the  operation  of  the  farm,  the  work  that  has  been 
done  within  the  Home  and  pointed  out  what  an  important  part  the 
Recreation  Room  is  playing  in  the  lifes  of  the  brothers  and  sisters, 
and  how  they  eagerly  look  forward  to  the  arrival  of  the  Recreational 
Director.  He  also  discussed  the  needs  of  the  Home  and  pointed  out  that 
they  are  always  glad  to  receive  the  sheets,  bedding,  towels,  etc.  which 
has  been  so  generously  donated,  but  that  due  to  the  cost  of  postage  if 
the  Lodges  wished  to  purchase  gift  certificates  from  J.  C.  Penney  or 
other  stores  in  the  area,  he  would  be  most  happy  to  make  the  purchases 
and  purchase  the  item  or  items  which  the  Lodge  had  designated.  He 
also  told  us  of  the  work  of  the  Grey  Ladies  and  that  arrangements  were 
being  made  to  take  all  of  the  residents,  who  are  able  to  travel,  to  a 
Shopping  Center  so  that  they  may  do  some  Christmas  shopping.  It 
was  both  a  joy  and  an  inspiration  to  hear  their  reports.  Richard  also 
answered  many  questions  from  the  members. 

Sam  Cuvelier,  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Trustees  also  spoke  briefly 
on  the  condition  of  the  Home,  the  excellent  work  that  is  being  done 
there. 

LaVada  Peterson,  P.P.  and  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board  also 
gave  her  report  and  Erma  Steinick,  P.P.  and  Secretary  of  the  Home 
Trustees  also  spoke  to  the  Assembly.  The  visitors  were  then  escorted 
from  the  Assembly  Room  and  the  Recess  was  declared  over. 

Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board,  P.P.  LaVada  Peterson  then  moved 
for  the  adoption  of  her  report  which  had  been  given  while  the  As¬ 
sembly  was  in  recess.  Seconded  by  Stella  Wardenburg,  Delegate  Dis¬ 
trict  48.  Report  Adopted.

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EULOGY  FOR  DAN  MEESTER 
Past  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa

A  close  friend  of  mine  has  passed  away  and  it  has  been  my  privi-i 
lege  to  be  asked  to  honor  and  pay  our  respect  to  Brother  Dan  Mees-i 
ter  with  this  Eulogy. 

Dan  Meester  was  born  on  October  15,  1907  in  Grundy  County.  He; 
passed  away  January  15,  1969  in  Allen  Memorial  hospital  in  Water¬ 
loo  following  lung  surgery.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Ivadel  and 
their  children.  His  early  life  was  spent  in  Grundy  County.  He  had! 
served  as  bookkeeper  for  the  Fern  Creamery  for  20  years  and  re¬ 
signed  in  1964  when  He  and  Ivadel  purchased  the  Grundy  Cafe  and 
for  the  past  three  years  he  was  also  bookkeeper  for  Paul  Rewerts 
Inc. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Bethany  Presbyterian  Church,  which  he 
served  as  Elder  for  three  years. 

Brother  Dan  joined  our  Order  December  1,  1950  in  Grundy  Center 

where  he  was  still  a  member  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Rebekahs  of  Grundy  Center,  and  of  the  Encampment  I 
and  Canton  of  Cedar  Falls.  He  served  as  Noble  Grand  in  1953, : 
then  as  treasurer  for  many  years,  and  was  a  leader  in  having; 
Grundy  Center  participate  in  the  United  Nations  Pilgrimage. 

Dan  was  elected  as  Representative  to  Grand  Lodge  in  1956.  He 
was  a  member  of  numerous  committees  and  was  appointed  Grand; 
Conductor  in  1957.  He  was  elected  Grand  Warden  in  1964  and  served' 
as  Grand  Master  in  1966  and  1967.  He  was  elected  as  Representative 
to  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1968  but  did  not  live  to  fill  that  office. 

His  efforts  to  serve  this  Fraternity  and  at  the  same  time  fulfill 
his  obligations  to  his  work  and  his  church  often  forced  him  to  drive 
many  miles  alone  and  return  home  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning 
to  be  able  to  go  to  work  or  to  teach  his  Sunday  School  class,  while 
other  officers  found  it  easier  to  stay  overnight. 

Dan  had  been  a  very  good  friend  of  mine  for  many  years  and  I 
had  shared  many  experiences  in  Lodge  work  with  him.  It  was  my, 
privilege  to  appoint  him  Grand  Conductor  in  1957  and  to  watch  his 
advancement  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master. 

He  had  a  calm  almost  soft  way  of  speaking  never  resorting  to 
dramatics  or  histrionics  to  impress  his  listeners,  yet  there  was  never 
any  doubt  as  to  his  sincere  desire  to  build  this  Fraternity  and  makes 
its  membership  realize  its  value  and  to  have  pride  in  it. 

Odd  Fellowship  has  lost  a  most  valuable  member  in  the  passing 
of  Dan  Meester,  a  loss  that  is  difficult  to  accept  for  at  his  age  it 
was  felt  that  he  had  many  years  of  active  service  left  to  him. 

We  need  more  men  like  Dan  Meester  in  this  Fraternity  and  men 
like  myself  need  more  friends  like  Brother  Dan,  and  to  realize  that 
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we  will  not  again  see  his  face  and  hear  his  voice  is  very  hard  to 
accept.

To  me  has  been  accorded  the  privilege  of  paying  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  one  of  our  highly  honored  and  dearly  beloved  Past  Presi¬ 
dents,  Sister  Ethel  Miller  who  died  August  19,  1969.  Funeral  services 
were  held  on  Friday  August  22nd  at  the  Schmidt  Memorial  Home 
with  Rev.  Cecil  A.  Wells  Officiating.  She  was  laid  to  rest  beside  her 
husband  in  Oakland  cemetery  at  Keokuk. 

Ethel  Frame  was  born  June  23,  1885  near  Keokuk,  the  daughter  of 
Morris  and  Ada  May  Brown  Frame  and  lived  most  of  her  life  in 
Keokuk.  She  taught  school  in  several  rural  communities  and  on 
September  6,  1908  was  married  to  M.  Clarence  Miller  in  Keokuk 
who  preceded  her  in  death  September  6,  1956.  To  this  union  was 
born  one  daughter,  Juanita  Elaine,  who  died  September  28,  1963. 

Ethel’s  membership  in  our  order  dates  back  to  March  23,  1909 
when  she  joined  Colfax  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  4.  She  held  many  ap¬ 
pointive  offices  in  the  Assembly  until  her  election  to  Warden  in 
1937.  Ethel  presided  as  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  1940 
|  at  Council  Bluffs. 

During  her  year  as  president  we  find  from  her  report  that  she  col¬ 
lected  seven  funds  for  the  Homes.  She  also  showed  a  gain  in  mem- 
i  bership  and  instituted  six  Rebekah  Lodges  and  two  Theta  Rho  Clubs, 
besides  two  Rebekah  lodges  were  reorganized. 

Her  traveling  emblem  “The  Bee  Hive”,  is  the  emblem  of  industry 
teaching  us  to  store  up  treasures  in  Heaven,  by  doing  kind  deeds 
i  daily,  in  being  cheerful,  industrious  and  tolerant.  All  of  these  were 
characteristic  of  Ethels  life  before  her  illness. 

Sister  Ethel  was  also  a  member  of  Elmira  Chapter  No.  40,  Order 
of  Eastern  Star,  a  life  member  of  Malta  Shrine  No.  12,  White  Shrine 
of  Jerusalem,  of  which  she  was  a  Past  Worthy  High  Priestess.  She 
was  a  member  of  Trinity  United  Methodist  Church  and  during  her 
illness  the  minister  took  communion  to  her  many  times. 

For  the  past  several  years  she  had  been  confined  to  her  home  in 
a  wheel  chair  as  the  result  of  a  fall.  In  visiting  with  her  many  times 
in  recent  years  she  was  a  great  inspiration  to  me,  because  in  spite 
of  her  condition  her  everyday  life  seemed  a  beautiful  beatitude,  for 
at  times  while  seriously  ill,  she  did  not  give  way  to  fear  or  complaint, 
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but  sweetly  endured  her  illness,  greeting  her  friends  with  her  cheery 
smile  and  her  witty  jokes. 

Her  wish  for  her  many  friends  through  the  years  was  “May  you 
never  lose  faith  in  the  good,  the  true  and  the  beautiful  and  may 
faith  walk  at  your  side  all  the  days  of  your  life”. 

Her  cheery  smile,  her  kind  greetings  and  her  witty  jokes  shall 
be  heard  no  more,  yet  she  is  really  not  gone,  for  the  charm  and 
beauty  of  her  personality  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who 
knew  her. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  use  Sister  Ethel’s  closing  thought  in 
her  President’s  report.  “To  the  Great  Master  of  us  all,  may 
He  ever  guide  and  prosper  our  Fraternity  and  bring  peace  and  Broth¬ 
erhood  to  all  peoples  of  the  world”.

EULOGY  FOR  ARNOLD  MONROE

At  each  of  our  sessions  we  note  that  certain  of  our  co-workers 
and  friends  have  answered  the  call  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master. 
No  more  will  their  familiar  faces  be  seen  by  us  and  we  will  no  more 
receive  the  benefit  of  their  counsel  at  our  meetings. 

Today,  we  pay  respect  to  one  of  our  Past  Grand  Patriarchs  who 
for  many  years  attended  our  sessions  and  took  an  active  part  in 
our  deliberations. 

Arnold  B.  Monroe  was  born  on  May  22,  1899  on  a  farm  one  mile 
south  of  Webster  City,  Iowa.  He  passed  away  suddenly  on  November 
6th  on  this  same  farm. 

He  graduated  from  Webster  City  High  School  and  later  attended 
Iowa  State  College  at  Ames. 

He  was  married  on  October  22,  1924  to  Myrtle  Porter  and  they  spent 
their  entire  married  life  on  the  farm  where  he  was  born.  Besides 
his  wife  he  is  survived  by  two  sons,  William  A.  Monroe  and  Dean

City,  Iowa  from  August  1,  1968  through  July  31,  1969. 


GENERAL  SURVEY 

The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  three  (3)  members  elected  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  two  (2)  members  elected  by  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  as  follows:  Sam  Cuvelier,  P.G.M.,  Janesville,  Chairman; 
Tom  McCoy,  P.G.P.,  Vice  Chairman;  Erma  Steinick,  P.P.,  Madrid, 
Secretary;  E.  Virgil  Bowers,  P.G.M.,  Coralville  and  Helen  Nelson, 
P.P.,  Britt,  members.

During  the  year  Brother  A.  D.  Dierks  of  Mason  City,  Chairman 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Homes  Committee  has  met  with  us  many  times 
and  has  offered  his  time  and  efforts  in  the  operation  of  the  Homes. 
Ivan  Allen,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Marjorie  Hefte,  Vice  President  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly  have  met  with  us  and  we  feel  that  these  meetings  bring 
about  better  understanding  and  co-operation  in  the  operation  of  the 
Home. 

Many  donations  from  various  lodges  and  individuals  have  been 
received  and  greatly  appreciated.  The  installation  of  the  new  elevator 
which  was  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  completed  and 
we  are  especially  pleased  with  the  response  of  the  membership  in 
their  donations  toward  this  project.  The  Gray  Ladies  have  again 
co-operated  in  the  monthly  birthday  parties  at  the  Home  which  brings 
so  much  pleasure  to  the  residents.  A  Birthday  Book  with  pictures 
of  each  party  has  been  started  by  Mrs.  Porter  who  gives  each  one 
having  a  birthday  their  pictures  and  the  rest  are  put  into  the  book 
and  left  in  the  main  dining  room  for  the  residents  to  enjoy  whenever 
they  wish.  These  are  just  a  few  of  the  little  extra  efforts  to  make 
life  in  the  Home  more  pleasant  for  our  residents. 

We  have  again  employed  Rev.  LaVerne  Harcy  of  Mason  City  to 
hold  Sunday  Services  in  the  Home.  The  residents  seem  to  enjoy 
Rev.  Harcy  very  much  and  he  never  refuses  any  service  that  he  may 
offer.  We  do  thank  him  for  his  dedicated  service  in  our  behalf. 

We  have  continued  with  the  services  of  Drs.  Tice,  Chang,  Wesley 
and  Kirkham  to  care  for  the  residents.  One  of  these  doctors  visits 
the  Home  each  week  to  examine  any  resident  who  needs  care  and  if 
necessary  the  resident  is  taken  to  Mercy  Hospital  in  Mason  City.  All

residents  who  are  now  with  us  have  applied  for  Medicare.  Due  to  the 
rising  cost  of  medical  and  hospital  care  we  are  relying  more  and 
more  upon  Medicare  and  Old  Age  Assistance  in  the  care  of  the 
residents.  We  have  left  the  cost  of  operation  at  $150.00  per  resident 

per  month.  This  is  purely  a  working  figure  and  does  not  mean  that 
if  a  resident  cannot  pay  this  amount  that  they  will  be  refused  ad¬ 
mittance.  This  amount  is  set  so  that  if  the  member  has  only  a  small 
Social  Security  or  is  on  a  pension  that  we  may  apply  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  for  that  particular  case.  At  this  report  we  have  only  15 
residents  who  have  entered  on  contract  who  pay  $150.00  and  up  per 
month  for  their  care.  If  a  member  is  in  good  health  and  able  to 
care  for  themselves  they  may  enter  the  Home  at  the  rate  of  $150.00 
per  month  which  will  increase  as  they  need  more  care  upon  the 
advise  of  the  physician. 

At  this  report  we  have  118  residents.  Several  applications  are 
pending.  The  average  number  of  residents  for  the  year  has  been 
121.  We  now  have  48  on  hospital  floor 


INSURANCE 

The  insurance  on  the  buildings,  contents  and  the  farm  is  carried 
with  The  Hartford  Insurance  Company  as  follows:

The  total  cost  of  this  insurance  is  $1,620.00  with  the  exception  of 
the  Workmen’s  Compensation. 

The  Rebekah  Assembly  pays  $100.00  annually  on  the  total  policy. 
In  the  case  of  loss  the  Rebekah  Assembly  will  be  given  insurance 
money  in  proportion  to  the  loss  to  replace  anything  purchased  from 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  Home  Fund  by  the  Advisory  Board. 

Those  employees  who  had  previously  been  covered  by  insurance 
are  still  receiving  this  fringe  benefit;  however,  all  new  employees  are 
informed  that  this  health  and  accident  insurance  is  available  through 
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payroll  deductions  with  the  General  United  Life  Insurance  Company 
of  Des  Moines. 


HOMES  PICNIC 

The  Sixtieth  annual  Homes  Picnic  was  held  July  13,  1969  under 
the  direction  of  Milo  Robinson,  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  and 
Elizabeth  Seitsinger,  Warden  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 


It  was  another  hot  July  day  and  storm  warnings  were  out  but 
over  400  members  came  to  spend  the  day  with  the  residents  of  our 
Home,  under  the  capable  management  of  our  Superintendent  Richard 
Porter  and  his  wife  Dorothy. 

The  Flag  raising  ceremony  and  the  guided  tours  were  handled 
by  the  Patriarch  Militants  and  Auxiliary.  The  Grand  Encampment 
under  the  direction  of  Grand  Patriarch  H.  Eugene  Clark  had  charge 
of  parking  the  cars. 

Sunday  School  and  Church  were  held  in  the  Chapel.  A  song-fest 
was  held  between  Sunday  School  and  Church  with  several  of  the 
members  of  the  Home  singing  solos.

Last  year  we  estimated  the  cost  of  operating  the  Home  at 
$319,198.96;  the  Grand  Lodge  allowed  us  $319,190.00.  We  spent  a  total 
of  $329,733.15,  making  a  difference  of  $10,543.15.  This  deficit  can 
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be  accounted  for  by  a  total  of  $2,388.02  which  includes  the  cost  of 
a  new  time  clock  and  supplies,  rewiring  for  the  elevator,  time  clock 
and  alarm  system,  refinishing  the  floors  in  front  of  the  elevator  and 
an  insurance  audit.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  $8,526.14  which  includes 
a  raise  in  the  sales  tax  plus  a  7%  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  for  which 
we  did  not  allow. 

By  comparing  figures  you  will  find  that  a  total  of  $238,307.64  was 
turned  in  to  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  from  the  Home,  we  spent 
a  total  of  $329,733.15  which  leave  a  balance  of  $91,425.51  to  be  raised 
by  Per  Capita  Tax  and  other  sources.  We  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  everyone  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Home 
is  making  every  effort  possible  to  see  that  a  larger  part  of  the  budget 
is  turned  in  from  the  Home  each  year. 

BURIAL  TRUST  FUND 

At  the  present  time  nearly  all  of  the  residents  and  those  entering 
the  Home  have  either  deposited  $500.00  in  the  Burial  Trust  Fund  or 
their  families  have  made  arrangements  to  take  care  of  their  funeral 
arrangements.  If  a  resident  has  no  family  or  cannot  deposit  $500.00 
in  this  fund  then  it  is  our  responsibility  to  care  for  our  members. 
If  we  pay  these  expenses  then  we  apply  to  Old  Age  Assistance  for 
that  particular  case  and  also  receive  the  Social  Security  death  benefit. 
This  does  not  mean  that  a  member  must  be  buried  in  the  Memorial 
Cemetery  at  the  Home.

I.  O.  O.  F.  CEMETERY 

At  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Homes  grounds  is  located  the 
Memorial  Cemetery  which  is  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  Home. 
This  was  the  project  of  Past  President  Doris  Huffman  Atkinson  and 
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Past  Grand  Master  W.  M.  Huffman,  who  is  resting  there.  Each  year 
Memorial  services  are  held  here  and  are  much  appreciated  by  all 
those  attending.  There  are  400  plots  here  and  64  of  these  have  been 
used  by  residents  who  passed  away  while  residing  at  the  Home. 


ENCAMPMENT  AND  AUXILIARY  PROJECT 

For  several  years  the  Grand  Encampment  and  Auxiliary  Branches 
of  our  Order  have  continued  the  project  of  supplying  combination 
storm  windows  and  screens  for  the  622  windows  of  the  Home.  Each 
year  more  and  more  of  these  windows  are  finished  and  bring  greater 
comfort  to  our  residents.  We  wish  to  sincerely  thank  these  branches 
for  their  assistance  and  hope  that  they  will  continue  their  interest 
in  this  worthy  project. 

The  several  Branches  of  the  Order  have  all  co-operated  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  Home  and  they  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
efforts.  The  Advisory  Board  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  is  especially 
interested  and  co-operative  and  we  wish  to  thank  them  for  their 
support.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Rebekah  Assembly  for  their  gift 
of  $2,000.00  toward  remodeling  of  the  kitchen  which  is  in  progress 
at  this  time. 


PER  CAPITA  TAX 

The  cost  of  operating  our  Home  this  past  year  was  $329,733.15 
in  the  budget  plus  $3,224.39  non-budget  items  paid  from  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  office.  We  had  an  average  census  of  121  residents  per 
month.  This  gives  us  the  average  of  approximately  $220.98  per 
month  per  resident.  The  cost  per  month  per  resident  in  other  Homes 
and  State  Institutions  runs  from  $400.00  to  $650.00.  These  figures 
only  prove  that  our  Home  is  operated  far  below  the  average  cost 
which  should  influence  more  of  our  members  to  become  interested 
in  entering  our  Home. 


Every  member  who  enters  the  Home  receives  the  same  care 
regardless  of  their  financial  status.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Porter,  with  the 
help  of  all  the  employees  strive  to  maintain  as  much  of  a  home-like 
atmosphere  as  possible  to  keep  the  residents  happy. 

Our  constitution  and  Home  Rules  gives  no  member  a  vested 
right  of  admission  to  the  Home.  Each  case  for  admittance  is  de¬ 
termined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  after  careful  investigation  and 
consideration  (Home  Rule  No.  1).  It  is  a  very  rare  case  when  a 
member  is  refused  admittance  or  dismissed  from  the  Home. 
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SPECIAL  APPROPRIATION 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  did  not  ask  for  a  special 
appropriation,  only  the  actual  operating  budget.  We  are  well  aware 
of  the  repairs  that  are  needed  at  the  Home.  The  small  building 
formerly  used  as  a  hospital  building  is  BADLY  in  need  of  repair 
so  that  it  may  be  used  as  an  income  building,  many  of  the  side  walks 
have  pulled  away  from  the  buildings  which  allows  moisture  to  seep 
in  around  the  buildings,  several  of  the  brick  walls  need  repair  and 
painting  as  well  as  several  of  the  farm  buildings  need  for  repairs. 
The  front  porch  of  the  Children’s  Building  has  now  been  sand-blasted 
and  painted  which  much  improves  the  front  of  this  building.  The 
balconies  of  the  Old  People’s  Building  need  to  be  screened  so  that 
the  residents  could  enjoy  being  outside  more.  However,  until  we  are 
given  money  for  these  projects  we  cannot  keep  up  with  all  the  things 
that  need  to  be  done.  The  residents  tell  us  each  time  we  are  there 
how  much  they  enjoy  the  new  elevator. 

CONCLUSION 

This  is  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  year  August 
1,  1968  to  July  31,  1969.  We  have  met  once  each  month  during  the 
year  and  have  exerted  every  effort  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Home 
efficiently,  effectively,  and  economically  and  to  bring  satisfaction  to 
all  those  concerned  with  the  prime  purpose  of  our  Order. 

We  have  again  employed  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Porter  for  the  coming 
year  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  are  happy 
with  their  work  and  thank  them  for  their  kindness  and  co-operation. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  everyone  not  specifically  mentioned  in 
this  report  for  their  co-operation  and  consideration  in  maintaining 
the  Home. 

We  extend  to  everyone,  members  and  friends,  an  invitation  to 
visit  our  Home  at  any  time.  I  am  sure  you  will  always  find  a  warm 
“Welcome”.  This  will  also  give  you  an  opportunity  to  see  what  your 
efforts  are  accomplishing  for  our  members  who  are  no  longer  able 
to  care  for  themselves.

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REVISED  AND  AMENDED  REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY 
CONSTITUTION  ADOPTED  BY  THE  REBEKAH 
ASSEMBLY  AND  APPROVED  BY  THE  GRAND  LODGE 

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  NAME.  Thi3  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
“Rebekah  Assembly,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  the  State  of  Iowa.” 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES.  The  objects  and  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Assembly  shall  be  to  create  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
Rebekah  Degree  of  Odd  Fellowship;  to  propose  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
suitable  legislation  for  this  degree;  to  encourage  the  institution  of 
Rebekah  lodges  and  to  strengthen  those  already  chartered;  to  aid 
in  the  maintenance  of  Odd  Fellows  Homes  in  the  State  of  Iowa, 
and  to  assist  in  the  exemplification  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth 
and  in  the  diffusion  of  the  principles  of  Benevolence  and  Charity. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  MEMBERSHIP.  The  membership  of  this  Assembly 
shall  be  limited  to  Past  Noble  Grands  of  Rebekah  lodges,  Past 
Grands  of  subordinate  lodges  who  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  Rebekah  lodges,  and  those  who  have  heretofore  received  the 
Assembly  Degree. 

Sec.  2.  REPRESENTATION  (a)  Each  county  in  the  juris¬ 
diction  shall  constitute  a  separate  district,  unless  district  contains 
more  than  twelve  Rebekah  lodges,  when  by  petition  of  not  less 
than  five  Rebekah  lodges  said  district  may  be  sub-divided.  The 
counties  to  be  arranged  alphabetically  and  numbered  consecutively. 
Sub-divided  district  to  be  known  as  District  A  and  District  B,  of 
former  district.  The  basis  of  representation  in  each  district  shall 
be  one  delegate  for  every  300  members  to  be  elected  for  a  term 
of  two  years;  odd  numbered  districts  to  elect  in  odd  numbered 
years,  and  even  numbered  districts  to  elect  in  even  numbered 
years.  Each  district  together  with  each  sub-division  shall  be 
entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate.  Past  Noble  Grands  shall  be 
nominated  only  in  the  lodges  to  which  they  belong.  Any  Past 
Noble  Grand  shall  be  eligible  as  a  delegate,  provided  that  not  more 
than  one  delegate  shall  be  elected  from  any  lodge. 

(b)  The  Sister  elected  as  Delegate  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
of  Iowa  must  reside  in  the  Territorial  Jurisdiction  of  the  lodge 
in  the  district  she  represents  and  be  a  regular  attendent  of  the 
lodge  in  that  district. 

(c)  After  election,  removal  from  the  district  or  from  the  ter¬ 
ritorial  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  of  which  she  is  a  member  and 
from  the  districts  from  which  she  was  elected,  creates  a  vacancy. 

Section  3.  NOMINATING  AND  ELECTION  OF  DELEGATES. 
Nomination  shall  be  made  at  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  the 
month  of  May.  In  case  two  or  more  names  are  presented  as 
nominees,  a  ballot  shall  immediately  be  taken  and  the  name  re- 
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ceiving  the  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  the  nominee  of  said 
lodge.  Immediately  upon  such  nomination  being  made,  the  Record¬ 
ing  Secretary  shall  notify,  by  mail,  all  the  lodges  in  the  District 
of  the  nomination.  Said  notice  shall  be  under  seal  of  the  lodge  and 
enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope.  The  election  shall  be  held  the  first 
regular  meeting  night  in  June  and  no  Past  Noble  Grand  shall  be 
voted  for  unless  she  has  been  duly  nominated  on  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  May  and  the  laws  relative  thereto  have  been  complied 
with.  At  the  time  of  the  election,  immediately  after  the  opening  of 
the  lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare  the  ballot  open  for  re¬ 
ceiving  votes  for  Delegates  and  shall  appoint  two  tellers  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  votes;  and  immediately  before  closing  the  lodge,  the 
Noble  Grand  shall  declare  the  ballot  closed.  All  members  of  the 
lodge  who  are  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  a  record 
of  the  names  of  the  members  voting  being  kept  by  the  Secretary 
and  recorded  in  the  minutes. 

(a)  Members  of  lodges  working  under  the  dispensation  may 
not  nominate  a  delegate  but  may  vote  for  nominees  in  the  district. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Recording 
Secretary  with  the  assistance  of  the  tellers  of  each  lodge  within 
such  district,  immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  ballot  for  delegate, 
to  count  the  same  in  open  lodge,  make  an  abstract  of  the  vote  so 
cast,  sign  the  same,  cause  the  result  to  be  entered  upon  the 
minutes,  and  immediately  certify  to  the  Vice  President  the  number 
of  votes  cast,  and  for  whom.  The  certificate  to  be  in  the  following 
form:

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(c)  The  Vice  President  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  each  return, 
write  on  the  envelope  the  date  it  was  received  and  also  the  day  and 
date  of  the  first  regular  meeting  in  June  of  the  lodge  from  which 
the  return  was  received.  She  shall,  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
June,  call  to  her  assistance  two  disinterested  Past  Noble  Grands, 
residents  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  Vice  President  resides, 
and  proceed  to  open,  count  by  districts  and  record  the  votes  cast 
for  delegates.  Provided  that  if  the  returns  from  any  lodge  shall 
not  be  mailed  within  ten  days  after  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
June  of  the  lodge  from  which  the  returns  were  received  it  shall 
not  be  counted.  Nor  shall  any  returns  received  after  the  Tuesday 
preceding  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  June  be  counted. 

The  returns  must  be  on  the  forms  provided  by  the  Assembly 
Secretary.  Should  the  return  be  wanting  any  of  the  requisites  listed 
on  the  form  it  shall  be  deemed  not  valid  and  shall  not  be  counted. 
The  Vice  President  shall  not  transmit  any  return  to  the  lodge  from 
which  it  was  sent  for  correction.  The  result  of  the  first  count  shall 
be  considered  final. 

Said  Board  shall  enter  upon  a  prepared  tally  sheet  the  votes 
for  each  candidate  and  the  candidates  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  in  the  district  shall  be  declared  elected  and  the  Vice 
President  shall  forward  to  each  delegate  elect  a  notice  of  her 
election  in  the  following  form.

(4)  Whenever  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  received  an 

equal  number  of  votes,  the  Vice  President  and  her  assistants  shall 
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cast  lots,  and  the  notice  shall  be  issued  to  the  one  chosen  by  lot. 
The  Vice  Presidents  shall  furnish  the  President,  Secretary,  Chair¬ 
man  of  Committee  on  Credentials  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Mileage  and  Expense  a  complete  list  of  the  delegates- 
elect,  giving  name,  district  and  number  of  lodge  to  which  they  be¬ 
long,  with  post  office  address. 

(e)  If  any  sister  desires  to  contest  the  election  of  a  delegate 
to  the  Assembly  she  shall  notify  the  Vice  President  stating  the 
grounds  for  such  contest,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  convening 

!  of  the  Assembly,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  President  to 
notify  the  sister  whose  seat  is  so  contested  stating  the  grounds  of 
said  contest  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  convening  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly. 

(f)  ELECTION  REPORT  TO  BE  FINAL.  In  the  event  any 
annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  by  the  President,  as  by 
law  provided,  then  in  that  event,  the  report  of  the  Vice  President 
relating  to  the  election  of  Delegates  to  the  Assembly  as  contem¬ 
plated  by  Paragraph  (d)  of  Section  3  of  Article  111  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  shall  be  considered  final. 

Sec.  4.  RESIGNATIONS.  All  resignations  must  be  made  to  the 
President  of  the  Assembly,  and  in  case  of  vacancy  occuring  by 
death,  removal  from  the  district,  or  from  any  other  cause,  that 
officer  shall  be  notified. 

(a)  In  case  of  a  resignation  of  a  Delegate  to  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly,  removal  from  the  Territorial  Jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  she 
represents  or  from  any  other  cause,  all  credentials  shall  be  return¬ 
ed  to  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

Section  5.  VACANCIES,  HOW  FILLED. 

(a)  All  vacancies  occuring  by  resignation,  death,  removal  from  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  lodge  she  represents  or  by  any  other 
cause,  shall  be  filled  by  the  President,  who  shall  appoint  a  Past 
Noble  Grand  from  the  same  lodge  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the  Past 
Noble  Grand  so  appointed  shall  meet  all  requirements  for  an 
elected  delegate. 

(b)  In  case  the  lodge  has  no  one  who  wishes  to  accept  the 
appointment,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  qualified  Past  Noble 

j  Grand  from  another  lodge  in  the  district  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

(c)  In  the  event  that  any  district  fails  to  elect  a  delegate  or 
j  delegates  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  at  the  time  of  the  regular 

election  thereof,  such  district  shall  be  without  representation  in 
the  Assembly  until  the  time  of  the  next  regular  election  for  dele¬ 
gates  when  the  number  of  delegates  to  which  the  district  is  entitled 
may  be  elected  for  one  year. 

(d)  Returns  from  lodges  holding  special  elections  under  the 
above  section  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Vice  President  within  ten  days 
after  the  first  regular  meeting  in  June  of  said  lodge. 

Sec.  6.  BUSINESS,  BY  WHOM  TRANSACTED.  The  business 
of  this  Assembly  shall  be  transacted  by  the  elective  officers,  past 
elective  officers  in  good  standing  and  delegates.  None  but  delegates 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  any  business  of  the  session.  The 
elective  officers  and  past  elective  officers  shall  be  permitted  to 
make  motions  and  address  the  Assembly  upon  all  questions  before 
it.  Members  of  special  or  standing  committees  shall  be  permitted  to 
speak  upon  all  questions  relating  to  the  business  of  such  committee. 
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ARTICLE  IV 

Sec.  1.  TIME  OF  MEETING.  This  Assembly  shall  meet  an¬ 
nually  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa.  The  opening  session  of  this  Assembly  shall  coincide 
in  date  and  hour  with  the  opening  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa,  and  continue  from  day  to  day  until  all  the  business  is 
transacted  provided,  howerer,  that  if  in  the  judgement  of  the 
President,  Vice-President,  Warden,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  conditions  should  arise  which  in  their  judgement, 
present  an  emergency  sufficient  to  warrant  the  cancellation  of  any 
annual  session,  the  President  shall  then,  by  proclamation  cancel 
such  session. 

Sec.  2.  SPECIAL  SESSIONS.  In  case  of  emergency,  a  special 
session  may  be  convened  at  the  call  of  the  President  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business  stated  in  the  call,  but  no  business  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call.  Not  less  than 
thirty  days’  notice  of  such  special  session  shall  be  given  by  the 
Assembly  Secretary. 

(a(  On  the  day  preceding  the  opening  session  of  this  Assembly 
a  special  session  of  this  Assembly  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  the  Assembly  Degree  following  which  a  school  of  instruc¬ 
tion  for  all  Delegates  to  this  Assembly  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  assisted  by  the  Assembly 
Secretary  and  any  officer  or  Past  President  whose  service  the 
President  may  desire. 

Sec.  3.  QUORUM,  (a)  One-third  of  the  delegates  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

(b)  At  a  special  session  held  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the 
Assembly  degree,  ten  members  of  the  Assembly,  which  must  in¬ 
clude  the  President,  Vice  President,  Warden  and  Secretary,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  ELECTIVE  OFFICERS.  The  elective  office’s  of  this 
Assembly  shall  consist  of  President,  Vice  President,  Warden,  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  Qualifications  for  Assembly  Officers. 

(a)  Nominations.  Nominations  for  Assembly  Officers  shall  be 
made  at  the  session  preceding  the  election  immediately  upon  the 
opening  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  on  the  second  day  of  the  session, 
provided,  however,  that  if  any  annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be 
cancelled  by  the  President,  as  by  law  provided,  then  nominations 
for  Assembly  Officers  may  be  made  by  any  delegate  of  the  As¬ 
sembly  by  filing  such  nomination  in  writing  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Assembly  on  or  prior  to  the  first  Thursday  in  December  follow¬ 
ing  such  cancelled  session.  Any  person  nominating  a  candidate  for 
office  shall  state  briefly  the  qualifications  of  said  nominee  and 
vouch  for  the  acceptance  of  said  nomination. 

(b)  Qualifications. 

(1)  To  be  nominated  for  office  in  this  Assembly,  a  sister  must 
be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  a  resident  thereof;  she  must  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  Rebekah  Assembly. 

(2)  To  be  nominated  for  President  a  sister  shall  have  served  as 
Vice  President  and  Warden  of  this  Assembly.

(3)  To  be  nominated  for  Vice  President  a  sister  shall  have 
served  as  Warden  of  this  Assembly. 

(c)  Emergency  Qualification.  In  the  event  there  shall  be  no 
nominee  for  President  or  Vice  President  meeting  the  qualification 
thereof,  any  sister  meeting  all  other  qualifications  of  a  nominee  for 
an  Assembly  Officer  may  be  nominated  for  President  or  Vice 
President. 

(d)  In  the  event  a  candidate  for  office  in  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly  wishes  to  withdraw  as  a  nominee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  notified  prior  to  March  1st. 

Sec.  3.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.  The  election  of  Assembly 
officers  shall  be  in  the  manner  and  form  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  shall  send  each  Rebekah 
lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  not  later  than  May  25th  of  each  year,  a 
sufficient  number  of  printed  tickets,  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  nominees  for  Assembly  officers,  together  with  duplicate  blank 
returns  for  said  election,  enclosing  printed  envelopes  to  contain  re¬ 
turns,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Assembly,  marked:  “Election 
Returns  for  Assembly  Officers.” 

(b)  On  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June  of  each  year  the 

Past  Noble  Grands  in  good  standing,  in  each  Rebekah  Lodge  in  the 
jurisdiction  shall  meet  in  their  Lodge  room  and  hold  an  election  by 
Ballot  for  the  elective  officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  the  opening  of  the  Lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  de¬ 
clare  the  ballot  open  for  the  receiving  of  votes  for  Assembly  offi¬ 
cers  and  shall  appoint  two  tellers  to  receive  the  votes  and  im¬ 
mediately  before  closing  the  Lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare 
the  ballot  closed.  The  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  shall  proceed  to 
convass  the  votes  cast,  throwing  out  all  votes  for  anyone  not 
regularly  nominated  and  cause  the  results  of  the  vote  and  the 
names  of  the  Past  Noble  Grands  voting  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 
The  Secretary  shall  immediately  send  to  the  President  by  mail,  on 
the  form  provided  by  the  Assembly  Secretary,  a  certified  copy  of 
the  vote.  The  certified  copy  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  envelope  proper¬ 
ly  sealed  and  endorsed  thereon:  “Election  Returns  from - 

Rebekah  Lodge.  No. _ ,  Located  at - Iowa.” 

(c)  The  President  of  the  Assembly  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of 
each  return,  write  upon  the  envelope  the  date  it  was  received  and 
also  the  day  and  date  of  the  first  regular  meeting  in  June  of  the 
lodge  from  which  the  returns  were  received.  She  shall,  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday  in  June,  call  to  her  assistance  two  disinterested 
Past  Noble  Grands,  residents  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
President  resides,  and  proceed  to  open,  count  and  record  the  votes 
cast  for  Assembly  Officers;  said  record  to  show  Names  and  resi¬ 
dences  of  candidates  voted  for  and  the  number  of  votes  cast  for 
each  by  the  respective  lodges  as  shown  by  the  returns.  Provided 
that  if  the  returns  from  any  lodge  shall  not  be  mailed  within  ten 
days  after  the  first  regular  meeting  in  June  of  the  lodge  from 
which  the  return  is  received,  they  shall  not  be  counted  or  be  of  any 
validity.  Nor  shall  any  returns  received  after  the  Monday  preceding 
the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June  be  counted. 
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The  returns  must  be  on  the  forms  provided  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Assembly,  must  bear  the  date  of  the  first  regular  meeting 
in  June,  the  name  and  number  of  the  lodge,  the  signatures  of  the 
Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  and  the  seal  of  the  lodge. 

If  the  form  shall  be  wanting  any  of  the  above  listed  requisites 
the  return  shall  be  deemed  not  valid  and  shall  not  be  counted.  The 
President  shall  not  transmit  any  returns  to  the  lodge  from  which 
they  came  for  correction.  The  results  of  the  first  count  shall  be 
considered  final. 

The  President  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  record,  duly  certified  by 
each  member  of  the  Board  of  Canvassers  with  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly,  shall  notify  the  candidates  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  of  their  election  and  send  to  each  candidate  the  record  of 
the  canvass. 

(d)  In  the  event  any  annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be  can¬ 
celled  by  the  President,  as  by  law  provided,  then  the  report  and 
findings  of  the  Committee  on  Election  Returns,  relating  to  the 
election  of  Assembly  Officers,  as  contemplated  by  paragraph  (e) 
of  Section  3  of  ARTICLE  V,  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly,  the  same  to  be  filed  with  such 
officer  on  or  prior  to  the  first  Friday  after  the  third  Wednesday  in 
October  and  prior  to  the  time  fixed  for  the  installation  of  Assembly 
Officers  and  the  report  so  made  shall  then  be  considered  as  final. 

Sec.  4.  BONDS.  The  Assembly  shall  furnish  bonds  for  the 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  in  a  reliable  surety  company  in 
such  sums  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Assembly.  In  case  of  inability  to  procure  such  bonds  previous 
to  installation,  temporary  bonds  in  such  sums  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Assembly  shall  be  executed  and  within  thirty  days  after  instal¬ 
lation,  permanent  bonds  approved  by  the  President  of  the  As¬ 
sembly  snail  be  executed. 

Sec.  5.  APPOINTIVE  OFFICERS.  The  appointive  officers  r»i 
this  Assembly  shall  consist  of  a  Conductor,  Marshal,  Chaplain. 
Musician,  Inside  Guardian  and  Outside  Guardian  and  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  immediately  after  her  installation.  At  the 
same  time  she  shall  appoint  assistants  known  as  Messenger  and 
two  Stenographers.  The  duties  of  these  various  officers  and  assist¬ 
ants  shall  be  those  which  usually  pertain  to  such  positions.  Any 
Sister  Past  Noble  Grand  shall  be  eleigible  to  act  as  an  appointive 
officer,  assistant  or  chairman  of  standing  committee. 

Section  6.  ELECTIONEERING.  Any  member  who  shall  solicit 
another  by  letter,  circular,  or  printed  material  to  vote  for  her,  or 
for  or  against  another  member  for  any  office  in  the  Order,  or 
shall,  by  letter,  circular,  or  printed  material  electioneer  to  secure 
any  office  or  appointment  for  herself  or  another  member  shall  be 
guility  of  an  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  7.  INSTALLATION.  The  officers  shall  be  installed  near 
the  close  of  the  Assembly  session  by  the  retiring  President,  assisted 
by  the  Past  Presidents'  Staff,  provided,  however,  if  any  annual 
session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  by  the  President  as  by  law 
provided,  the  President  or  her  special  deputy  shall,  in  that  event,  at 
tne  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  first 
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Friday  after  the  third  Wednesday  in  October  at  the  hour  of  2:00 
o’clock  p.m.  on  said  date,  install  the  Assembly  officers  who  have 
been  duly  elected  or  appointed.  All  officers  shall  be  installed  to 

serve  until  the  next  annual  session  or  installation  of  their  suc¬ 
cessors.  If  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any 

office  be  not  present  to  be  installed  at  the  proper  time,  the  As¬ 

sembly  may  proceed  to  elect  a  member  to  fill  the  office.  If  an 
officer-elect  shall  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  sufficient 
reason  from  being  present  at  the  time  of  installation  she  may  be 
later  installed  privately  by  the  President  or  her  special  deputy,  as 
the  Assembly  may  direct.  The  installation  of  officers  of  this  As¬ 
sembly,  when  authorized  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  session,  may  be 
conducted  in  public,  and  in  the  event  the  annual  session  be  can¬ 
celled  such  installation  shall  be  in  public. 

Sec.  8.  REMOVALS.  Any  elective  officer  of  the  Assembly  may 
be  removed  from  her  office,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Order,  for 
conduct  unworthy  of  her  standing  in  the  Order  or  for  inattention  to 
the  duties  of  her  office. 

(a)  The  President  may  remove  any  appointive  officer,  com¬ 
mitteeman  or  District  Deputy  President  when  in  her  judgment  the 
good  of  the  Order  may  require  it. 

Sec.  9.  VACANCIES.  The  President  is  authorized  to  fill  by 
appointment  all  vacancies  on  committees  or  in  office  that  may 
occur  during  the  year  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  state, 
or  otherwise. 

If  the  annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  as  by  law 
provided  and  any  duly  elected  officer  be  not  present  to  be  installed 
at  the  time  fixed  for  such  installation,  unless  such  absence  shall  be 
due  to  sickness  or  other  sufficient  reason,  then  in  that  event  the 
newly  installed  president  or  in  her  absence  or  inability  to  so  act 
the  retiring  president  or  her  special  deputy  and  the  newly  elected 
officers  present  may  by  a  majority  vote  declare  such  elective  office 
vacant  and  said  installing  officer  and  the  newly  elected  officers 
present,  by  a  majority  vote,  may  proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy,  or 
said  installing  officer  and  the  elective  officers  present  by  a 
majority  vote  if  they  so  elect,  may  defer  the  installation  of  such 
absent  elective  officers  and  thereafter  the  president  or  her  special 
deputy  may  privately  install  such  elective  officer.  If  an  appointed 
officer  be  not  present  to  be  installed  at  the  time  fixed  for  such 
installation,  unless  such  absence  shall  be  due  to  sickness  or  other 
sufficient  reason,  then  in  that  event  the  newly  installed  President, 
or  in  her  absence  or  inability  to  so  act,  the  retiring  President  or 
her  special  deputy  may  declare  such  appointive  office  vacant  and 
proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment  or  if  she  so  elects  she 
may  defer  the  installation  of  such  absent  appointive  office  and 
thereafter  the  president  or  her  special  deputy  may  privately  install 
such  officer. 

In  case  of  the  appointment  of  a  secretary  or  treasurer,  the  said 
officers  shall  give  bonds  as  in  an  ordinary  case  of  election.  Officers 
appointed  to  fill  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year  shall  be  install¬ 
ed  by  the  President  or  her  special  deputy  and  they  shall  hold  their 

respective  offices  from  the  time  of  their  installation  until  the 

expiration  of  the  term  for  which  such  officers  were  elected  or 

appointed,  or  until  the  election  or  installation  of  their  successors. 
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Section  10.  REPRESENTATIVES  TO  THE  INTERNATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION  OF  REBEKAH  ASSEMBLIES. 

(a)  This  Assembly  shall  be  represented  at  the  I.  A.  R.  A.  by 
a  duly  elected  qualified  Representative,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  the  sessions  of  the  I.A.R.A.  to  fulfill  such  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  her  and  to  submit  a  complete  report  at  the  annual 
session  of  this  Assembly  of  all  legislation  affecting  the  Rebekah 
Lodges  and  Rebekah  Assemblies  enacted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge;  and  the  business  transactions  of  the  I.A.R.A. 

(b)  In  the  event  the  elected  Representative  is  unable  to  attend 
the  sessions  of  the  I.A.R.A.,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  qualified 
Sister  to  serve  as  such  Representative. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Sec.  1  DUTIES  OF  PRESIDENT.  The  duties  of  the  President 
shall  be: 

(a)  To  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  to 
have  general  supervision  of  the  business  and  to  perform  3uch  other 
duties  as  are  usually  required  of  a  presiding  officer. 

(b)  To  call  special  sessions  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

(c)  To  appoint  all  standing  Committees  and  such  other  commit- 
tess  as  this  Assembly  deems  necessary. 

(d)  To  appoint  a  District  Deputy  President  for  each  county  and 
where  tne  counties  are  larger  numerically,  as  many  as  in  her 
judgment  are  necessary  to  cover  the  work. 

(e)  To  formulate  and  promulgate  the  term  password. 

(f)  To  appoint  a  qualified  member  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  in  the  Unwritten  Work 
and  such  other  members  as  are  provided  in  Article  VIII,  Section  1 
of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution. 

(g)  To  fill,  by  appointment,  all  vacancies  occuring  during  the 
year  and  to  inform  the  Secretary  of  said  appointment. 

(h)  To  sign  and  send  out  credential  cards  to  delegates  appoint¬ 
ed  by  her  to  fill  vacancies  as  provided  in  Section  5  of  Article  m. 

(i)  To  approve  all  bills  and  sign  personally  all  orders  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  and  all  other  documents  requiring  her  signature. 

(j)  To  issue  a  circular  of  inquiry  to  all  Deputies  in  the  juris¬ 
diction  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  lodges, 
in  order  that  the  officers  of  the  Assembly  may  learn  where  their 
assistance  is  mo3t  needed. 

(k)  To  issue  a  circular  letter  annually  to  each  Rebekah  lodge  in 
the  jurisdiction  calling  attention  to  the  proper  observance  of  the 
Anniversary  of  the  Rebekah  degree,  viz.,  September  20th. 

(l)  To  send  the  greetings  of  the  Assembly  to  the  Presidents  of 
all  other  Assemblies  in  time  for  their  respective  annual  sessions. 

(m)  To  forward  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Master  quarterly  re¬ 
ports  of  the  state  of  the  Order. 

(n)  To  notify  all  candidates  the  result  of  the  election  for  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

(o)  To  furnish  a  report  of  the  business  of  her  office  to  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  secretary  not  later  than  October  1st. 

(p)  To  make  a  report  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  election 
of  state  officers. 

(q)  To  have  power  to  grant  dispensations  to  Rebekah  lodges  for 
all  lawful  purposes  except  to  institute  new  lodges  and  for  con¬ 
solidation. 
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(r)  To  attend,  if  possible,  at  least  one  of  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  Advisory  Board  at  Mason  City. 

(s)  To  be  one  of  the  memorial  committee  to  arrange  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  public  memorial  services  held  during  the  annual 
session. 

(t)  To  furnish  bond  as  required  in  Section  4  of  Article  V  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution. 

(u)  To  forward  monthly,  to  the  Secretary,  all  moneys  collected 
or  received  during  her  term  of  office. 

(v)  To  compile  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  the  District  Deputy 
Presidents  for  her  successor,  and  have  a  summary  of  the  same 
printed  in  the  Journal. 

(w)  To  have  present,  under  her  custody,  at  Special  Session, 
District  Conventions  and  Schools  of  Instruction  the  Album  of  the 
Secret  Work  of  the  Rebekah  Degree. 

(x)  To  appoint  a  member  of  the  Joint  Youth  Committee  who 
shall  be  a  Past  Noble  Grand  in  good  standing  of  a  Rebekah  lodge 
in  good  standing.  The  member  so  appointed  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  years. 

(y)  To  serve  as  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Joint  Youth  Com¬ 
mittee  during  her  term  of  office. 

(z)  To  select  the  semi-annual  password  for  the  Theta  Rho 
Girls’  clubs  and  send  the  same  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Youth 
Committee. 

(z2  If  any  annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  as  by 
law  provided,  then  the  President  or  her  special  deputy,  in  that  event, 
install  the  Assembly  Officers  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
as  by  law  provided. 

(z3)  If  any  annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  as  by 
law  provided  then  in  that  event  the  President  of  the  Assembly 
shall  upon  her  installation  appoint  the  Representative  to  the  As¬ 
sociation  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies. 

z4  To  conduct  a  School  of  Instruction  for  all  Delegates  to  the 
Assembly  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  session  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly. 

(z5)  To  appoint  a  Special  Printing  Committee  of  three  Past 
Presidents  to  meet  with  the  Assembly  Secretary  immediately  after 
July  15.  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  examining  sealed  bids  for 
printing  Journals,  and  for  letting  contract  for  printing  same.! 

Sec.  2.  DUTIES  OF  VICE  PRESIDENT.  The  duties  of  the  Vice 
President  shall  be: 

(a)  To  assist  the  President  during  the  session  of  the  Assembly, 
and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  that  officer,  or  a  vacancy  in  that 
office  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  state,  or  any  other  cause, 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  President. 

(b)  To  canvass  the  vote  for  delegates  to  the  Assembly. 

(c)  To  send  to  each  retiring  and  hold-over  delegate  not  later 
than  May  15th,  a  letter  containing  instruction  as  to  the  duties  of  a 
delegate  in  the  selection  of  a  District  Deputy  President,  and  such 
other  information  as  she  may  deem  necessary. 

(d)  To  send  to  each  newly  elected  delegate,  not  later  than  July 
25th  a  letter  containing  information  and  instruction  concerning  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  delegate  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

(e)  To  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Relief  Committee. 
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(f)  To  prepare  a  report  of  the  work  of  her  office,  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  secretary  not  later  than  October  1st 

Sec.  3.  DUTIES  OF  WARDEN.  The  duties  of  the  Warden  shall 
be: 

(a)  To  assist  the  President  in  preserving  order,  and  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  President  and  Vice  President  to  occupy  the  chair  and 
preside  as  President. 

(b)  To  confer  the  Rebekah  Assembly  Degree  during  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  and  at  Special  Sessions. 

(c)  To  furnish  to  the  Assembly  Secretary  at  the  close  of  each 
morning  and  afternoon  session  a  list  of  those  receiving  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  degree,  together  with  name,  number  and  location  of 
Rebekah  lodges  to  which  they  belong,  also  their  present  address. 

(d)  At  the  close  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  she  shall  make  a 
complete  report  of  the  number  of  delegates,  Past  Noble  Grands  and 
Past  Grands  on  whom  the  Assembly  degree  has  been  conferred. 

(e)  To  prepare  a  report  of  the  work  of  her  office,  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  secretary  by  October  1st. 

(f)  To  prepare  from  research  of  the  Journals  of  Proceedings  of 
other  Jurisdictions,  a  concise  reoprt  of  items  that  will  be  of  great 
interest  to  our  membership,  this  report  shall  be  given  in  the  As¬ 
sembly  session. 

Sec.  4.  DUTIES  OF  SECRETARY.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary 
shall  be: 

(a)  To  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Assembly,  file  all  papers 
and  documents  relating  to  the  business  thereof,  and  carefully  pre¬ 
serve  all  documents,  books  and  papers  belonging  to  it. 

(b)  To  have  the  custody  of  the  Assembly  seal  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  constitution  or  the  laws 
of  the  Order. 

(c)  To  receive  all  moneys  due  the  Assembly,  keep  a  correct 
account  thereof,  and  forward  to  the  Treasurer  monthly  all  funds  in 
her  hands,  taking  Treasurer’s  receipt  for  same. 

(d)  To  prepare,  attest,  and  present  to  the  President  for  her 
personal  signature,  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  moneys 
appropriated  by  this  Assembly. 

(e)  To  keep  the  accounts  between  the  Assembly  and  the 
Rebekah  Lodges,  and  report  all  delinquencies. 

(f)  To  prepare  and  have  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  not  later 
than  October  1st,  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  her  office  for 
the  preceding  year  ending  July  31st;  the  moneys  received  and 
from  what  source,  and  such  suggestions  as  she  may  deem  proper. 

(g)  To  furnish  bond  as  required  in  Section  4,  Article  V  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution. 

(h)  To  contract  for  and  supervise  printing  that  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Assembly  with  the  exception  of  Journals  of  Proceedings. 

(i)  To  secure,  not  later  than  July  15th,  three  or  more  sealed 
bids  for  the  printing  of  the  Journals  of  Proceedings,  said  bids  to 
state  price  per  page,  cover,  size  of  print,  date  of  delivery. 

(j)  To  meet  with  the  Special  Printing  Committee  immediately 
following  July  15th  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  examing  bids 
for  printing  of  Journals  of  Proceedings,  and  letting  contract  for 
same. 
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(k)  To  prepare  copy  for,  and  supervise  printing:  of  Journals  of 
Proceedings  of  this  Rebekah  Assembly,  to  include  Supplemental  Fe- 
ports,  Assembly  Proceedings,  and  Appendix;  same  to  be  submitted 
to  printer  not  later  than  30  days  after  the  close  of  thelannual  session. 

(l)  To  index  the  yearly  proceedings  of  this  Assembly. 

(m)  To  secure  from  the  Grand  Secretary  a  price  list  of  Re¬ 
bekah  supplies  available  only  through  that  office;  such  price  list  to 
be  printed  in  the  Journal. 

(n)  To  forward  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  for  consideration 
and  approval,  under  the  seal  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Sec¬ 
retary,  all  legislation  as  soon  as  adopted  by  the  Assembly. 

(o)  To  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  all  Past  Noble  Grands 
with  the  names  of  the  lodges  and  the  dates  on  which  they  become 
Past  Noble  Grands. 

(p)  To  keep  an  indexed  ledger  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the 
names  of  all  Past  Noble  Grands  and  Past  Grands  who  have  received 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  degree. 

(q)  To  send  not  later  than  April  20th  of  each  year,  a  notice  to 
each  Rebekah  lodge  in  the  district  wherein  a  delegate  is  to  be 
elected,  and  shall  enclose  therewith  a  blank  for  return  of  such 
election,  together  with  a  printed  envelope  directed  to  the  Vice 
President,  which  circular  letter  shall  be  in  he  following  form:

Brothers  and  Sisters: 

You  are  hereby  notified  that  on  the  first  regular  meeting  night 
of  your  lodge  in  May  you  may  nominate  a  candidate  for  delegate 
to  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

If  you  make  a  nomination  your  Secretary  is  required  to  notify 
each  Rebekah  lodge  in  your  district  of  such  nomination  by  letter, 
and  on  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June  you  are  to  vote  for 
such  delegate.  Herewith  you  will  find  blank  for  return  and  printed 
envelope  directed  to  the  Vice  President,  to  whom  the  returns  must 
be  made  immediately.  See  Sections  2  and  3  of  Article  III  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution. 


Secretary. 

With  the  above  notice  the  Secretary  shall  transmit  a  statement 
of  the  number  of  delegates  to  which  the  district,  wherein  each 
lodge  is  located,  is  entitled  to  elect,  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding 
January  report.  Said  statement  shall  be  in  the  following  form:

is _ ,  entitling  your  district  to - delegate _ ” 

(r)  To  send  each  lodge  in  the  state,  not  later  than  May  25  of 
each  year,  a  sufficient  number  of  printed  tickets,  with  the  names 
and  residences  of  the  nominees  for  Assembly  officers,  together  with 
duplicate  blank  returns,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Assembly, 
marked:  “Election  Returns  for  Assembly  Officers.” 

(s)  To  furnish  Annual  and  Semi  Annual  reports,  and  Past 
Noble  Grand  certificates  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  each  Re¬ 
bekah  Lodge  in  the  State. 

(t)  To  forward  to  each  Rebekah  lodge  ip  the  state  printed 
copies  of  all  amendments  to  the  constitution. 

(u)  To  mail  mimeographed  copies  of  Legislation  submitted  to 
her  for  consideration  at  the  Assembly  to  all  Delegates,  Officers, 
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Committee  Chairmen  and  Past  Presidents,  not  later  than  September 
30th  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  next  reguar  session. 

(v)  To  transmit  an  annual  report  of  the  state  of  the  Order  to 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  such 
form  as  that  body  may  prescribe. 

(w)  To  reprint  in  the  Rebekah  Assembly  Journal  only  such 
excerpts  from  the  Home  report  as  made  by  the  Trustees  as  in  her 
judgment  will  be  of  particular  interest  to  the  Rebekah  lodges  of 
the  jurisdiction  or  that  may  be  especially  designated  by  the  As¬ 
sembly. 

(x)  To  serve  as  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Joint  Youth  Com¬ 
mittee  during  her  term  of  office. 

(y)  To  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
not  later  than  February  26th,  and  July  28th,  the  Per  Capita  Tax 
collected  for  the  Grand  Lodge  Home  Maintenance  Fund. 

(z)  To  assist  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  con¬ 
ducting  the  School  of  Instruction  for  all  Delegates  on  the  day  pre¬ 
ceding  the  opening  session  of  this  Assembly. 

Sec.  5.  DUTIES  OF  TREASURER.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer 
shall  be: 

(a)  To  have  charge  of  all  funds  and  other  property  belonging 
to,  or  held  in  trust  by  the  Assembly,  which  may  be  placed  in  her 
hands. 

(b)  To  keep  correctly  the  accounts  of  all  moneys  she  may  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  Secretary;  to  deposit  all  moneys  of  the  Assembly 
in  her  name  as  Treasurer  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  I.O.O.F.  of 
Iowa,  and  pay  by  check  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  funds  in  her 
hands  when  bearing  the  personal  signature  of  the  President  and 
properly  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

(c)  To  require  from  the  bank  in  which  she  deposits  the  money 
of  the  Assembly  such  bond  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Assembly. 

(d)  To  furnish  bond  as  required  in  Section  4  of  Article  V  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution. 

(e)  To  prepare  and  have  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  not  later 
than  August  10th,  a  report  showing  from  what  source  ALL 
moneys  were  received,  and  a  summary  of  disbursements  for  the 
preceding  year  ending  July  31st. 

(f)  To  attend,  when  requested,  any  committee  of  the  Assembly 
and  furnish  such  books  and  papers  as  may  be  required. 

(g)  To  make  full  statement  to  the  finance  committee  or  audit¬ 
ing  committee,  and  deliver  to  her  successor  in  office  all  moneys, 
books,  bonds,  vouchers,  documents,  evidence  of  title  and  property 
belonging  to  or  held  in  trust  by  this  Assembly,  which  may  be  in 
her  possession. 

Sec.  6.  DUTIES  OF  DELEGATE.  The  duties  of  a  delegate 
shall  be: 

(a)  After  ascertaining  which  lodge  or  lodges  of  the  District  is 
entitled  to  select  the  District  Deputy  President,  the  hold-over  and 

retiring  delegates  shall  notify  said  lodge  or  lodges  of  same  by 

letter  or  by  appearing  in  person,  either  prior  to,  or  at  the  last 
meeting  in  June.  Upon  notification,  the  lodge  shall  on  the  last 
regular  meeting  in  June  or  the  first  regular  meeting  in  July,  pro¬ 
ceed  to  nominate  and  elect  a  Past  Noble  Grand  in  good  standing 

to  receive  the  appointment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lodge  Secre¬ 
tary  to  immediately  notify  the  delegate  of  delegates,  under  seal  of 
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the  lodge,  of  the  selection.  The  delegates  shall  recommend  to  the 
Vice  President  prior  to  September  1st,  the  name  of  the  Past  Noble 
Grand  so  selected. 

(b)  To  obtain  from  the  secretaries  of  the  lodges  in  her  district 
a  list  of  all  members  deceased  since  the  la3t  Rebekah  Assembly 
and  deliver  the  same  to  the  chairman  of  the  memorial  committee. 

(c)  To  request  from  each  lodge  in  her  district  in  ample  time 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  such  written  instructions  as 
the  lodge  may  desire  to  submit. 

(d)  To  attend  the  School  of  Instruction  for  Delegates  at  the 
assembly. 

(e)  To  make  a  personal  report  to  the  lodges  in  her  district 
which  she  represents,  not  later  than  December  31st. 

(f)  To  make  a  brief  report  to  the  President  of  the  needs  and 
conditions  of  each  lodge  visited. 

Sec.  7.  DUTIES  OF  DISTRICT  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT.  The 
duties  of  a  District  Deputy  President  within  the  limit  of  her  district 
shall  be: 

(a)  To  represent  the  President  and  to  hold  office  from  the 
time  of  her  appointment  until  the  appointment  of  her  successor,  or 
her  removal  from  the  office  by  the  President. 

(b)  To  represent  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  in  her  collec¬ 
tion  of  dues  and  per  capita  tax  due  the  Assembly 

(c)  To  obey  all  orders  from  the  President,  to  aid  and  assist 
her  with  counsel  and  advice.  To  have  general  supervision  over  all 
the  lodges  in  her  district  and  see  that  the  work  of  the  Order  is 
uniformly  performed. 

(d)  To  perfect  herself  in  the  Unwritten  Work  of  the  Rebekah 
degree. 

(e)  To  officiate,  if  possible,  in  each  lodge  of  her  district  at  one 
installation,  but  in  case  of  inability  to  act  to  appoint  a  Past  Noble 
Grand,  in  good  standing,  to  serve. 

(f)  To  present  the  rituals  belonging  to  the  lodge  to  the  Noble 
Grand  on  the  night  of  installation. 

(g)  To  report  to  the  President  the  condition  of  the  respective 
lodges  in  her  district  one  month  previous  to  the  session  of  the 
Assembly. 

(h)  To  present  her  commission  and  to  have  the  same  read  in 
each  lodge  on  her  first  visit  thereto. 

(i)  To  take  charge,  when  so  directed  by  the  Grand  Master,  of 
all  effects  of  defunct  lodges  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  a  complete  inventory. 

Sec.  8.  Executive  Committee — The  Executive  Committee  shall 
consist  of  the  President,  Vice  President,  Warden,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  They  shall  advise  with  the  President  in  regard  to  the 
activities  and  work  of  the  Assembly.  In  the  interim  they  shall  be 
authorized  to  pass  on  such  things  they  deem  necessary  for  the 
good  of  the  Order  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  usually  devolve 
upon  such  committee. 

Expense  for  meetings,  the  number  of  which  may  not  exceed 
three  in  any  given  year,  computed  at  the  rate  of  four  cents  (4c) 
per  lineal  mile  travel  and  six  dollars  ($6.00)  per  diem  for  each 
member  present  at  said  meetings. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Sec.  1.  REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY  HOME  FUND.  The  Rebekah 
Assembly  shall  create  and  maintain  a  Rebekah  Assembly  Home 
Fund  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  and  replenishing  the  furnish¬ 
ings  as  needed  by  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows’  and  Old  Folks’  Homes, 
and  to  provide  for  school  and  music  supplies  and  the  teaching  of 
music  to  the  children  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  2.  ADVISORY  BOARD.  An  Advisory  Board  shall  be  elect¬ 
ed  consisting  of  three  sisters,  members  of  the  Assembly,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  three  years.  One  member  of  the  Advisory  Board 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  delegates  of  the  Assembly.  Nomin¬ 
ation  and  election  of  the  same  shall  be  held  at  the  time  of  the 
nomination  of  Assembly  Officers,  provided,  however  that  in  the 
event  of  any  annual  session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law,  then  the  retiring  President,  upon  the  installation  of 
her  successor,  shall  become  a  member  of  said  Advisory  Board  and 
as  such  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Sec.  3.  DUTIES  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD.  The  duties  of 
the  Advisory  Board  shall  be: 

(A)  To  elect  annually  a  chairman  and  a  secretary. 

(b)  To  have  general  supervision  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Home  Fund. 

(c)  To  authorize  payment  of  bills  after  being  checked  by  the 
superintendent  or  matron  of  the  Homes  and  approved  by  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  and  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

(d)  To  confer  with  the  superintendent,  matron  and  board  of 
trustees  concerning  matters  of  mutual  interest  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  Homes. 

(e)  To  render  annually  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  a  report, 
giving  concise  statements  of  the  meetings  held  and  work  done  by 
the  Board,  said  report  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  not  later 
than  August  10th. 

Sec.  4.  Meetings.  Meetings  of  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  held 
four  times  each  year  at  the  I.O.O.F.  Homes  in  Mason  City  said 
meetings  to  be  held  quarterly.  Two  of  these  meetings  shall  be  held 
to  coincide  with  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Special  meetings 
may  be  held  when  necessary  upon  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
or  upon  the  written  request  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  EXPENSES  ALLOWED.  The  expense  allowance  of 
members  of  the  Advisory  Board  shall  be  three  dollars  ($3.00)  for 
each  day  actually  engaged  and  eight  cents  (8tf)  per  mile  one  way 
for  the  distance  traveled,  said  expense  to  be  paid  from  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  Home  Fund.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Assembly,  they 
shall  receive  the  same  mileage  and  expense  allowance  as  delegates. 

Sec.  6.  DUTIES  OF  MATRON.  The  Matron  of  the  Homes  shall 
give  a  complete  inventory  of  all  the  furnishings  in  the  Homes  to 
the  Advisory  Board  on  January  1st  of  each  year.  She  shall  also 
supply  the  members  of  the  board  with  a  list  of  all  furnishings 
needed  in  the  Homes  at  the  time  of  their  regular  visits  and  shall 
confer  with  them  concerning  the  work  of  the  Homes  as  the  needs 
may  require. 

Sec.  7.  Home  Trustees— Two  qualified  Sisters,  members  of  the 
Assembly,  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home. 
One  member  shall  be  elected  annually  to  serve  for  two  years  and 
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hold  office  until  her  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Election  of 
same  shall  be  held  at  the  time  of  nomination  of  Assembly  Officers. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Section  1  —  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly,  shall  be  a  qualified  member  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly,  appointed  annually  by  the  President.  In  addition  to  the 
Chairman,  the  President  shall  appoint  two  qualified  members  of 
this  Assembly  who  reside  in  the  city  in  which  the  Assembly  is 
to  be  held,  to  assist  the  Chairman  during  the  Assembly  session  in 
examining  all  Delegates  in  the  Unwritten  Work.  If  a  delegate 
proves  her  self  100%,  the  President  shall  have  authority  to  ap¬ 
point  said  delegate  to  hear  and  issue  commissions  in  the  Un¬ 
written  Work  in  her  own  district. 

(b)  This  recitation  shall  be  given  by  the  delegates  to  the 
Board  of  Instruction  during  the  Assembly  session. 

(c)  All  Elective  Officers  and  Past  Elective  Officers  of  the  Re¬ 
bekah  Assembly  shall  have  the  privilege  of  hearing  and  issuing 
Commissions  in  the  Unwritten  Work,  and  the  Presidents  shall  have 
authority  to  appoint  any  qualified  member  to  hear  in  the  work, 
after  she  has  proven  herself  one  hundred  per  cent. 

(d)  All  appointees  shall  be  provided  with  commissions,  to  be 
issued  to  the  members  reciting  the  work,  at  the  time  of  recitation, 
and  submit  the  names  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Instruction. 

Sec.  2.  DUTIES.  The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  shall 
be: 

(a)  To  exemplify  the  Unwritten  Work  of  the  Degree  at  the 
Assembly  and  at  such  other  places  as  the  President  may  request. 

(b)  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  shall  make  a 
report  of  Commissions  issued  in  each  district  to  the  Assembly 
President  in  time  for  the  Advanced  Report. 

Sec.  3.  EXPENSE.  Expense  incurred  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Instruction  when  complying  with  the  request  of  a  District, 
Lodge  or  Lodges  to  give  instruction  in,  or  recitation  of  the  Un¬ 
written  Work,  shall  be  paid  by  the  District,  Lodge  or  Lodges  mak¬ 
ing  such  request. 

ARTICLE  IX 

Sec.  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Chairman  of  each  of 
the  following  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  im¬ 
mediately  after  her  installation: 

Committee  on  Finance,  Committee  on  Credentials,  Committee 
on  election  Returns,  Committee  on  Memorial,  Committee  on  Legislation,  and 
Committee  on  Mileage  and  Expense.  All  committees  shall  be  completed  beffore  or 
at  the  opening  of  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Assembly. 


Sec.  2.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

(a)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  report  upon  all  accounts  and 
claims  against  the  Assembly  previous  to  such  accounts  and  claims 
being  allowed.  It  shall  audit  annually  the  accounts  of  all  Officers 
of  the  Assembly,  and  from  time  to  time  suggest  measures  of  fi¬ 
nance  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 
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(b)  This  committee  shall  also  examine  and  report  on  all  reso¬ 
lutions  pertaining  to  the  expenditure  of  Assembly  funds  before  be¬ 
ing  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

Sec.  3.  CREDENTIAL  COMMITTEE.  All  members  of  the 
Credential  Committee  shall  report  at  the  Rebekah  Assembly  Head¬ 
quarters  not  later  than  nine  A.M.  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening 
session,  prepared  to  proceed  with  the  examination  of  delegates, 
Past  Noble  Grands,  and  Past  Grands.  The  Chairman  of  the  Cre¬ 
dential  Committee  shall  have  the  enrollment  of  all  delegates,  using 
the  card  index  system,  completed  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  session.  She  shall  provide  badges  to  properly 
qualify  delegates.  She  shall  furnish  to  the  Assembly  Secretary  and 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Mileage  and  Expense  committee  a  list  of 
all  delegates  failing  to  report  for  examination.  She  shall  report 
at  the  close  of  each  session  the  number  of  delegates,  Past  Noble 
Grands  and  Past  Grands  whose  credentials  were  examined  during 
that  session,  and  at  the  close  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  session 
she  shall  furnish  the  complete  number  of  all  examined  during  the 
entire  session. 

Sec.  4.  COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTION  RETURNS.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Election  Returns  shall  examine  and  report  on  the  returns 
of  the  canvassing  committee  on  the  election  o:  Assembly  officers 
and  delegates. 

Sec.  5.  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Memorial  Committee,  shall  previous  to  the  session  of  each  As¬ 
sembly,  prepare  and  bring  to  the  Assembly,  a  list  of  Rebekah 
Lodges  and  numbers  thereof,  numerically  indexed  with  spaces  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  names  of  our  members  deceased  during  the  year.  A 
report  of  the  officers  and  members  deceased  during  the  year  shall 
be  given  during  the  Memorial  Hour  at  the  Assemb'y. 

Sec.  6.  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION:  The  Committee  on 
Legislation  shall  consider  all  proposed  Legislation  pertaining  to  either 
the  Assembly  or  Rebekah  Lodge  constitution  and  report  thereon 
for  action  by  this  Assembly.  This  committee  shall  present  all  ap¬ 
proved  amendments  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  a  time  designated  by 
the  Grand  Lodge.  This  committee  shall  also  examine  and  report 
on  all  Standing  resolutions  for  action  by  this  Assembly. 

Sec.  7.  COMMITTEE  ON  MILEAGE  AND  EXPENSE.  The 
Committee  on  Mileage  and  Expense  shall  report  a  scheduled  list 
of  officers,  Past  Presidents,  Committeemen  and  Delegates  of  the 
Assembly,  and  any  others  entitled  to  mileage  and  expense,  together 
with  their  place  of  residence,  and  number  of  miles  traveled  by  each, 
as  well  as  the  number  of  days  of  their  attendance  and  the  amount 
each  is  entitled  to  receive.  The  Committee  shall  submit  its  report 
to  the  Assembly  as  early  as  practicable  and  shall  check  the  report 
with  the  Secretary’s  roll  call  book  and  list  received  from  the  Cre¬ 
dential  Committee  before  recommending  amounts  of  vouchers 
drawn. 

Sec.  8.  RELIEF  COMMITTEE.  The  committee  on  relief  shall 
investigate  all  applications  for  aid  and  if  satisfied  that  the  ap¬ 
plicant  is  worthy  of  assistance,  shall  recommend  to  the  President 
the  amount  to  be  contributed  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  the 
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Assembly. 

Sec.  9.  SPECIAL  DUTIES  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FI¬ 
NANCE  AND  ASSEMBLY  OFFICERS.  In  the  event  any  annual 
session  of  the  Assembly  be  cancelled  by  the  President  as  by  law 
provided,  then  in  that  event  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
as  contemplated  by  Section  2  of  ARTICLE  IX  of  the  Constitution, 
shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President,  the  same  to  be  filed 
with  such  officer  prior  to  the  time  fixed  for  the  installation  of 
officers.  Said  Committee  on  Finance,  together  with  the  President, 
Vice  President,  Warden,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  before  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  officers  of  the  Assembly  for  the  ensuing  year,  shall 
pass  upon  and  have  authority  to  allow  bills  authorized  by  law,  in¬ 
cluding  mileage  and  expense  incidental  to  the  attendance  of  elec¬ 
tive  officers  and  of  said  Finance  Committee,  at  the  time  of  such 
installation,  and  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  set  aside  for  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Home  Fund.  The  President  and  Secretary  shall 
have  authority  to  issue  warrants  to  pay  the  amounts  so  allowed 
and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  the  proper  funds,  and 
the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  together  with  said  elective 
officers  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  their  action  in 
reference  thereto  had  been  authorized  by  the  Assembly  in  annual 
session. 

ARTICLE  X 

Sec.  1.  PER  CAPITA  TAX. 

(a)  Rebekah  Lodges  working  under  a  dispensation  instituted 
in  the  first  half  of  the  term  shall  report  and  pay  tax  at  the  end 
of  the  term,  but  lodges  instituted  in  the  last  half  of  the  term  shall 
make  report  and  pay  tax  at  the  close  of  the  following  term. 

(b)  Dormant  lodges  having  failed  to  report  and  pay  tax  for 
more  than  a  year  shall,  upon  being  resuscitated,  be  required  to  pay 
on’y  the  tax  for  the  previous  term  on  the  membership  at  the  time 
of  reorganization. 

(c)  Any  lodge  failing  to  report  and  pay  tax  for  the  term  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  the  term  password,  neither  shall  such  Rebekah 
lodge  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  delegates  or  Rebekah 
Assembly  Officers. 

(d)  Any  lodge  failing  to  report  and  pay  tax  for  a  year  shall 
be  deemed  an  extinct  lodge,  and  the  Grand  Master  is  empowered  to 
take  up  its  charter. 

Sec.  2.  REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY  HOME  FUND.  Such  payment 
from  the  January  and  July  Per  Capita  tax  as  shall  be  determined 
at  the  preceding  session  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  set  aside  for  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Home  Fund,  but  in  no  case  shall  this  appor¬ 
tionment  exceed  three  cents  in  January  and  three  cents  in  July. 

Sec.  3.  MILEAGE,  (a)  Officers,  Past  Presidents,  Messenger, 
Stenographers,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Instruction,  Chairman 
and  members  of  Standing  Committees,  and  Delegates  shall  receive 
from  the  Assembly,  mileage  to  be  computed  at  eight  cents  (8tf)  per 
mile  one  way. 

(b)  Non-resident  Past  Presidents  of  this  Jurisdiction  still  hold¬ 
ing  membership  in  the  state  when  in  actual  attendance  at  the  ses¬ 
sion  shall  receive  mileage  computed  from  their  home  lodge. 

(c)  Elective  Officers  to  be  installed,  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
shall  be  entitled  to  mileage  computed  at  eight  (8)  cents  per  mile 
one  way. 
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Sec.  4.  Expense— Expense  allowance  shall  be  as  follows:  (a) 
The  President,  Secreatry,  Treasurer  and  four  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Finance  including  the  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  shall 
be  allowed  six  dollars  ($6.00)  per  day  for  six  days. 

(b)  The  Past  Presidents,  Delegates  and  three  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  including  the  Chairman  of  said  commit¬ 
tee,  the  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Stenographers 
shall  be  allowed  six  dollars  ($6.00)  per  day  for  five  days. 

(c)  All  other  Officers,  Messengers,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Instruction,  retiring  member  of  the  Jurisdictional  Youth  Committee 
and  Chairmen  of  Committees  shall  receive  six  dollars  ($6.00)  per 
day  for  four  days  and  the  assistants  appointed  on  the  Board  of 
Instruction  to  serve  during  the  session  shall  receive  six  dollars 
( $6.00)  per  day  for  three  days. 

(d)  Elective  Officers  to  be  installed,  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  shall  receive  six  dollars  ($6.00)  expense  allowance  for  one  day. 

Sec.  5.  SALARIES  OF  OFFICERS,  (a)  The  salary  of  the 
President  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  per  year,  paid 
monthly. 

(b)  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1800.00)  per  year,  paid  monthly. 

Sec.  6.  EXPENSE  ALLOWED.  Expenses  shall  be  allowed  as 
follows: 

(a)  A  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  or  as  much  thereof  as  may 
be  required  for  traveling  expense,  shall  be  allowed  the  President, 
paid  monthly. 

(b)  The  Vice  President  and  Treasurer  shall  each  receive  fifty 
dollars  per  year,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and  no  itemized  account 
shall  be  required  of  the  expenditure  of  the  same. 

(c)  All  Elective  Officers,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Instruc¬ 
tion,  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  Board,  Chairman  of  the  Credential 
Committee,  Chairman  of  the  Mileage  and  Expense  Committee  and 
Assembly  Youth  Committee  shall  be  allowed  stationary,  postage, 
and  other  necessary  supplies  in  their  office. 

(d)  The  President  shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  dollars  or  as 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  expense  of  her  office, 
to  be  paid  quarterly. 

(e)  The  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  allowed 
her  actual  traveling  expense  incurred  in  assisting  in  the  instiuting 
of  a  Rebekah  lodge. 

(f)  The  Past  Noble  Grands  assisting  in  canvassing  votes  for 
Delegates  and  Assembly  Officers  shall  be  allowed  four  dollars 
($4.00)  each. 

Sec.  7.  BILLS  OF  OFFICERS.  All  officers  and  members  of 
committees  incurring  expense  of  postage  or  otherwise,  shall  present 
bills  made  out  by  the  firm  or  party  to  whom  the  above  named 
members  are  indebted  before  said  bill3  will  be  paid  by  the  As¬ 
sembly. 


ARTICLE  XI 

Sec.  1.  RESOLUTIONS  AND  MOTIONS.  All  resolutions  and 
motions,  except  resolutions  to  adopt  and  to  adjourn,  shall  be  made 
in  writing  and  in  duplicate,  one  copy  to  be  handed  immediately  to

the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

Sec.  2.  APPEALS.  All  appeals  from  the  decision  or  action  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  provided  by 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Sec.  1.  Manner  of  Amending  or  Alteration  to  the  Constitution — 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  an  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  I  O.O. F.  of  Iowa.  When  a  Rebekah 
lodge,  a  Rebekah  Assembly  Officer,  Past  Assembly  Officer,  or  duly 
elected  Delegate  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  desires  to  submit  an 
amendment  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution,  to  be  acted 
upon  at  the  next  session,  said  Rebekah  lodge  or  persons  shall  pre¬ 
pare  in  writing,  the  proposed  amendment  and  file  the  same  with 
the  Assembly  Secretary  not  later  than  September  1st  before  the 
opening  of  the  next  session,  and  when  so  filed,  the  Secretary  shall 
have  the  same  printed  in  her  report.  Any  proposed  amendments  not 
so  received,  but  presented  in  the  Assembly  session,  shall  be  re¬ 
ported,  but  shall  not  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  annual  session. 

(a)  All  amendments  proposed  as  above  stated  shall  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Legislation  Committee  for  action  and  consideration 
by  the  Rebekah  Assembly  when,  if  two  thirds  of  the  delegates 
present  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  same  they  shall  be  declared 
adapted.  Such  action  must  be  taken  at  a  time  prior  to  that 
designated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  when  such  amendments  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  action. 

(b)  A  proposition  to  amend  any  section  of  this  Constitution 
having  but  one  unnumbered  paragraph  shall  not  be  to  strike  there¬ 
from  or  add  thereto,  but  shall  contain  the  entire  section  rewritten 
to  express  the  law  as  intended  and  shall  be  a  substitute  for  the 
section. 

(c)  A  proposition  to  amend  any  one  paragraph  of  a  section 
having  two  or  more  numbered  paragraphs,  shall  not  be  to  strike 
from  or  add  to  such  paragraphs,  but  shall  contain  the  entire  para¬ 
graph  rewritten  as  a  substitute  for  the  amended  paragraph.

No.  3.  SEATING  OF  THE  ASSEMBLY.  Resolved,  That  the 
delegates  shall  occupy  the  seats  in  the  front  and  center  of  the 
room,  and  the  visitors  those  in  the  rear. 

No.  4.  MOTION,  HOW  MADE.  Resolved,  That  any  member 
making  or  sustaining  a  motion  in  the  Assembly,  shall  rise  to  her 
feet,  give  her  name  and  also  the  name  and  number  of  her  lodge. 

No.  5.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS  NUMBERED.  Resolved,  That 
all  committees  making  reports  be  required  to  number  them  in  rota¬ 
tion  and  provide  not  less  than  four  copies  (in  case  of  the  Legisla¬ 
tion,  five  copies)  of  each  report,  two  to  be  presented  to  the  As¬ 
sembly  Secretary  (in  case  of  Legislation,  three  copies,  one  being 
the  original  copy),  one  for  the  Committee  Chairman  and  one  for 
the  Outside  Stenographer,  who  shall  retain  a  copy  of  all  reports 
made  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  at  the  close  of  the 
Assembly  session. 

No.  6.  CLAIMS  AGAINST  ASSEMBLY.  Resolved.  That  the 
Finance  Committee  shall  report  only  on  such  c’aims  as  have  been 
properly  presented  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  referred  to  said 
committee  for  action,  and  that  all  claims  so  referred  shall  bear  the 
stamp  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  stating  that  said  bills 
have  been  properly  presented  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  re¬ 
ferred. 

No.  7.  MILEAGE.  Resolved,  That  each  year  the  mileage,  at 
the  rate  of  the  previous  session,  be  allowed  unless  a  resolution 
changing  the  same  is  adopted  before  noon  of  the  first  day’s  session. 

No.  8.  PRESIDENT’S  EXPENSE  ALLOWANCE  TO  ATTEND 
FUNERALS.  Resolved,  That  the  President  be  allowed  her  expense 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriarch,  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander,  Department  Association  President  L  A.P  M., 
Grand  Matriarch,  or  elective  or  past  elective  officer  of  the  Rebekah 
Assembly.  In  case  the  President  is  not  able  to  attend  such  funeral, 
she  shall  appoint  an  elective  or  past  elective  officer  of  the  Re¬ 
bekah  Assembly  living  nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  deceased  to 
attend  the  funeral  and  represent  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  The  ex¬ 
penses  of  such  person  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  by  the  Assembly. 

No.  9  Office  Rent.  Resolve  that  the  sum  of  $200.00  be  appropriated 
annually  for  rent  of  Secretary’s  office  and  $100.00  be  appropriated 
annually  for  rent  of  Treasurer’s  office,  both  to  be  paid  semi-annually. 

No.  10.  ADDITIONAL  EXPENSE  ALLOWANCE.  Resolved, 
That  additional  expense  money  of  $20.00  be  allowed  the  Inside 
Stenographer  for  assisting  the  secretary  in  preparation  of  the 
Journal. 
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No.  11.  JEWELS.  Resolved,  That  the  Elective  and  Appointive 
officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  be  permitted  to  have  and  wear 
the  Jewel  of  their  office  during  their  year  of  service,  each  officer 
to  be  responsible  for  her  Jewel. 

No.  12.  TYPEWRITERS.  Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  steno¬ 
graphers  be  permitted  to  each  rent  the  typewriter  she  wishes  to  use 
during  the  session.  The  President  and  Secretary  shall  be  authorized 
to  have  their  typewriters  repaired  when  necessary. 

No.  13.  JANITOR.  Resolved,  That  this  Rebekah  Assembly  each 
year  present  the  janitor  with  five  dollars  to  show  our  appreciation 
for  services  rendered  during  the  Assembly. 

No.  14.  DEGREE  STAFF.  Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  shall  select  the  staff  to  exemplify  the  work  of 
the  Rebekah  Degree  at  the  Assembly  session,  without  expense  to 
the  Assembly,  or  to  the  lodges  of  the  city  in  which  the  Assembly 
is  held. 

No.  15.  JEWEL  FOR  PAST  PRESIDENT.  Resolved,  That  the 
Secretary  be  empowered  to  order  the  Past  President’s  jewel,  and 
bring  it  with  her  to  each  session. 

No.  16.  JOURNALS  PRINTED.  Resolved,  That  700  Journals 
shall  be  printed  annually  and  bound  in  paper  only.  One  Journal 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Rebekah  Lodge  in  the  state  to  remain  on  file 
in  the  lodge  room.  That  each  elective  and  past  elective  officer, 
committee  member,  appointive  officers  and  delegates  of  the  current 
session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  elective  and  past  elective  officer 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  elective  officer  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  the 
secretaries  of  each  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  elective  officers  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Inter¬ 
national  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  are  to  receive  a  copy 
of  the  Journal.  Others  desiring  Journals  may  obtain  them  from  the 
Assembly  Secretary  upon  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  which  will 
take  care  of  the  cost  of  mailing. 

No.  17.  VOTE  FOR  STATE  OFFICERS.  Resolved,  That  the 
vote  for  each  nominee  in  the  election  for  state  officers  be  printed 
in  the  Journal. 

No.  18.  DECISIONS.  Resolved,  That  all  decisions  pertaining  to 
the  Rebekah  Degree  given  by  the  Grand  Master  and  approved  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  those  given  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Master 
and  approved  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  printed  in 
the  proceedings  of  this  Assembly. 

No.  19.  CONSTITUTIONS  PRINTED.  Resolved,  That  the  Re¬ 
bekah  Lodge  Constitution  and  the  Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution 
be  printed  in  the  Assembly  Journal. 

No.  20.  JOURNALS  FOR  PRESIDENT  S  USE.  Resolved,  That 
a  file  of  the  Assembly  Journals  be  made  a  part  of  the  Presidents 
supplies. 

No.  21.  COMMISSIONS  100  PER  CENT.  Resolved,  That  no 
commission  to  instruct  in  the  Unwritten  Work  be  issued  unless  it 
bears  a  grade  of  100  per  cent  as  to  Words  and  Signs  as  shown  by 
the  certificate  of  examination. 

No.  22.  COMMITTEE  ON  COURTESIES.  Resolved,  That  a 
Committee  on  Courtesies,  consisting  of  two  Past  Presidents,  be 
appointed  each  session  of  the  Assembly  by  the  President,  whose 
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duty  it  shall  be  to  thank  all  for  courtesies  extended  during  the 
session. 

No.  23.  FLORAL  COMMITTEE.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary 
of  this  Assembly  purchase  flowers  for  deceased  officers  upon  being 
notified  of  the  death  of  a  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriarch,  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander,  Department  Association  President  L.A.P.M., 
Grand  Matriarch,  elective  or  past  elective  Assembly  Officer.  She 
shall  send  a  floral  arrangement  not  to  exceed  fifteen  dollars 
($15.00)  in  price. 

No.  24.  MEMORIAL  BLANK.  Resolved,  That  a  blank  for  the 
names  of  deceased  members  be  issued  to  the  Secretary  of  each 
lodge.  The  Secretary  shall  fill  out  the  blank  and  deliver  the  same 
to  a  delegate  from  her  district  before  the  annual  session  of  the 
Assembly. 

No.  25.  MEMORIAL  HOUR.  Resolved,  That  the  Memorial  Hour 
in  the  Assembly  Session  consist  only  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
chairman  and  that  all  eulogies  be  given  at  the  joint  public 
memorial. 

No.  26.  INSTALLATION.  Resolved,  That  an  installation  staff, 
composed  of  all  Past  Presidents  of  the  Assembly,  shall  install  the 
officers  of  the  Assembly. 

No.  27.  NEW  LEGISLATION.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Assembly,  all  legislation  enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  concerning 
the  Rebekah  Assembly,  together  with  the  approved  decisions  of 
the  Grand  Master,  which  affect  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order. 

No.  28.  NOTICE  OF  INSTITUTION.  Resolved,  That  a  duplicate 
quest  the  Grand  Lodge  to  instruct  their  Grand  Secretary  to  at  once 
notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  of  any  Rebekah  lodge  in¬ 
stituted,  reorganized  or  becoming  defunct. 

No.  29.  REPORT  OF  INSTITUTION.  Resolved,  That  a  duplicate 
report  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  of  the  institution 
of  new  Rebekah  lodges,  shall  also  be  sent  by  the  instituting  officer 
to  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Assembly. 

No.  30.  TRUSTEES’  REPORTS  FROM  GRAND  LODGE.  Re¬ 
solved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to  furnish  this  As¬ 
sembly  with  a  sufficient  number  of  reports  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  so  that  each  officer  and  member  may  have  a  copy. 

No.  31.  SCHOOLS  OF  INSTRUCTION.  Resolved,  That  the 
President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  may  order  five  Schools  of  In¬ 
struction  annually  in  connection  with  a  District  Convention  or 
otherwise;  these  places  to  be  designated  by  the  President.  The  ob¬ 
ject  and  purpose  of  said  meeting  shall  be  for  better  education  of 
our  members  in  our  lodge  work,  to  instruct  in  the  Unwritten  Work 
and  the  conducting  of  lodge  meetings  and  to  transact  such  other 
business  pertaining  to  the  Advancement  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable.  These  Schools  of  Instruction  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  President,  Vice  President,  Warden  or  Past  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  I.O.O.F.  of  Iowa.  Actual  expenses 
of  the  instructor  to  be  paid  by  the  Assembly,  mileage  to  be  com¬ 
puted  by  the  nearest  route  and  the  same  amount  per  mile  as  paid 
the  officers,  committeemen  and  delegates  in  the  previous  state 
session. 

No.  32.  DRAPING  OF  CHARTER,  ASSEMBLY  OFFICER. 
Resolved,  That  upon  the  death  of  an  elective  or  past  elective  of- 
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ficer  of  this  Assembly  the  President  shall  issue  a  proclamation 
through  the  official  publication  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  request¬ 
ing  that  the  charter  of  every  Rebekah  Lodge  be  draped  for  thirty 
(30)  days. 

No.  33.  DRAPING  OF  CHARTER,  REBEKAH  MEMBER.  Re¬ 
solved,  That  upon  the  death  of  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  the 
charter  of  said  Lodge  shall  be  draped  for  thirty  (30)  days. 

No.  34.  DEPOSITORY.  Resolved,  That  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
shall  at  each  annual  session  designate  the  depository  in  which  all 
funds  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  deposited.  If  possible, 
such  depository  shall  be  selected  from  the  banks  in  the  city  or 
town  from  which  the  Treasurer  is  elected. 

No.  35.  POSSESSION.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  shall  take  charge  of  all  bonds  and  other  prop¬ 
erty  belonging  to  or  held  in  trust  by  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  The 
Treasurer  and  Assembly  President  shall  place  such  bonds  or  other 
property  in  a  lock  box  rented  for  that  purpose  at  the  bank,  where 
the  Assembly  funds  are  deposited. 

No.  36.  THE  OFFICIAL  FLOWER.  Resolved,  That  the  Official 
Flower  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  the  chrysanthemum. 

No.  37.  JOINT  YOUTH  COMMITTEE.  In  keeping  with  the 
legislation  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  adopted  at  its  1959  session  providing  that  each 
Jurisdiction  shall  establish  what  shall  be  known  as  the  Joint  Youth 
Committee  which  shall  have  control  and  jurisdiction  of  all  Theta 
Rho  Girls’  Club3  and  all  authorized  youth  activities  of  this  juris¬ 
diction. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  That  whereas,  by  resolution,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  has  delegated  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
the  authority  and  control  of  Theta  Rho  Girls’  Clubs  and  such  other 
youth  activities  that  may  be  duly  authorized  in  keeping  with  the 
legislation  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  now  therefore,  be  it 
further  resolved,  that  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Iowa  in  regular 
session  does  hereby  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa  and  does  accept  jurisdiction  and  control  in  keeping  with  the 
laws  applicable  thereto  and  that  there  be  hereby  created  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  be  designated  as  the  Jurisdictional  Youth  Committee  to 
consist  of  three  members  of  the  Rebekah  As3embly,  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  terms  of  office  shall  be 
one  member  for  three  yean%  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  one 
year  and  that  the  appointments  shall  be  made  at  this  session: 
thereafter,  at  their  expirations,  appointments  shall  be  made  an¬ 
nually  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Warden,  and  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  serve  as 
members  of  said  Committee,  ex-officio,  with  voice  and  vote.  Be  it 
further  provided  that  said  Committee,  together  with  a  similar  Com¬ 
mittee  named  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  con¬ 
stitute  themselves  as  Jurisdictional  Joint  Youth  Committee  to 
govern  jointly  the  affairs  of  both  Theta  Rho  Girls’  Clubs  and 
Junior  Lodges  and  such  other  youth  activities  as  may  be  authorized 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah  Assembly.  The  members  of  said 
Joint  Youth  Committee  shall  organize  themselves  immediately  after 
the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah  Assembly  selecting 
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a  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Secretary.  When  the  Chairman  is 
an  Odd  Fellow,  the  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  a  Rebekah,  or  vice- 
versa. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  said  committee  shall  meet  on  call 
of  the  Chairman  at  least  two  times  annually.  Appointed  members 
shall  attend  meetings  with  travel  expenses  re-imbursed  at  the 
mileage  rate  of  four  cents  per  lineal  mile  traveled. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  adequate  funds  shall  be  appropriat¬ 

ed  annually  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah  Assembly  for  the 
authorized  activities  of  said  Committee.  Expense  vouchers,  signed 

by  the  Chairman  of  said  committee,  within  the  appropriated 

amount  shall  be  presented  to  the  Assembly  Secretary  for  payment. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  said  Committee  shall  adopt  a  Con¬ 
stitution  for  Theta  Rho  Girls’  Clubs  and  for  Junior  Lodges  and 

shall  be  guided  in  all  its’  affairs  by  the  code  of  Laws  for  Theta 

Rho  Girls’  Clubs  and  Junior  Lodges  which  constitutes  Articles  VII 
and  VIII  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  the  I.O.O.F.  This  includes 

keeping  adequate  records  of  Theta  Rho  Girls’  Clubs  and  Junior 
Lodges;  location,  names,  meeting  dates,  etc. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  the  Charter  Fee  for  a  Theta  Rho 

Girls’  Club  be  $25.00  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Said  fee  to  include  4  rituals,  an  official  seal,  set  of  books  for  Re¬ 
cording  Secretary,  Financial  Secretary,  Treasucer  and  a  Members 

register  and  all  other  official  forms.  (Official  certificates,  applica¬ 
tions  for  membership,  etc. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  the  responsiblity  for  instituting 

arrangements,  including  the  naming  of  the  Instituting  and  Install¬ 
ing  Officers  is  delegated  to  said  committee. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  con¬ 

flict  with  the  above  mentioned  laws  are  hereby  repealed. 

To  preserve  the  harmony  within  our  Joint  Youth  Committee 

and  the  splendid  co-operation  of  its’  members,  the  Joint  Youth 

Committee  wishes  to  present  the  following  resolution  in  connection 

with  the  above  one.  Resolved:  That  this  act  becomes  effective  im¬ 
mediately  and  that  the  appointment  of  one  member  for  a  term  of 

three  years  herein  provided  shall  be  made  by  the  newly  installed 

President  at  the  current  session  of  this  Assembly  with  present 

members  completing  their  previously  appointed  terms. 

No.  38.  PER  CAPITA  TAX  FOR  DISTRICT  MEETINGS.  Re¬ 
solved.  That  where  Districts  organize  to  hold  meetings,  they  be 

allowed  to  levy  a  ten^  cents  per  capita  tax  on  each  member  in 
the  lodges  in  the  district,  for  the  expense  of  the  District  meeting. 

No.  39.  INSURANCE.  Resolved,  That  each  Rebekah  Lodge  be 
required  to  carry  insurance  to  the  amount  of  at  least  one-half  of 
the  value  of  its  property. 

No.  40.  HOME  COMING.  Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  desig¬ 
nate  the  first  meeting  nights  in  May  and  November  as  Home-com¬ 
ing  and  Dues  Paying  Nights,  the  Secretary  to  notify  members  in 
advance  and  request  that  each  be  present  to  respond  to  roll  call  or 
send  a  letter  to  be  read  when  their  name  i3  called,  and  ask  each 
member  if  in  arrears  to  pay  their  dues  to  the  end  of  the  term  at 
that  meeting. 

No.  41.  ASSEMBLY  NIGHT.  Resolved,  That  this  Assembly  re¬ 
quest  the  Rebekah  Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction,  upon  receipt  of  the 
annual  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Assembly,  to  observe  as 
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Assembly  Night,  their  next  regular  meeting  at  which  time  prin¬ 
ciple  part3  of  the  Journal  shall  be  read  in  the  Lodge  and  discussed 
by  the  members. 

No.  42.  INSTRUCTION  NIGHT.  Resolved,  That  the  first  night 
after  installation  of  officers  in  each  term  be  known  as  “Instruction 
Night.”  The  Noble  Grand  on  her  night  of  installation,  shall  appoint 
a  Past  Noble  Grand  as  Instructor.  Said  Instructor  shall  read,  or 
cause  to  be  read,  pages  11,  12,  13  and  14  of  the  Ritual  and  shall 
also  instruct  all  elective  and  appointive  officers  in  their  line  of 
work  for  the  term.  She  shall  also  organize  a  class  for  the  study 
of  the  Unwritten  Work. 

No.  43.  RALLY  DAY.  Resolved,  That  the  23rd  day  of  March, 
the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Schuyler  Colfax,  founder  of  the 
Rebekah  Degree,  be  annually  observed  by  the  Rebekah  lodges  of 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa,  in  a  manner  befitting  the  occasion,  the 
same  to  be  known  as  “Rally  Day.” 

No.  44.  BIRTHDAY  OF  THOMAS  WIDLEY.  Resolved,  That 

the  15th  day  of  January,  the  birthday  of  Thomas  Widley,  founder 
of  this  Order,  be  annually  observed  by  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  Iowa 
in  some  appropriate  manner. 

No.  45.  CHANGE  OF  MEETING  NIGHTS.  Resolved,  That 

when  a  Rebekah  lodge  changes  the  night  of  meeting,  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  President  as  well  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly 

of  such  change. 

No.  46.  UNITED  STATES  FLAG.  Resolved,  That  the  flag  of 
the  United  States  of  America  shall  be  displayed,  unfurled  in  each 
Rebekah  lodge  room  of  this  jurisdiction  at  all  times  when  such 
lodge  room  shall  be  tpen  for  the  use  of  the  Rebekah  lodge.  And 
the  flag  of  the  United  States  shall  be  displayed,  unfurled  in  the 

room  in  which  this  Assembly  meets,  at  all  times  during  the  session 
of  said  Assembly. 

No.  47.  APPROPRIATION  FOR  JURISDICTIONAL  JOINT 
YOUTH  COMMITTEE.  Resolved,  That  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00) 
or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  required,  be  appropriated  for  ex¬ 
pense  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Jurisdictional  Joint 
Youth  Committee  throughout  the  year,  and  in  case  the  annual 
session  of  this  Assembly  shall  be  cancelled,  the  same  appropriation 
shall  be  set  up. 

(a)  That  at  least  two  meetings  be  held  each  year  by  the 
Jurisdictional  Joint  Youth  Committee,  one  Immediately  following 
the  annual  session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of 
organization  and  division  of  Theta  Rho  Clubs  for  visitations  by  the 
Committee,  the  second,  and  any  other  necessary,  to  be  held  on  call 
of  the  Chairman  of  said  committee.  Mileage  for  committee  meet¬ 
ings.  club  visitations  and  any  other  committee  business  to  be  al¬ 
lowed  the  Rebekah  Assembly  members  of  this  committee  from  the 
Jurisdictional  Joint  Youth  Committee  appropriation  at  the  rate  of 
four  cents  (4(*)  per  lineal  mile. 

(b)  This  committee  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  of  its  work 
”Thich  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  by  August  10th. 

No.  48.  PER  CAPITA  TAX.  Resolved.  That  the  Assembly 
Secretary  shall  be  authorized  to  draw  an  order  for  the  payment 
of  the  Per  Capita  Tax  of  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies, 
and,  in  the  event  that  our  Assembly  is  cancelled,  she  shall  make 
said  payment. 

No.  49.  MILEAGE  AND  EXPENSE.  Resolved,  that  actual  mileage,  to  be 
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coihputed  by  the  Automobile  Association  of  America  (A. A. A.)  by  the  most  direct 
route,  at  the  rate  of  $0.04  per  mile  and  $75.00  expense  be  allowed  our  International 
Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  representative,  and  the  same  be  allowed  our 
Assembly  Secretary  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  I.A.R.A.  Such  mileage  to  be 
shown  as  figured  by  the  A.A.A.  and  filed  with  the  Assembly  Secretary  15  days  prior 
to  departure  for  the  I.A.R.A.  sessions.  Upon  receipt  of  this  statement,  approved  by 
the  President  and  Secretary,  the  Treasurer  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  a  check  for 
the  amounts  stated,  to  the  Representative  and  Secretary.  Should  either 
Representative  or  Secretary  be  unable  to  attend  after  receiving  her  check,  said 
check  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the  Assembly  Treasurer.

These  sums  shall  accompany  the  Annual  and  Semi-annual  re¬ 
ports  and  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assem¬ 
bly  not  later  than  February  15th  and  July  28th. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
to  remit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  seventy-five 
(75)  cents  per  member  of  the  January  tax  and  seventy-five  (75) 
cents  per  member  of  the  July  tax  not  later  than  February  26th  and 
July  28th,  said  amounts  to  be  placed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Home 
Maintenance  Fund. 

No.  72.  SECRETARIES  MEETINGS.  Resolved,  That  Secre¬ 
tary  meetings  be  held  at  the  option  of  the  districts  as  set  up  by 
the  Assembly  Secretary  in  cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa.  The  expense  of  the  Assembly  Secretary,  not 
to  exceed  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  to  be  paid  from  the  General  Fund 
of  this  Assembly.

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drawal  card,  transfer  or  dismissal  certificate,  which  card  or  cer¬ 
tificate  must  accompany  the  application  for  membership  in  the 
Rebekah  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  they  reside. 

The  Assembly  Secretary  shall  have  full  Authority  over  ap¬ 

plications  for  membership,  received  under  this  resolution. 

Members  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge,  whose  charter  has  been 
surrendered  who  are  not  otherwise  disqualified  under  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and 
Orphans  Homes  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  to  said  Home. 

The  Assembly  Secretary  shall  be  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  Georgia  Quigley  State  Lodge  No.  1  and  shall  deposit  funds 
collected  in  the  General  Fund.  The  Assembly  Secretary  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  members,  and  account  for  all  monies  received 
from  the  members  of  Georgia  Quigley  State  Lodge  No.  1,  and 

make  her  report  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  each  year. 

The  Assembly  President  and  Assembly  Secretary  shall  be 

and  are  hereby  empowered  to  issue  receipts  in  payment  of  dues, 
and  all  necessary  cards  and  certificates,  and  by  the  adoption  of 
this  resolution  are  empowered  to  provide  any  further  necessary 

legislation  for  the  operation  of  Georgia  Quigley  State  Lodge  No.  1. 

No.  74.  UNITED  NATIONS  PILGRIMAGE  COMMITTEE. 
Resolved,  For  the  functioning  of  the  United  Nations  Pilgrimage  for 
the  Youth  in  this  jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Assembly 
President  shall  each  appoint  two  members  of  their  respective  Grand 
Bodies  to  serve  as  the  United  Nations  Pilgrimage  for  Youth  Com¬ 
mittee.  Each  shall  appoint  one  member  for  a  one  year  term,  and 
one  for  a  two  year  term  and  following  this  each  Grand  Master  and 
President  shall  appoint  for  a  two  year  term. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  include  the  selection  and 
recommendation  of  the  United  Nations  Tour  Director  and  Leaders, 
which  are  to  be  recommended  to  the  International  Director  of  the 
Pilgrimage  for  Youth  and  also  those  duties  delegated  to  them  by 
the  United  Nations  Pilgrimage  for  Youth  Committee  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  chosen  by  mutual 
agreement  of  the  Grand  Master  and  President  with  the  co-chairman 
being  selected  from  the  opposite  branch  of  the  Order. 

Expenses  of  said  committee,  mileage  and  postage  shall  be  shared 
equally  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Rebekah  Assembly,  mileage  paid  at 
the  current  rate  of  payment. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  $50.00  (Fifty-dollars)  shall  be 
appropriated  annually  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Rebekah 
Assembly  for  the  authorized  activities  of  said  committee,  expenses 
itemized,  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  said  committee,  within  the 
appropriated  amount,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  Assembly  Secretary  for  payment. 

Be  it  further  provided  that  said  committee  shall  meet  on  the 
call  of  Chairman  at  least  two  times  annually. 

No.  75.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE.  Resolved:  That  one  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee  be  appointed  for  a  second  term  of  one 
year  to  be  served  at  the  following  session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.

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CONSTITUTION 
FOR  REBEKAH  LODGES 


For  the  purpose  of  securing  uniformity  in  conducting  business  in 
Rebekah  lodges ,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  ordains  the  following  Constitution  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  such  lodges  under  its  jurisdiction. 


Section  1.  Organization.  This  lodge  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 

five  members,  irrespective  of  sex,  and  shall  be  known  as _ 

Rebekah  Lodge,  No. - ,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  shall  possess  the  powers 

and  privileges  of  a  Rebekah  lodge,  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Iowa. 

Sec.  2.  Powers.  This  lodge  shall  have  power  to  confer  the 
Rebekah  degree  on  such  persons  as  are  hereinafter  named  in  Section 
9. 

Sec.  3.  Meetings — When  Held — Regular  meeting  shall  be  held  at 
least  twice  each  month  and  the  lodge  must  specify  in  their  By-Laws 
whether  they  hold  their  meetings  in  the  first  and  third  weeks  or  the 
second  and  fourth  weeks  of  the  month.  Said  meetings  to  be  opened 
within  fifteen  minutes  after  the  time  specified  in  the  By-Laws. 

(a)  From  July  15th  to  September  1st  may  be  considered  Vaca¬ 
tion  months  and  the  meetings  be  suspended  during  this  period  should 
the  lodge  vote  to  do  so  at  their  last  regular  meeting  night  in  June, 
providing  the  Semi-Annual  Report  and  Per  Capita  Tax  as  specified 
in  Standing  Resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  not  later  than  July  15th. 

If  a  lodge  votes  to  vacation  during  said  period,  the  President 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  must  be  notified. 

(b)  No  children  of  any  age  shall  be  present  at  any  regular  lodge 
meeting. 

I.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  upon  the  call 
of  the  Noble  Grand  or  upon  the  written  request  of  five  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  qualified  to  preside. 

II.  Whenever  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called,  all  members  in 
good  standing  shall  be  notified,  either  by  written  or  verbal  notice 
or  by  publication  in  a  newspaper;  and  such  notice  shall  state  the 
object  of  said  meeting,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted 
than  that  for  which  it  is  called. 

III.  Lodge  not  to  transact  business  on  Sunday.  No  lodge  shall 
hold  any  meeting  for  work  or  business  on  Sunday,  except  for  funeral 
purposes. 

Sec.  4.  Presiding  Officer  in  the  Absence  of  the  Noble  Grand  and 
Vice  Grand.  If  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  the  Noble  Grand 
and  Vice  Grand  shall  both  be  absent,  the  Junior  Past  Noble  Grand 
present  shall  preside  during  the  meeting,  or  until  one  of  said  officers 
shall  enter  the  lodge. 

Sec.  5.  Quorum.  Each  lodge  is  required  to  designate  in  its  By-

Laws  what  number  of  members,  not  less  than  five,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  qualified  to  preside,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  6.  Election  Not  Legal  Unless  a  Quorum  Votes.  A  quorum 
must  always  vote  in  this  lodge  to  constitute  a  legal  election  of  a 
candidate  for  membership,  or  admission  of  a  member. 

Sec.  7.  Quorum  Necessary  to  Transact  Business.  No  business  can 
be  transacted  in  this  lodge  unless  there  be  a  quorum  of  the  members 
of  said  lodge. 

Sec.  8.  Resident  Applicants.  No  petition  for  membership,  either 
by  initiation  or  upon  withdrawal  or  visiting  card,  dismissal 
certificate  or  official  certificate,  shall  be  received  or  acted  upon  by 
this  lodge  if  the  residence  of  the  applicant  be  within  less  distance 
of  any  other  lodge,  unless  the  consent  of  the  lodge  nearest  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  applicant  accompany  the  application.  In  the  event  of 
there  being  two  or  more  lodges  in  the  same  town,  or  at  equal 
distance  from  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  the  choice  of  the  lodge 
to  which  he  or  she  may  apply  is  optional.  The  distance  herein 
stated  be  calculated  by  the  most  accessible  way  of  travel  between 
the  residence  of  the  applicant  and  the  lodge  room;  and  any  lodge 
offending  against  the  provisions  hereof  shall  forfeit  to  the  lodge 
injured  all  initiation  fees  received  from  a  candidate  wrongfully 
initiated,  or  received,  and  upon  repetition  of  such  offense  may  be 
suspended  or  expelled. 

I.  Provided,  however,  that  should  the  offending  lodge  charge  a 
less  fee  than  the  lodge  incurred,  they  shall  be  required  to  pay  only 
the  amount  actually  received. 

Sec.  8a.  Non-resident  Applicants.  If  the  applicant  be  a  resident 
of  another  jurisdiction,  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master,  both  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  his  or  her  residence,  and  that  in  which  the  ap¬ 
plication  is  made,  must  accompany  his  or  her  application. 

Section  9.  Membership — Subject  to  the  laws,  “relative  to  resi¬ 
dence”  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge  to  which  application  is  made, 
all  persons  of  good  moral  character  who  believe  in  a  Supreme,  In¬ 
telligent,  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  and  who  have  received 
the  Rebekah  degree  are  eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge 
of  this  Order. 

Section  9A.  Qualification  for  Degree.  Subject  to  the  laws  “rela¬ 
tive  to  residence”  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge  to  which  the  ap¬ 
plication  is  made,  the  persons  of  good  moral  character  who  believe 
in  a  Supreme,  Intelligent  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  herein 
specified,  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  the  Rebekah  degree: 

(1) .  All  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Degree  of  Truth  in  good  standing. 

(2) .  All  white  women  who  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
years. 

Sec.  10.  Petitions.  Petitions  for  membership  in  this  lodge,  either 
by  initiation,  withdrawal,  or  visiting  card,  dismissal  certificate,  or 
offical  certificate,  must  be  presented  in  writing  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  lodge,  together  with  the  proposition,  certificate  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  subordinate  lodge  and  report  of  the  Investigating 
Committee  in  the  following  form:

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Sec.  11.  Investigating  Committee.  The  Noble  Grand  shall  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into 
the  character,  habits  and  standing  of  an  applicant  for  membership, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  lodge,  on  a  succeeding  regular  night  of 
meeting,  but  such  applicant  may  be  permitted  to  withdraw  his  or 
her  petition  at  any  time  prior  to  report  thereon — but  not  thereafter. 
If  the  application  is  withdrawn  the  Secretary  shall  notify  all 
Rebekah  lodges  within  the  town  or  city  thereof. 

Sec.  12.  Report  of  Committee.  When  the  Investigating  Committee 
has  reported  upon  a  petition  of  an  applicant  the  same  shall  be 
balloted  for  with  ball  ballots,  at  a  regular  meeting  only,  and.  if  not 
more  than  two  black  balls  appear,  he  or  she  shall  be  declared 
elected.  If  more  than  two  black  balls  appear,  he  or  she  shall  be 
declared  rejected. 

Collective  Balloting.  When  more  than  one  petition  for  member¬ 
ship  shall  be  before  this  lodge  for  action  at  the  same  meeting,  a 
collective  ballot  may  be  taken  upon  all  such  petitions,  but  should 
three  or  more  black  balls  appear  in  said  collective  ballot,  then  said 
collective  ballot  shall  be  void  and  a  separate  ballot  shall  be  cast 
upon  each  petition. 

Previous  to  balloting  for  said  applicant  the  presiding  officer 
shall  deliver  the  following  charge  to  the  members,  which  shall  be 
considered  binding  upon  them: 

Sisters  and  Brothers:  You  are  about  to  decide  upon  the  elec- 
ion  of  a  candidate  for  membership  to  this  lodge.  Before  voting  let 
me  admonish  you  to  permit  no  religious,  political  or  personal 
prejudice  to  influence  your  decision,  but  judge  of  the  character  of 
the  applicant  according  to  the  same  just  and  honorable  standard 
by  which  you  would  have  your  own  merits  appreciated;  by  ad¬ 
hering  to  such  rule  you  will  insure  the  admission  of  none  but 
worthy  members  into  your  lodge,  and  preserve  in  it  the  perpetual 
harmony  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 

In  balloting  for  members,  the  ballot  box  must  be  inspected  by 
the  Noble  Grand,  after  which  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the 
hall,  in  full  view  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand;  but  one 
member  shall  approach  the  same  at  a  time.  After  the  ballot  has 
been  declared  closed  by  the  Noble  Grand,  the  same  shall  be 
examined  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand  together  in  the 
center  of  the  room.  After  the  Noble  Grand  has  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Vice  Grand  the  result  of  the  ballot,  and  the  Noble 
Grand  has  declared  the  candidate  elected  or  rejected,  the  ballot 
shall  be  destroyed  by  the  Noble  Grand  at  her  station.  In  case  there 
is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  result  of  the  ballot,  the  Noble 
Grand  and  Vice  Grand  shall  proceed  with  the  second  examination  of 
the  ballot  before  any  decision  of  the  result  of  the  ballot  be  made. 

Sec.  12a.  Initiation.  In  initiating  a  candidate  into  a  Rebekah 
lodge  the  work  prescribed  by  the  Ritual  furnished  by  by  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  must  be  adhered  to,  and  no  person  except  a 
member  of  the  Rebekah  lodge  shall  witness  such  work. 

1.  Rebekah  lodges  shall  confer  the  degree  only  on  those  who 
apply  for  membership  therein,  provided  however,  that  upon  the 
written  request  of  a  lodge  in  which  the  candidate  has  been  elected, 
another  lodge  may,  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  initiate,  or 
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have  a  visiting  degree  staff  initiate  such  candidate  for  the  lodge 
making  such  request.  The  Recording  Secretary  of  the  lodge  in 
which  the  candidate  has  been  elected  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the 
by-laws  of  said  lodge  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  lodge 
under  whose  charter  the  initiation  is  being  held,  with  a  written 
request  to  initiate.  The  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  lodge 
holding  the  initiation  shall  secure  from  the  candidate  his  or  her 
signature  to  a  written  agreement  to  support,  maintain  and  abide

forwarded  without  delay  to  the  lodge  making  the  request  for  the 
initiation.

II.  In  the  case  of  brothers,  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  is 
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dependent  on  continued  good  standing  in  a  subordinate  lodge,  except 
that  if  a  brother  shall  take  a  withdrawal  card  from  the  subordinate 
lodge  of  which  he  may  be  a  member,  his  membership  in  his 
Rebekah  lodge  shall  not  be  affected  thereby  for  one  year  from  the 
date  of  said  withdrawal  card,  if  during  that  time  he  shall  keep  his 
dues  paid  up  in  the  Rebekah  lodge;  and  if  he  shall,  during  said 
year,  become  a  member  of  another  lodge  by  deposit  of  said  card, 
his  membership  in  the  Rebekah  lodge  shall  not  be  affected  by  the 
taking  of  the  card. 

Sec.  13.  Membership  on  Visiting  Card  or  Official  Certificate. 
Any  member  of  this  degree  shall  have  the  privilege  of  applying  for 
membership  in  any  Rebekah  Lodge  in  whose  territorial  jurisdiction 
he  or  she  resides,  accompanying  the  application  with  a  visiting 
card  or  official  certificate  in  date,  without  first  applying  for  a 
withdrawal  card  from  the  lodge  in  which  he  or  she  holds  member¬ 
ship.  Upon  the  election  of  the  Brother  or  Sister  by  the  lodge  in 
which  he  or  she  has  applied  for  membership,  said  Lodge  shall 
notify  the  Lodge  of  which  he  or  she  is  a  member  of  such  election, 
returning  said  visiting  card  or  official  certificate  when  being  free 
from  all  charges  and  the  payment  of  all  dues  and  fees  said  lodge 
may  upon  favorable  ball  ballot  issue  a  withdrawal  card.  Upon  the 
deposit  of  such  card  with  the  lodge  in  which  he  or  she  was  elected, 
he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  members  register  and  upon 
the  signing  of  which  and  the  payment  of  all  admission  fees  re¬ 
quired  by  the  by-laws  of  said  lodge  or  her  membership  in  the  lodge 
to  which  he  or  she  made  application  is  completed. 

In  the  event  the  Lodge  to  which  he  or  she  applies  for  member¬ 
ship  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  his  or  her  application,  such  proceed¬ 
ings  on  his  or  her  part  and  the  part  of  such  Lodge  shall  in  no  way 
effect  membership,  in  his  or  her  former  lodge.  A  favorable  ballot 
under  this  section  cannot  be  reconsidered. 

Sec.  14.  Favorable  Ballots- — Reconsideration  Of.  A  favorable 
ballot  may  be  reconsidered  at  any  time  previous  to  initiation,  upon 
a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ball  ballot,  of  all  members  present.  When  such 
favorable  ballot  is  reconsidered  the  lodge  shall  at  that  or  the  next 
regular  meeting  proceed  to  a  new  ballot,  as  provided  in  Section  12 
hereof. 

Sec.  15.  Unfavorable  Ballot  Reconsidered.  Unfavorable  ballots 
may  be  reconsidered  only  when  all  the  brothers  and  sisters  who 
have  cast  black  balls  against  an  applicant  for  membership  volun¬ 
tarily  make  a  motion  for  reconsideration,  and  in  such  case  the  vote 
for  reconsideration  shall  be  by  ball  ballot;  and,  if  all  the  ballots  cast 
shall  be  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsideration,  and  in  such  case  the  vote 
for  reconsideration  shall  be  by  ball  ballot;  and,  if  all  the  ballots 
cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  it,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had.  Where¬ 
upon  the  application  shall  lay  over  till  the  succeeding  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  when  another  ballot  shall  be  had  with  ball  ballots,  and  if  the 
same  be  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  applicant,  he  or  she  shall 
thereby  be  elected;  but  if  one  or  more  black  balls  appear  in  either 
ballot,  the  applicant  shall  be  rejected;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  re¬ 
consideration  bs  had,  except  upon  the  voluntary  motion  of  all  those 
who  cast  the  black  balls,  and  one  reconsideration  only  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  in  any  one  case,  and,  provided  always,  that  such  reconsider- 
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ation  shall  be  had  within  the  four  regular  meeting  nights  next  suc¬ 
ceeding  the  rejection. 

Sec.  16.  Re-Application  for  Membership.  An  applicant  for  mem¬ 
bership  who  has  been  rejected,  cannot  again  apply  for  membership 
within  six  months  from  the  time  of  his  or  her  rejection. 

Sec.  17.  Membership — When  to  Commence.  Membership  shall 
commence  from  the  time  the  applicant  signs  the  Constitution  of  the 
lodge. 

Sec.  18.  Forfeiture  of  Election.  An  election  to  membership  shall 
be  forfeited  if  the  applicant  does  not  present  himself  or  herself  for 
initiation,  or  to  sign  the  Constitution,  within  two  months  after 
election — unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  excused  by  the  lodge. 

Sec.  19.  Constitution— Signing  of  It.  This  lodge  shall  keep  a 
book  wherein  shall  be  found  recorded  the  Constitution  of  this  lodge, 
and  at  the  end  of  such  record  the  following  to  be  signed  by  all 
members,  to-wit: 

We,  the  undersigned,  each  for  himself  or  herself,  promise  to 
obey  and  comply  with  the  foregoing  Constitution,  and  amendments 
thereto,  and  all  our  rights  and  duties  thereunder  shall  be  determined 
solely  by  the  laws  and  tribunals  of  this  Order. 

Sec.  20.  Black  Book.  This  lodge  shall  have  a  black  book,  in 
which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  rejected,  suspended 
or  expelled  by  this  lodge,  or  any  lodge  from  which  it  may  have 
received  due  notice,  with  the  date  and  cause  of  such  suspension  or 
explusion. 

Sec.  21.  Notification  of  Rejection,  Etc.  Whenever  this  lodge 
rejects,  suspends  or  expels  a  member  the  Recording  Secretary  shall 
immediately  notify  all  Rebekah  lodges  in  the  town  or  city:  and  in 
all  cases  of  suspension,  (except  for  non-payment  of  dues)  or  ex¬ 
pulsion.  said  officer  shall  immediately  notify  the  Secretary  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly. 

Sec.  22.  No  Honorary  Membership  Allowed.  No  honorary  mem¬ 
bership  shall  exist  in  this  lodge,  and  no  person  shall  be  initiated  or 
admitted  to  membership  without  having  paid  the  requisite  fee. 

Sec.  23.  Fees — Admission.  Every  application  for  membership  by 
initiation  must  be  accompanied  by  the  proposition  fee  prescribed  by 
the  By-Laws  of  this  lodge  which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  ($5.00) 
dollars. 

Every  application  for  membership  whether  by  Official  Certif¬ 
icate,  Visiting  or  Withdrawal  Card,  or  Dismissal  Certificate,  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  not  less  than  one  ($1.00)  dollar,  as  the 
By-Laws  shall  provide. 

Sec.  24.  Fees  Returned  or  Forfeited.  If  the  applicant  for 
membership  is  rejected  the  fee  shall  be  returned  to  him  or  her  by 
the  Recording  Secretary;  if  elected,  said  fee  goes  into  the  treasury 
of  the  lodge  as  its  property — even  if  the  applicant  afterwards 
forfeits  his  or  her  election  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  25.  Elective  Officer — The  Elective  Officers  of  this  lodge 
shall  be  a  Noble  Grand,  a  Vice  Grand,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Financial  Secretary,  (provided  that  when  all  the  Secretarial  duties 
of  this  lodge  shall  be  performed  by  one  officer,  then  the  title  of 
such  officer  shall  be  Secretary)  and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  the  first  meeting  night  in  December  of  each  year. 
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Sec.  26.  Nominations  and  Qualifications  of  Elective  Officers. 
Nominations  for  elective  officers,  excepting  delegates  to  the 
Rebekah  Assembly,  shall  be  made  on  the  night  of  election,  and  no 
member  can  be  voted  for  unless  he  or  she  has  been  nominated. 

Sec.  27.  Election  of  Officers.  Each  elective  officer  must  be 
voted  for  separately  by  written  ballot,  and  each  must  receive  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  to  be  elected;  and  when  there  are 
more  than  two  candidates  in  nomination  and  one  having  the  least 
number  of  votes  shall  be  withdrawn  at  each  ballot.  In  the  event  of 
there  being  but  one  candidate  for  an  office,  the  ballot  may  be  dis¬ 
pensed  with,  and  on  montion,  the  Secretary  may  be  authorized  to 
cast  the  vote  of  the  lodge. 

Sec.  28.  Appointive  Officers.  The  appointive  officers  of  this 
lodge  shall  be  a  Warden,  a  Conductor,  an  Inside  Guardian,  an  Out¬ 
side  Guardian,  Right  and  Left  Supporter  to  the  Noble  Grand,  a 
Chaplain  and  a  Musician,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Nobl< 
Grand,  and  a  Right  and  Left  Supporter  of  the  Vice  Grand  who  shal 
be  appointed  by  the  Vice  Grand,  on  the  night  of  Installation. 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  Appointive  Officers  the  Noble 
Grand  may  appoint  a  Color  Bearer,  who  when  so  appointed  shall 
receive  the  same  consideration  as  other  appointive  officers. 

Sec.  29.  Installations.  Installations  shall  take  place  at  the  first 
regular  meeting-  of  the  term,  except  in  cases  of  emergency;  provid¬ 
ed,  that  no  installation  shall  be  had  in  any  Rebekah  lodge,  nor  shall 
a  lodge  be  furnished  with  th  Term  Password  unless  the  reports  and 
Rebekah  Assembly  dues  shall  have  been  paid  as  evidenced  by  a 
receipt  therefor  from  the  Assembly  Secretary,  or  paid  to  the  in¬ 
stalling  officer  who  shall  at  once  remit  the  same  to  the  Assembly 
Secretary;  and  provided  further,  that  no  elective  officer  can  be 
installed  unless  he  or  she  has  committed  to  memory  at  least  the 
opening  and  closing  charges  of  his  or  her  office;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  Noble  Grand-elect  and  Vice  Grand-elect  shall  recite 
in  open  lodge,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  lodge,  the  opening  and 
closing  ceremonies,  the  Unwritten  Work  and  the  admonition  to 
members  before  balloting  for  applicants,  as  set  forth  in  Section 
12  hereof,  except  at  special  election.  Action  upon  the  recitation  of 
said  officers-elect  must  be  made  by  proper  motion,  duly  seconded 
and  carried,  and  placed  upon  the  minutes  of  the  lodge:  All  ap¬ 
pointive  officers  are  required  to  commit  to  memory  their  charges  in 
four  weeks  after  their  appointment,  in  default  of  which  the  Noble 
Grand  shall  declare  the  office  vacant  (except  in  case  of  sickness) 
and  appoint  another  member  thereto,  on  whom  the  above  require¬ 
ments  shall  also  be  considered  binding. 

Sec.  30.  Private  Installations.  Private  installation  shall  be  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  District  Deputy  President,  or  in  his  or  her  inability 
to  act  or  at  his  or  her  request,  by  a  Past  Noble  Grand  in  good 
standing;  provided,  however,  that  any  elective  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  when  present,  may  conduct  the 
same. 

Sec.  31.  Installations — Public.  Installations  may  be  public  only 
when  conducted  by  the  Grand  Master  or  Assembly  President  or  an 
elective  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Rebekah  Assembly  or  the 
duly  qualified  District  Deputy  President  of  the  District  and  upon 
the  express  condition  that  the  form  of  public  installation  prescribed 
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by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  alone  shall  be  used  and  according  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  911,  Code  of  General  Laws,  1932,  and 
amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  32.  Vacancies,  When;  How  Filed.  Any  officer  absenting  him¬ 
self  or  herself  for  more  than  three  successive  meetings,  his  or  her 
office  may  be  declared  vacant,  by  a  vote  of  the  lodge;  and  all 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  to  serve  the  residue  of  the  term. 

Sec.  33.  Qualifications  of  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand.  After 
the  first  term  of  the  lodge  no  member  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office 
of  Noble  Grand  unless  he  or  she  has  filled  the  office  of  Vice  Grand; 
nor  after  the  first  two  terms  of  a  lodge,  the  office  of  Vice  Grand 
unless  he  or  she  has  filled  two  terms  in  some  elective  or  appointive 
office  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge,  other  than  Trustee.  (Service  in  office 
whether  elective  or  appointive  is  qualification  for  office  in  any 
other  lodge  as  well  as  the  one  in  the  office  is  filled.) 

Sec.  33a.  Service  in  Office.  Officers  must  serve  a  majority  of 
the  meetings  held  in  a  term,  and  to  the  end  of  the  term,  in  order 
to  be  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office.  Officers  elected,  or  ap¬ 
pointed,  to  fill  vacancies,  and  serving  to  the  end  of  the  term,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office.  Service  in  office  in  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  shall  not  be  a  qualification  for  office  in  a  Rebekah 
lodge. 

Sec.  34.  Emergency  Qualifications.  In  case  all  members  qual¬ 
ified  as  required  by  Section  33  hereof,  refuse  to  accept  either  of 
the  elective  offices  therein  mentioned  any  member  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  may  be  elected  thereto,  providing  that  before  any  such  officer 

shall  be  installed  or  act  as  such  officer,  a  dispensation  for  the 
purpose  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Assembly  President. 

Sec.  35.  Nomination  and  Election  of  Delegates.  The  nomination 
for  and  election  of  delegates  to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  be  in 

manner  and  form  as  prescribed  for  the  election  of  officers  in 

Rebekah  lodges,  and  the  candidates  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  elected. 

Nomination  shall  be  made  at  the  first  meeting  night  in  the 
month  of  May.  In  case  two  or  more  names  are  presented  as 
nominees,  a  ballot  shall  immediately  be  taken  and  the  name  re¬ 
ceiving  the  majority  of  all  votes  cash  shall  be  the  nominee  of  said 
lodge.  Past  Noble  Grands  can  be  nominated  only  in  the  lodge  to 
which  they  belong.  Immediately  upon  such  nomination  being  made, 
the  Recording  Secretary  shall  notify,  by  mail,  all  other  lodges  in 
the  District  of  the  nomination.  Said  notice  shall  be  under  seal  of  the 
lodge  and  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope.  The  election  shall 
be  held  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June,  and  no  Past  Noble 
Grand  shall  be  voted  for  unless  she  has  been  duly  nominated  on 
the  first  regular  meeting  in  May,  and  the  laws  relative  thereto 
have  been  complied  with.  On  the  night  of  election,  immediately 
after  the  opening  of  the  lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare  the 
ballot  open  for  receiving  votes  for  Delegates  and  shall  appoint  two 
tellers  to  receive  the  votes;  and  immediately  before  closing  the 
lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare  the  ballot  closed. 

The  Sister  elected  to  Delegate  must  be  in  good  standing  In  the 
lodge  and  said  lodge  must  be  in  good  standing  on  the  records  of 
the  Assembly.  She  must  be  a  resident  of  the  territorial  Jurisdiction 
of  the  lodge  in  the  District  from  which  she  was  elected.  After 
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election,  removal  from  the  District  or  from  the  territorial  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  lodge  of  which  she  is  a  member  and  from  the  district 
from  which  she  was  elected,  creates  a  vacancy. 

Section  36.  WHO  IS  ENTITLED  TO  VOTE.  All  members  of  the 
lodge  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  a  record  by  the 
Secretary  being  kept  of  the  names  of  the  members  voting,  and 
each  of  said  members  shall  select  and  write  on  one  ballot  as  many 
names  from  the  nominees  of  the  District  as  said  District  is  entitled 
to  Delegates.  Lodges  working  under  a  dispensation,  if  having  com¬ 
plied  with  all  requirements,  can  vote  for  a  Past  Noble  Grand  in  her 
district  for  a  Delegate,  but  cannot  nominate  a  Delegate  from  their 
own  lodge. 

Sec.  37.  Canvassing  Vote.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Noble 
Grand  and  Recording  Secretary — with  the  assistance  of  the  tellers 
— of  each  lodge  within  such  district,  immediately  upon  the  close  of 
the  ballot  for  delegate,  to  count  the  same  in  open  lodge,  making  an 
abstract  of  the  vote  so  cast,  sign  the  same,  cause  the  result  to  be 
entered  upon  the  minutes,  and  immediately  certify  to  the  Vice 
President  the  number  of  votes  cast,  and  for  whom. 

Sec.  37a.  If  the  return  from  any  lodge  is  not  mailed  within  ten 
days  after  the  first  meeting  night  in  June  of  the  lodge  from  which 
the  return  is  sent,  it  shall  not  be  counted.

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Section  39.  Vacancies.  All  vacancies  occurring  by  resignation, 
death  removal  from  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  she 
represents  or  by  any  other  cause,  shall  be  filled  by  the  president, 
who  shall  appoint  a  Past  Noble  Grand  from  the  same  Lodge  to  fill 
the  vacancy,  and  the  Past  Noble  Grand  so  appointed  shall  meet  all 
requirements  for  an  elected  delegate.  The  Delegate  so  so  appointed 
shall  serve  to  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  she  was  appointed. 

(a)  In  case  the  lodge  has  no  one  who  wishes  to  accept  the  ap¬ 
pointment,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  qualified  Past  Noble  Grand 
from  another  lodge  in  the  district  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec.  40.  District  Deputy  President,  (a)  The  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly,  I.  O.  O.  F.  shall  at  the  time  of  her  installation, 
appoint  the  District  Deputy  Presidents  for  the  various  Districts  in 
the  State.  All  lodges  in  said  Districts  will  be  required  to  conform 
to  said  appointments. 

(b)  A  Rebekah  Lodge,  upon  notification  by  the  Delegate  that 
they  are  entitled  to  nominate  and  elect  a  qualified  Past  Noble 
Grand  to  receive  the  appointment  as  District  Deputy  President, 
shall,  on  their  last  regular  meeting  in  June  or  their  first  regular 
meeting  in  July,  proceed  to  nominate  and  elect  a  Past  Noble  Grand 
in  good  standing  to  receive  said  appointment.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  lodge  secretary  to  immediately  notify  the  Delegate  or  Dele¬ 
gates,  under  seal  of  the  lodge,  of  such  selection. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Sec.  41.  Noble  Grand.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Noble  Grand — 

I.  To  preside  at  all  meetings  at  which  he  or  she  may  be  pres¬ 
ent;  to  preserve  strict  order  and  decorum  and  enforce  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  laws. 

II.  To  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal,  by  two 
members  from  his  or  her  decision  to  the  lodge. 

III.  To  give  the  casting  vote  on  all  question  on  which  there 
may  be  an  equal  division  of  members  except  in  the  election  of  a 
candidate  to  membership,  the  election  of  officers,  and  appeals  from 
his  or  her  decision. 

IV.  To  inspect  all  ballots  on  application  for  membership,  or 
certificate  after  same  have  been  inspected  by  the  Vice  Grand,  and 
report  thereon  to  the  lodge. 

V.  To  sign  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  such  sums  of  money  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  voted;  and 
such  cards,  certificates,  official  receipts  or  notices  as  may  require 
his  or  her  signature  to  authenticate  them. 

VI.  To  appoint  the  officers,  specified  in  Section  28  hereof,  at 
the  time  of  his  or  her  installation. 

VII.  To  appoint,  at  the  same  time,  such  standing  committees  as 
the  lodge  may  prescribe;  and  from  time  to  time,  such  other  com¬ 
mittees  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws,  or 
directed  by  the  lodge. 

VIII.  To  visit  a  sister  whose  residence  is  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  lodge,  immediately  upon  being  notified  of  her  illness, 
and  continue  to  do  so  at  least  once  each  week  during  such  illness; 
and  see  that  she  is  duly  provided  with  attendants  if  required.

CONSTITUTION  FOR  REBEKAH  LODGES 


IX.  To,  upon  the  death  of  a  sister,  call  upon  the  family  or 
friends  of  the  deceased  and  ascertain  whether  it  is  their  desire  that 
the  funeral  be  conducted  according  to  the  ceremonies  of  the 
Rebekah  lodge;  and  if  such  is  desired,  he  or  she  shall  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  funeral. 

X.  To  appoint  all  special  committees,  unless  the  resolution  or 
motion  providding  for  their  appointment  shall  direct  otherwise. 

XI.  To,  on  the  last  meeting  night  of  June  and  December,  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  of  three  to  audit  the  accounts  and  books  of  any 
officer  or  Trustee  having  disbursements  of  any  funds  belonging  to 
the  lodge. 

XII.  To,  on  the  night  of  his  or  her  installation,  appoint  a 
Finance  Committee  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
examine  all  bills  or  claims  against  the  lodge. 

XIII.  He  or  she  may  declare  the  official  functions  of  an  officer 
of  this  lodge  suspended,  when  a  charge  is  preferred  against  said 
officer,  during  the  pendency  of  his  or  her  trial. 

XIV.  To  generally  do  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  by  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order. 

XV.  To  appoint  a  reporter  each  term  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
write  for  local  papers  and  for  the  official  publication  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly. 

XVI.  On  the  night  of  installation  in  January  of  each  year,  the 
Noble  Grand  shall  apoint  two  staffs  sufficiently  large  to  conduct 
the  burial  ceremony  and  the  ceremony  of  Draping  the  Charter.  It 
shall  be  their  duty  to  prepare  their  work  so  as  to  be  able  to  con¬ 
duct  the  services  for  which  they  were  appointed  within  thirty  days 
without  any  assistance  of  books.  The  Noble  Grand  shall  also  appoint 
a  Musician  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  appropriate  music  for 
each  service. 

XVII.  In  towns  where  Theta  Rho  Clubs  have  been  formed,  the 
Noble  Grand  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Theta 
Rho  Girls’  Club  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  work  with  Advisory  Officers  of  the  club  and  assist  them  in  any 
way  possible  to  promote  membership  and  devise  ways  and  means 
of  helping  the  club. 

Sec.  42.  Vice  Grand.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  Grand — 

I.  To  assist  the  Noble  Grand  in  executing  the  duties  of  his  or 
her  office;  preserving  order  and  decorum  in  the  lodge. 

II.  With  the  Noble  Grand  to  inspect  all  ballots  for  membership, 
withdrawal  cards  or  certificates,  and  report  thereon  to  the  lodge. 

III.  To  preside  over  the  lodge  in  the  absence  of  the  Noble 
Grand. 

IV.  To  visit  a  sister  immediately  upon  being  notified  of  her 
illness,  and  continue  to  do  so,  if  the  residence  of  such  sister  be 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  lodge,  at  least  once  each  week 
during  such  illness. 

V.  To  generally  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
by  the  lodge,  and  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  43.  Recording  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Record¬ 
ing  Secretary — 

I.  To  keep  accurate  minutes  of  the  transactions  of  the  lodge. 

II.  To  read  all  reports,  petitions  and  communications  that  may 
be  presented. 
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III.  To  draw  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  whether  under  ap¬ 
propriation  by  the  lodge  or  legally  requested  by  the  Noble  Grand 
or  committee  duly  authorized  for  the  purpose. 

IV.  To  fill  up  and  sign  cards,  certificates  and  reports  which 
may  require  his  ro  her  signature  to  attest  them,  and  to  affix  to 
the  same,  and  all  other  documents  which  may  require  it,  (except  as 
provided  in  Clause  VIII,  Section  44  hereof),  the  seal  of  the  lodge, 
which  seal  shall  be  in  his  or  her  custody. 

V.  To  make  out  all  notices  required  for  special  meetings,  or 
other  purposes,  except  as  otherwise  provided. 

VI.  To  deliver  to  his  or  her  successor  the  seal,  and  all  books 
and  papers  pertaining  to  this  office,  which  may  be  in  his  or  her 
possession. 

VII.  In  case  the  By-Laws  of  the  lodge  do  not  provide  for  a 
Financial  Secretary,  the  duties  of  that  office  shall  be  performed  by 
the  Recording  Secretary;  in  which  case  the  title  of  the  office  shall 
simply  be  Secretary. 

VIII.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as,  by  the  laws  rules  and 
usages  of  the  Order,  may  be  required  of  him  or  her. 

IX.  In  filling  up  cards  he  or  she  shall,  in  connection  with  the 
name  of  the  brother  or  sister,  express  the  rank  he  or  she  has 
attained. 

X.  To  assist  the  Financial  Secretary  in  making  out  the  semi¬ 
annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

Any  Rebekah  lodge  failing  to  report  and  pay  tax  for  a  year 
shall  be  deemed  an  extinct  lodge,  and  the  Grand  Master  is  em¬ 
powered  to  take  up  the  charter  of  the  same. 

XI.  In  all  cases  where  a  female  candidate  for  membership  in  a 
Rebekah  Lodge  shall  have  been  elected  thereto,  the  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  shall  notify  the  Subordinate  Lodge  located  nearest  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  the  candidate  of  such  fact,  giving  the  name,  address, 
occupation,  and  marital  status  of  the  candidate. 

XII.  Whenever  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  leave  the  ter- 
jurisdiction  of  another  lodge,  or  lodges,  the  Recording  Secretary 
shall  notify  such  lodge  or  lodges  nearest  the  present  address 
of  the  member  changing  location,  stating  name,  address,  age, 
occupation,  and  other  information  concerning  such  member  which 
the  Secretary  deems  advisable.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  lodge, 
or  lodges,  receiving  such  information  to  forwith  contact  said  mem¬ 
ber  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  loss  of  interest  in  the  Order  by 
reason  of  changing  location. 

Sec.  44.  Financial  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Financial  Secretary — 

l.  To  keep  correctly  the  accounts  between  the  lodge  and  its 
members  without  prejudice  or  partiality. 

II.  To  receive  all  moneys  due  the  lodge,  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  to  take  his  or  her  receipt  therefor. 

m.  To  furnish  and  read  to  the  lodge,  on  the  first  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  June  and  December,  a  list  of  the  members  thereof  who  are 
delinquent,  with  the  amount  due  by  each. 

IV.  The  Financial  Secretary  shall  at  the  first  stated  meeting 
in  January  and  the  first  stated  meeting  in  July,  report  to  the  lodge 
the  name  or  names  of  any  member  or  members  who  are  one  year 
or  more  in  arrears  for  dues;  and  it  shall  be  his  or  her  duty,  without 
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further  order  of  the  lodge,  to  issue  notice  under  seal,  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  so  reported,  advising  him  or  her  of  such  delinquency  and  the 
amount  thereof;  and  notify  him  or  her  that  if  a  sum  sufficient  to 
reduce  the  indebtedness  within  the  amount  of  one  year’s  dues  shall 
not  be  paid  within  eight  weeks,  that  his  or  her  name  will  be 
dropped  from  membership  un!es3  otherwise  directed  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  lodge.  If  the  requirements  of  the  notice  are  not  com¬ 
plied  with  it  shall  be  his  or  her  duty  to  report  the  name  of  such 
member  to  the  lodge  for  action.  But  at  no  time  shall  a  member  be 
dropped  from  membership  without  action  being  taken  by  the  lodge 
and  the  result  of  said  action  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

V.  To  enroll  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  names 
and  residences  of  members  of  the  lodge;  and,  from  time  to  time,  in 
a  proper  marginal  column,  the  fact  of  death,  suspension,  expulsion, 
withdrawal  by  card,  or  resignation  as  the  same  may  occur. 

VI.  To  attend  the  committee  appointed  to  audit  the  books  and 
accounts,  and  render  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary. 

VII.  To  fill  out  the  official  certificates;  to  make  out  and  serve 
all  notices  that  may  be  required  for  attendance  upon  the  sick,  un¬ 
less  otherwise  provided;  and  to  such  and  all  other  documents,  re¬ 
quired  to  be  issued  by  said  officer,  he  or  she  shall  affix  the  seal, 
which,  for  such  purposes,  shall  be  intrusted  to  him  or  her. 

VIII.  To  deliver  to  his  or  her  successor  all  books  and  papers 
pertaining  to  the  office  which  may  be  in  his  or  her  possession. 

IX.  To  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  each  subordinate  lodge  to 
which  any  member  of  such  Rebekah  lodge  belongs  a  list  of  the 
members  of  said  subordinate  lodge  who  are  also  members  of  said 
Rebekah  lodge;  and  thereafter  to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  proper 
subordinate  lodge  when  any  brother  shall  become  a  member  of 
said  Rebekah  lodge;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Secretary  of 
a  subordinate  lodge  thus  notified,  that  a  member  or  members  of 
his  lodge  are  members  of  such  Rebekah  lodge,  to  inform  the 
Secretary  of  said  Rebekah  lodge,  without  unnecessary  delay,  of 
the  withdrawal  by  card,  dropping,  suspension,  or  reinstatement  of 
such  member. 

X.  To  make  out  a  Semi  Annual  Report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  in  such  form  as  may  be  directed.  Said  report 
shall  be  read  in  open  lodge,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  January 
and  July,  and  when  duly  approved  by  the  Lodge  and  signed  by  the 
proper  officers,  forward  one  copy  with  the  Assembly  Per  Capita 
Tax  and  Grand  Lodge  Home  Maintenance  Fund  Per  Capita  Tax,  in 
the  amounts  as  designated  in  the  Standing  Resolution  pertaining  to 
these  taxes  due  the  Rebekah  Assembly. 

The  Lodge  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  entered  in  a  proper  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  purchased  from  the  Assembly 
Secretary.  When  notified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  of  an 
error  in  said  report,  he  or  she  shall  promptly  respond  and  supply 
such  information  as  will  enable  the  Officer  to  make  the  proper 
correction. 

XI.  Generally  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  or  her  by  the  lodge,  and  by  the  laws  and  usages  of  the 
Order. 
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Sec.  45.  Treasurer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer— 

I.  To  receive  from  the  Financial  Secretary  all  moneys  for  the 
use  of  the  lodge,  and  give  a  receipt  therefor. 

IT.  To  pay  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  funds  in  his  or  her  hands 
when  signed  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

III.  To  have  the  books  and  accounts  ready  for  settlement  at  the 
expiration  of  the  term,  and  attend  the  committee  for  that  purpose, 
whenever  so  required. 

IV.  To  deliver  to  his  or  her  successor,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term,  or  upon  resignation  or  removal,  all  moneys  remaining  in  his  or 
her  hands,  and  all  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  office. 

V.  To  make  a  report  to  the  lodge  showing  the  exact  condition  of 
each  fund  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  January  and  July  of  each 
year. 

Sec.  46.  Bond  of  Treasurer.  No  member  shall  be  installed  into  the 
office  of  Treasurer  until  he  or  she  has  entered  into  an  undertaking, 
with  good  and  sufficient  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  lodge,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Sec.  47.  Duties  of  the  Appointive  Officers.  The  appointive  officer6 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  lodge,  or  by  the 
Ritual,  and  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  48.  Trustees,  Nomination,  Election  and  Qualification  Of. 
Each  lodge  shall  on  the  first  meeting  night  in  December  nominate 
and  elect  one  Trustee  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  the  first  day  in  January  following  his  or  her  election,  and 
until  his  or  successor  is  elected,  provided  that  lodges  newly  instituted 
shall  elect  three  Trustees,  one  to  hold  until  the  first  of  January 
following,  one  to  the  first  of  January  following  and  one  year,  and 
one  to  hold  until  the  first  of  January  following  and  two  years  and 
then  as  above  provided.  No  elective  officer  or  any  member  who  is 
indebted  to  the  lodge  shall  be  elected  as  Trustee  and  if  he  or  she 
becomes  indebted  or  is  elected  to  the  office,  the  office  of  Trustee 
shall  become  vacant  and  an  election  shall  immediately  be  held  to 
fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  49.  Trustees — Duties  Of.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  and  control  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  lodge,  sub¬ 
ject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  By- 
Laws  thereof;  and  shall  see  that  all  lodge  property  is  insured  as 
provided  by  law.  They  shall  render  a  report  on  the  first  meeting 
night  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  showing  the  amount  and 
kind  of  property  owned  by  the  lodge,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
investment  of  funds  and  securities  taken  thereunder. 

Sec  50.  Officers — Compensation  Of.  The  compensation  of  officers 
shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  lodge. 

Sec.  51.  Officers — Failure  to  Perform  Duties.  A  failure  or  neglect 
on  the  part  of  any  officer  to  discharge  the  duties  developing  upon 
him  or  her  shall  subject  said  officer  to  such  punishment  as  may  be 
prescribed  bv  the  By-Laws  of  this  lodge. 

Sec.  52.  Relief  Committee.  The  Noble  Grand,  Vice  Grand,  Re¬ 
cording  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  three  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Noble  Grand  on  the  first  night  of  each  term,  shall  constitute 
the  Relief  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  such  sisters  as 
may  be  reported  sick  from  time  to  time,  to  either  of  them  or  to 
the  lodge  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  and  continue  to  do  so 
each  day  while  they  continue  sick.  The  Noble  Grand  shall  be  chair- 
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man  of  the  committee,  and  must  report  to  the  lodge,  at  each  meeting 
the  condition  of  such  sister  so  visited. 

Sec.  53.  Dues.  Each  member  shall  pay  to  the  lodge  as  dues,  such 
sum  as  the  By-Laws  of  the  lodge  may  provide  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  amount  be  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  annum.  A  member 
may  pay  his  or  her  dues  at  any  time,  but  if  payment  is  made  outside 
the  lodge,  then  the  dues  so  paid  shall  be  credited  to  the  Sister  or 
Brother  on  the  date  of  the  next  meeting  subsequent  to  said  payment. 

Sec.  54.  Dues — Penalty  for  Non-Payment.  A  member  in  arrears 
for  thirteen  weeks  shall  not  be  eligible  to  office  nor  entitled  to 
participate  in  any  lodge  business  whatever,  except  such  as  relates  to 
payment  of  his  or  her  indebtedness. 

Sec.  55.  Members — How  Dropped.  All  members  who  shall  become 
one  year  in  arrears  for  dues  or  fines,  after  having  been  notified  as 
hereinafter  provided  may  be  dropped  from  membership  on  proper 
motion  but  must  be  voted  on  separately. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  incorporate  in  her  minutes  the 
action  taken  by  the  lodge. 

I.  The  Financial  Secretary  shall  on  the  first  stated  meeting 
night  in  January  and  the  first  stated  meeting  night  in  July 
report  to  the  lodge  the  name  or  names  of  all  members  who  then 
are  one  year  or  more  in  arrears  for  dues,  assessments  or  fines, 
shall  serve  upon  each  member  so  reported,  a  notice  under  seal  of 
the  lodge,  advising  him  or  her  of  the  amount  of  his  or  her  arrear¬ 
age  and  if  the  same  is  not  paid  within  eight  weeks  after  the  date 
of  the  notice,  his  or  her  name  will  be  reported  to  the  lodge  for 
action.  Service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  by  giving  it  to  the 
member  personally,  or  mailing  it  to  him  or  her  in  a  letter  direct¬ 
ed  to  his  or  her  last  known  post  office  and  the  statement  of  the 
Secretary  that  he  or  she  has  made  such  service,  entered  on  the 
records,  shall  be  sufficient  proof  thereof.  If  a  member  thus  served, 
shall  fail  to  pay  such  arrearage  within  the  eight  weeks  aforesaid, 
he  or  she  shall  be  dropped  from  membership,  unless  further  time 
be  given  by  the  lodge;  if  such  further  time,  so  given,  expires 
without  the  payment  of  said  arrearage,  then  said  lodge  may  drop 
said  Brother  or  Sister  without  further  notice. 

Sec.  551/2.  A  member  delcared  suspended  or  dropped  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  who  does  not  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  lodge 
vithin  three  years  of  the  date  of  the  declaration,  shall  be  con- 
lusively  presumed  to  have  been  legally  suspended  or  dropped 
rom  membership;  provided,  that  this  provision  shall  be  inopera - 
ive  prior  to  January  1,  1934,  as  to  members  heretofore  declared 
uspended  or  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Sec.  56.  Dropped  Member — How  Reinstated.  Any  person  here¬ 
tofore  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  may  be  reinstated  in  the 
lodge  from  which  he  or  she  has  been  dropped  by  making  ap¬ 
plication  in  writing  and  paying  the  prescribed  fee.  All  applications 
for  admission  by  reinstatement  shall  be  referred  to  a  committe, 
who  shall  investigate  into  the  character  of  the  applicant,  and 
report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  when  a  ballot  shall  be  had 
and  all  votes  taken  under  this  section  shall  be  by  ball  ballot. 

I.  Within  one  year  after  he  or  she  is  dropped,  a  member  may 
be  reinstated  upon  payment  of  one  year’s  dues  or  fines,  by  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 
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II.  If  a  dropped  member  shall  not  apply  for  reinstatement 
until  after  one  year  from  the  time  he  or  she  has  been  dropped  the 
application  for  reinstatement  must  be  accompanied  with  the 
amount  of  fee  charged  for  an  initiate  or  such  lesser  sum  as  may 
lie  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  lodge,  but  in  no  case  shall 
the  amount  be  less  than  one  dollar  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  vote  in  favor  thereof,  the  member  shall  be  reinstated. 

III.  A  member  dropped  from  membership  for  non-payment  of 
dues  and  who  makes  application  for  reinstatement  and  for  with¬ 
drawal  card,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with  another  lodge  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  state,  may  be  reinstated  and  granted  a  final 
card  at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  suspenson 
upon  the  payment  of  one  year’s  dues,  and  the  usual  price  of  a 
card. 

Sec.  57.  Conduct  Unbecoming  and  Offenses — Penalty  for  Vio¬ 
lation  of  the  Laws — Mode  and  Form  of  Trials  and  Appeals.  The 
laws  as  now  contained  or  hereinafter  amended  in  the  Constitution 
for  subordinate  lodges.  (Sections  77  to  144,  inclusive),  is  hereby 
made  applicable  to  and  shall  govern  Rebekah  lodges  of  this  state 
in  all  matters  pertaining  to  conduct  unbecoming  and  offenses; 
penalties  for  violation  of  the  law;  mode  and  form  of  trials,  and 
appeals,  except  that  all  appeals  from  decisions  of  a  Rebekah  lodge 
shall  go  directly  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  without  first  going  to  the  Grand  Master. 

CARDS 

Sec.  58.  Visiting  Cards.  A  member  in  good  standing  may,  by 
application  (personal  or  otherwise)  to  this  lodge,  obtain  a  visiting 
card,  which  shall  be  valid  for  any  period  of  time  expressed  on  its 
face.  When  the  time  has  expired  for  which  such  card  was  granted, 
the  member  must  return  it  to  the  lodge. 

Sec.  59.  Application  for  a  Visiting  Card.  Application  for  a 
visiting  card  shall  be  made  in  open  lodge  at  a  regular  meeting, 
and  if  no  one  objects,  the  same  shall  be  granted;  provided,  the 
Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  may,  during  the  recess  of  the  lodge, 
grant  such  card  upon  the  written  application,  in  the  manner  pro¬ 
vided  in  Section  62  hereof;  and  provided,  in  all  cases,  that  a 
member  has  no  charges  pending  against  him  or  her,  is  not  in 
arrears  and  dues  are  paid  in  advance  for  the  length  of  time  card 
is  to  extend. 

Sec.  60.  Objection  to  Granting  Visiting  Cards.  Should  a  mem¬ 
ber  object  to  the  granting  of  a  visiting  card,  he  or  she  shall,  if 
required  by  the  Noble  Grand  or  the  lodge,  reduce  such  objections 
to  writing.  The  Noble  Grand  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  three  to  investigate  such  objections,  who  shall  report  as 
early  as  practicable.  A  vote  shall  then  be  taken  upon  the  granting 
of  such  card,  and  a  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  decide. 

Sec.  61.  Duplicate  Visiting  Card.  When  a  visiting  card  is  lost 
a  duplicate  may  be  granted  on  the  same  conditions  as  on  a  lost 
withdrawal  card,  as  provided  in  Section  67. 

Sec.  62.  Methods  of  Obtaining  Visiting  Card  Between  Lodge 
Meetings.  Application  for  a  visiting  card  between  lodge  meetings 
shall  be  made  in  writing  and  accompanied  by  the  fee,  and  certify 
icate  of  the  Financial  Secretary  showing  his  or  her  dues  are  paid 
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in  advance  for  the  length  of  time  the  card  is  to  extend;  it  shall 
then  be  endorsed  by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  and  reported 
at  the  next  regular  meeting,  and  the  fee  paid  to  the  Financial 
Secretary.  The  Noble  Grand  and  the  Secretary  cannot  receive  dues 
between  meetings  and  receipt  therefor,  to  a  member  applying  for 
a  visiting  card.  The  Financial  Secretary  alone  has  charge  of  the 
accounts  between  this  lodge  and  its  members. 

Sec.  63.  Withdrawal  Cards.  A  member  desiring  a  withdrawal 
card  shall  make  application  therefor,  in  writing,  at  a  regular 
meeting.  If  such  member  is  in  good  standing,  the  Noble  Grand 
shall  order  a  ball  ballot,  to  be  had  and  if  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  vote  in  favor  of  granting  the  same,  his  or  her  membership 
is  severed;  in  which  case  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  withdrawal 
card,  upon  payment  of  fee  for  the  card. 

Sec.  63a.  Resignation  of  Membership  and  Certificate  of 
Resignation. 

I.  A  member  free  from  all  indebtedness  to  the  lodge  shall 
have  the  right  to  severe  his  or  her  membership  with  the  lodge  by 
tendering  thereto  a  resignation  of  membership  in  writing. 

II.  When  one  who  shall  have  severed  his  or  her  connection 
with  the  Order  by  written  resignation  shall  apply  to  the  lodge  in 
which  he  or  she  formerly  held  membership  such  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  upon  payment  of  fee  for  the  same,  a  certificate 
of  resignation  in  the  following  form  as  prescribed  by  Section  199 
of  the  Code:

III.  If  a  lodge  refuses  to  grant  a  withdrawal  card,  the  ap¬ 
plicant  may  tender  a  written  resignation  of  his  or  her  member¬ 
ship,  whereupon,  if  not  other-wise  disqualified,  he  or  she  shall  be 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive,  a  certificate  of  resignation  upon 
payment  of  fee  for  the  same. 

Sec.  64.  Renewal  of  Membership.  Renewal  of  membership  in 
this  lodge  can  be  legally  effected  by  deposit  of  card.  The  with¬ 
drawal  card,  certificate  of  resignation,  dismissal  certificate  or 
written  evidence  of  membership  in  a  defunct  lodge,  and  the  proper 
fee  must  accompany  the  application,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  65.  Right  of  a  Member  to  Withdrawal  Application  for  a 
Card.  A  member  applying  for  a  card  may  withdraw  such  ap¬ 
plication  at  any  time  before  the  card  is  granted. 

Sec.  66.  Fee  for  Card.  This  lodge  may  charge  a  fee  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  dollar  for  each  card,  which  shall  be  paid  at  the  time 
of  applying  therefor. 

Sec.  67.  Duplicate  Withdrawal  Card.  Where  a  withdrawal  card 
has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  and  the  member  to  whom  it  was  grant¬ 
ed  is  in  good  standing,  the  lodge  is  bound  to  issue  a  duplicate  card 
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upon  application,  and  the  payment  of  the  require  fee,  said  card 
to  bear  the  same  date  as  the  original,  and  to  be  in  all  respects  like 
it,  with  the  addition  of  the  word  “Duplicate”  written  thereon. 

Sec.  68.  Certificate  in  Lieu  of  Duplicate  Withdrawal  Card. 
Where  a  withdrawal  card  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  and  the 
lodge  cannot  be  satisfied  that  the  member  is  in  good  standing  and 
upon  this  ground  refuses  to  issue  a  duplicate  card,  it  may  grant 
a  certificate,  under  seal,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the  original 
issuing  of  the  card;  and  upon  this  certificate  the  member  may  be 
re-admitted  to  membership  and  be  entitled  to  the  rank  which  he 
or  she  can  prove  to  have  attained. 

Sec.  69.  Method  of  Annulling  Withdrawal  Card.  The  vote  upon 
granting  a  withdrawal  card  cannot  be  reconsidered  or  rescinded; 
but  if  it  be  discovered,  before  the  issuing  thereof,  that  the  mem¬ 
ber  has  been  guilty  of  an  offense,  the  card  may  be  withheld,  and 
he  or  she  brought  to  trial;  or  if  it  shall  have  been  issued,  he  or 
she  may  be  subjected  to  the  same  ordeal;  and  if  convicted  in 
either  case,  the  card  may  be  annulled. 

Sec.  70.  Members  Holding  Expired  Withdrawal  Cards  Not 
Entitled  to  Meet  in  Public  Processions,  Etc.  Members  holding  with¬ 
drawal  cards,  the  time  for  which  such  members  are  entitled  to 
visit  having  expired,  are  not  entitled  to  meet  in  public  procession 
or  funerals  or  to  participate  in  any  lodge  matter,  or  be  entitled  to 
recognition  as  members  of  this  degree. 

Sec.  70a.  Transfer  Cerificate.  A  member  of  the  Order  who 
shall  change  his  or  her  residence  from  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  his  or  her  Rebekah  lodge  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
another  Rebekah  lodge,  or  who  may  be  transferred  from  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  one  Rebekah  lodge  to  another  by  a 
change  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  in  which  he  or  she  shall 
reside,  and  who  shall  be  in  possession  of  an  official  certificate  or 
visiting  card  showing  his  or  her  dues  paid  not  less  than  four  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  date  of  his  or  her  application  for  membership  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  who  shall  desire  to  unite  with  a  Rebekah 
lodge  at  the  place  of  his  or  her  new  residence,  may  do  so  by 
making  application  for  such  membership  accompanied  by  his  or 
her  official  certificate  or  visiting  card  and  a  fee  of  one  dollar, 
and  by  complying  with  the  law  applicable  thereto.  If  elected  to 
membership,  as  provided  by  local  law,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Rebekah  lodge  shall  immediately  send  notice  of  such  election,  to¬ 
gether  with  said  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  to  the  Rebekah  lodge 
issuing  the  visiting  card  or  official  certificate  and  request  such 
Rebekah  lodge  to  issue  a  transfer  certificate  for  the  member.  The 
Rebekah  lodge,  upon  receiving  such  request  and  fee,  shall  unless 
charges  be  pending  against  such  member,  issue  such  transfer 
certificate  without  ballot  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  lodge  making  such  request.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  such  transfer  certificate  the  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  sign  the  Constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the  new 
Rebekah  lodge  without  the  payment  of  any  additional  admission 
fee,  and  the  Rebekah  lodge  isuing  such  transfer  certificate  shall, 
upon  receiving  notice  from  the  new  Rebekah  lodge  of  the  date 
of  signing  th  Constitution  of  such  Rebekah  lodge,  refund  to  such 
member  all  dues  paid  in  advance  of  such  date. 
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The  issuing  of  a  transfer  certificate  by  a  Rebekah  lodge  shall 
immediately  sever  the  membership  of  the  person  to  whom  the 
same  shall  be  issued  from  such  lodge;  provided  that  if  the  member 
shall  die  or  shall  return  to  reside  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  the  lodge  granting  the  transfer  certificate  within  the  period  for 
which  dues  have  been  paid  in  advance  and  before  completing 
membership  in  his  or  her  new  lodge  by  signing  the  Constitution 
thereof,  the  transfer  certificate  so  issued  shall  be  cancelled,  and 
the  member  shall  retain  his  or  her  standing  in  his  or  her  old 
lodge  the  same  as  though  no  transfer  certificate  had  been  issued. 

When  a  member  of  the  Order  shall  transfer  his  or  her  mem¬ 
bership  from  one  Rebekah  lodge  by  transfer  certificate  to  another, 
membership  shall  not  be  acquired  in  the  new  lodge  until  the 
transfer  certificate  shall  be  received  and  deposited,  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  new  lodge  signed,  nor  severed  in  the  old 
lodge,  until  the  transfer  certificate  shall  be  received  and  deposited 
and  the  Constitution  signed. 

DISMISSAL  CERTIFICATE 

Sec.  71.  When  Lodge  Shall  Grant  Dismissal  Certificate.  This 
lodge  shall  upon  proper  application  without  vote  grant  a  dismissal 
certificate  to  a  member  who  has  been  dropped  for  the  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues,  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar,  provided  no  charges 
are  pending. 

1.  A  member  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  wishing  to 
regain  membership  in  another  lodge,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive, 
and  the  lodge  to  which  he  or  she  belonged  shall  grant,  upon 
application,  a  dismissal  certificate  upon  the  receipt  of  one  dollar. 

Sec.  72.  When  Lodge  Has  Refused  to  Reinstate.  Where  this 
lodge,  upon  proper  application,  has  refused  to  reinstate  a  member 
who  has  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  he  or  she  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  and  the  lodge  shall  grant  a  dismissal  certificate 
upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar. 

Sec.  73.  Deposit  of  Dismissal  Certificate.  Dismissal  certificates 
do  not  entitle  the  recipients  to  the  annual  password,  or  the  right 
to  visit  but  may  be  received  on  deposit  in  the  same  manner  as 
expired  withdrawal  cards,  and  upon  the  terms  expressed  in  this 
Constitution  under  application  for  membership. 

VISITING  MEMBERS 

Sec.  74.  Method  of  Gaining  Admission  to  a  Rebekah  Lodge — 
When  a  visiting  member  from  another  Jurisdiction  desires  admis¬ 
sion  into  a  Rebekah  Lodge,  after  the  lodge  has  opened,  he  or  she 
shall  present  his  or  her  card,  or  Official  Certificates  to  the  Out¬ 
side  Guardian,  who  shall  send  it  to  the  Noble  Grand.  If  the  same 
be  correct  and  the  lodge  is  satisfied  as  to  authenticity,  the  Noble 
Grand  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  Vice  Grand,  the  Noble  Grand,  a  Past  Noble  Grand  or  a  Past 
Grand  in  possession  of  the  Annual  Pass  Word,  who  shall  retire  to 
the  anteroom  and  examine  the  visitor  in  the  Rebekah  Degree;  and 
if  satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  examination,  they  will  intro¬ 
duce  the  visitor  to  the  lodge. 

(a)  If  the  lodge  has  not  opened  when  the  visitor  arrives,  the 
Noble  Grand  may  appoint  a  committee  and  proceed  with  the 
''vamination.

Sec.  75.  Order  for  Password.  The  possession  of  a  visiting  card, 
granted  by  a  Rebekah  lodge,  the  date  of  which  extends  to  a  date 
later  than  when  the  same  is  presented,  or  an  official  certificate  for 
dues  paid  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  to  a  date  later  than  that  when  the 
same  is  presented,  properly  signed  and  sealed,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  declared  sufficient,  proper  and  legal  authority  for  any 
Noble  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  lodge,  upon  proper  identification,  to 
communicate  to  the  holder  thereof,  the  Annual  Password  of  the 
Rebekah  Degree  and  if  the  holder  of  a  visiting  card  or  official 
certificate  as  above  mentioned,  is  a  member  of  a  Rebekah  lodge 
in  the  same  jurisdiction  as  the  Rebekah  lodge  to  which  the  said 
visiting  card  or  official  certificate  is  presented  then  and  in  that 
event,  the  Noble  Grand  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  is  authorized  to  com¬ 
municate  to  the  holder  of  said  visiting  card  or  official  certificate, 
the  term  password. 

Sec.  76.  Indorsement  on  Visting  Card  by  Recording  Secretary. 
When  the  visitor  has  been  introduced  to  the  lodge,  the  committee 
shall  deliver  his  or  her  card  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall 
endorse  thereon  the  date  of  such  visitation;  after  which  it  will  be 
returned  to  the  owner. 

Sec.  77.  Noble  Grand  May  Examine  a  Visitor  and  Admit.  The 
Noble  Grand  may,  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  lodge,  examine  a 
visitor  and  if  satisfied,  admit  him  or  her. 

Sec.  78.  When  Member  May  Visit  Without  Examination.  A 
member  of  this  degree  from  another  jurisdiction  may  visit  witnout 
examination  when  introduced  by  an  officer  of  or  a  Representative 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  by  an  elective  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  or  by  an  elective  officer  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly 
of  Iowa. 

Sec.  79.  Defective  Card.  This  lodge,  or  a  member,  has  no  right 
and  is  not  permitted  to  inform  a  visitor  of  any  defect  or  omission, 
if  such  there  be  in  the  card  or  official  certificate,  (nor  of  any 
error  or  mistake  in  the  examination),  but  the  same  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  visitor,  who  shall  be  advised  that  he  or  she  cannot 
be  admitted. 

Sec.  80.  When  Second  Examination  May  be  Dispensed  With. 
This  lodge  may  dispense  with  a  second  examination  of  a  member 
who  has  once  after  due  examination,  visited  the  lodge  on  card  or 
official  certificate,  and  such  member  may  be  present  during  the 
opening,  or  work  his  or  her  way  into  the  lodge;  provided,  that  he 
or  she  present  said  card  or  official  certificate,  and  it  remains  in 
date. 

Sec.  81.  Visitors  Required  to  Register.  This  lodge  shall  keep  a 
register  in  its  ante-room,  in  which  visitors  shall  register  their 
names,  the  name  and  number  of  their  lodge  and  its  location,  before 
being  introduced  into  the  lodge. 

DONATIONS 

Sec.  82.  Manner  of  Making  Donations.  After  making  ample 
provision  for  the  payment  of  all  legitimate  and  proper  lodge  ex¬ 
pense  and  the  payment  of  all  lawful  obligations,  donations  or  ap¬ 
propriations  may  be  made  from  the  General  Fund  for  Charitable 
nurooses  within  or  without  the  order,  for  the  training  of  Youth 
and'  the  service  of  the  Community,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
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members  present,  however  donations  to  members  of  their  dues 
and  fee  is  in  violation  of  the  principles  of  the  order. 

REINSTATION  OF  EXPELLED  MEMBERS 

Sec.  83.  Proposition  for  Reinstation.  A  proposition  for  rein¬ 
station  of  an  expelled  member  shall  be  in  writing,  and  accompan¬ 
ied  with  such  statements  or  documents  as  the  nature  of  the  case 
or  the  lodge  may  require. 

Sec.  84.  Referring  Proposition  to  Committee.  Upon  the 
reception  of  such  proposition  for  reinstatment,  the  same  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee,  which  shall  report  at  the  next  meeting, 
or  as  soon  therafter  as  practicable. 

Sec.  85.  Proceedings  Upon  Report  of  Committee.  Upon  the 
reception  of  the  report  of  the  committee,  if  the  same  be  favorable, 
the  lodge  shall  petition  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master 
(accompanying  the  petition  with  such  evidence  as  they  may  have 
in  favor  of  the  request)  for  permission  to  ballot  on  the  petition  of 
the  applicant.  If  permission  to  so  ballot  be  given,  the  k>dge  shall 
proceed  to  ballot  upon  the  application,  unless  the  question  shall  be 
postponed  to  a  definite  time  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present. 

Sec.  86.  Vote  Required  for  Reinstating.  The  vote  required  for 
reinstating  of  an  expelled  member  shall  be  the  same  as  upon  an 
application  for  initiation. 

Sec.  87.  Admission  of  Expelled  Member  of  Defunct  Lodge. 
An  expelled  member  whose  lodge  may  have  become  defunct  or 
surrendered  its  charter,  wishing  to  become  reinstated,  may 
present  an  application,  in  writing,  to  this  lodge,  setting  forth  the 
facts;  which  application  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three, 
who  shall  investigate  the  whole  subject  and  report  to  the  lodge. 
Thereupon  the  lodge  shall  proceed  in  every  respect  as  set  forth  in 
Section  85  hereof;  such  written  application  must  be  accompanied 
by  the  same  fee  as  that  required  from  an  applicant  for  membership 
by  initiation. 

Sec.  88.  Restoration  of  Suspended  Member  on  Termination  of 
Sentence.  A  member  suspended  for  a  definite  time,  shall,  upon  the 
expiration  of  said  period,  be  restored  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
a  member  without  further  action. 

MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS 

Sec.  89.  Lodge  Funds.  The  funds  of  this  lodge  exclusive  of 
Trust  Funds,  shall  be  expended  for  legitimate  and  proper  expense, 
and  the  payment  of  Per  Capita  Tax  or  other  fraternal  and  lawful 
obligations. 

Sec.  90.  Past  Officers  of  Subordinate  Lodge.  A  past  officer 
in  a  subordinate  lodge  shall  rot  be  entitled  by  reason  thereof,  to 
any  special  privilege  in  a  Rebekah  lodge,  other  than  wearing  the 
collar  of  the  highest  rank  attained. 

Sec  91.  Regalia  for  Brothers.  A  brother  who  is  an  officer  in 
this  lodge  shall  wear  the  regalia  prescribed  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  for  such  office.  All  brother,  who  are  not  officers, 
shall  wear  the  regalia  they  are  entitled  to  wear  in  their  rmbordi- 
nate  lodge. 
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Sec.  92.  When  Jewels  May  Be  Worn  In  Lieu  of  Regalia.  When 
membeis  are  not  occupying  official  positions,  and  who  are  in 
possession  of  and  entitled  to  wear,  Past  President’s  Jewels, 
Rebekah  Veterans  Jewels,  District  Deputy  President’s  Jewels,  Past 
District  Deputy  President’s  Jewels,  Past  Noble  Grand  Jewels, 
District  Deputy  Grand  Sire’s  Jewels,  Past  District  Deputy  Grand 
Sire’s  Jewels,  District  Deputy  Sovereign  Grand  Master’s  Jewel, 
Past  District  Deputy  Sovereign  Grand  Master’s  Jewel,  Past  Grand

same  has  been  acquired  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  93.  Charter  Members.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership 
in  a  Rebekah  lodge  is  qualified  to  sign  a  petition  for  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  a  Rebekah  lodge,  and,  if  such  person  be  present  at  the 
institution  of  such  lodge  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  be  enrolled 
as  a  charter  member  thereof. 

Sec.  93a  A  Rebekah  lodge  cannot  voluntarily  surrender  its 
charter,  nor  dissolve  as  long  as  five  members  in  good  standing 
desire  to  retain  such  charter  and  work  under  it.  Provided,  that 
when  a  vote  upon  the  surrender  of  a  charter  is  to  be  taken,  notice 
shall  be  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the  lodge  in  good  standing. 

Sec.  94.  When  Lodge  May  Appear  in  Regalia  Without  Dis¬ 
pensation.  This  lodge  shall  not  appear  in  public,  in  regalia,  with¬ 
out  permission  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Assembly  President,  except 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  Thirtieth  of  May,  Twenty-sixth  of  April, 
Twentieth  of  September,  I.  O.  O.  F.  Memorial  Day,  or  at  a 
funeral.  No  dispensation  shall  be  necessary  for  a  lodge  to  hold 
parties,  sociables,  or  other  entertainments,  unless  the  members 
desire  to  appear  in  regalia. 

Sec.  95.  Tribunal.  By  signing  the  Constitution  of  this  lodge 
each  and  every  member  thereof  agrees  that  his  or  her  rights 
and  duties  arising  out  of  his  or  her  membership  therein,  shall  be 
settled  and  determined  by  the  tribunals  of  this  Order  only;  that 
their  decisions  shall  be  final,  binding  and  conclusive  in  all  such 
matters,  and  that  he  or  she  will  not  apply  to  the  courts  of  the 
land  to  enforce  such  rights. 

Sec.  96.  Laws  of  Subordinate.  When  Applicable.  In  all  matters 
not  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  shall  govern. 

Sec.  97.  Of  Construction.  When  doubts  arise  as  to  the  true 
meaning  of  this  Constitution,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Grand 

Lodge. 

Sec.  98.  By-Laws  and  Resolutions.  This  lodge  shall  stand  fully

invested  with  power  to  adopt  such  By-Laws  and  Resolutions  from 
time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  provided,  they  do  not 
in  any  wise  contravene  any  part  of  this  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  or  the  principles  of  the  Order; 
a  copy  of  which  must  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
cannot  go  into  effect  until  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Charters 
and  By-Laws,  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  recess. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws  when  presented  to  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  must  be  in  duplicate,  giving  proposed  amendment  and  how 
section  will  read  when  so  amended  showing  the  same  presented 
and  read  at  a  regular  meeting,  giving  date,  and  laid  over  until  a 
succeeding  regular  meeting,  read  a  second  time,  giving  date,  and 
laid  over  until  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and  acted 
upon,  giving  date,  the  votes  for  an  against  such  By-Laws,  signed 
by  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  with  the  seal  of  the  lodge  at¬ 
tached  in  the  following  form:

Sec.  99.  Amendments — When  a  Rebekah  lodge  or  member 
desires  to  offer  an  Amendment  to  the  Rebekah  Lodge  Constitution 
to  be  acted  on  at  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly  and  Grand  Lodge,  said  lodge  or  member  shall  prepare  in 
writng  the  proposed  amendment  and  file  the  same  with  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Secretary  not  later  than  September  1st  before 
the  opening  of  the  next  annual  session  and  when  so  filed  the 
Secretary  shall  have  the  same  printed  in  her  Report,  such  amend- 
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ment  so  presented  shall  be  considered  by  the  Assembly  before 
noon  of  the  second  day’s  session  and  if  so  adopted  by  the  As¬ 
sembly  shall  at  once  transmit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  All 
amendments  to  the  Rebekah  Lodge  or  Rebekah  Assembly  Con¬ 
stitution  must  reach  the  Grand  Lodge  before  noon  of  their  first 
day’s  session.  If  said  amendment  is  approved  by  the  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  following  approval. 

I.  Any  amendment  proposed  and  not  so  received  shall  be  re¬ 
ported  but  shall  lay  over  until  the  next  session. 

Sec.  100.  A  proposition  to  amend  any  section  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  having  but  one  unnumbered  paragraph,  shall  not  bo  to 
strike  therefrom  or  add  thereto,  but  shall  contain  the  entire 
section  rewritten  to  express  the  law  as  intended  and  shall  be  a 
substitute  for  the  section  amended. 

I.  A  proposition  to  amend  one  paragraph  of  a  section  having 
two  or  more  numbered  paragraphs  shall  not  be  to  strike  from  or 
add  to  such  paragraphs,  but  shall  contain  the  entire  paragraph 
rewritten  as  a  substitute  for  the  amended  paragraph. 

Section  101.  ELECTION  OF  ASSEMBLY  OFFICERS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Assembly  shall  send  each  Rebekah  Lodge 
in  the  Jurisdiction  not  later  than  May  25th  of  each  year,  a  suf¬ 
ficient  number  of  printed  tickets  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  each  of  the  nominees  for  Assembly  officers  together  with 
duplicate  blank  returns  for  said  election,  enclosing  printed 
envelopes  to  contain  election  returns  directed  to  the  President  of 
the  Assembly,  marked  “Election  Returns  for  Assembly  Officers.” 
On  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June  of  each  year  the  Past 
Noble  Grands  in  good  standing  in  each  Rebekah  Lodge  in  the 
jurisdiction  shall  meet  in  their  Lodge  room  and  hold  an  election 
by  ballot  for  the  elective  officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  the  opening  of  the  lodge  the  Noble  Grand  shall 
declare  the  ballot  open  for  the  receiving  of  votes  for  Assembly 
Officers  and  shall  appoint  two  tellers  to  receive  the  votes  and 
immediately  before  closing  the  lodge  the  noble  grand  shall  declare 
the  ballot  closed,  after  which  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  shall 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  cast,  throwing  out  all  votes  for 
anyone  not  regularly  nominated  and  cause  the  results  of  the  vote 
and  the  names  of  Past  Noble  Grands  voting  to  be  entered  on  the 
minutes.  The  Secretary  shall  immediately  send  to  the  President,  by 
mail,  on  the  form  provided  by  the  Assembly  Secretary,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  vote.  The  certified  copy  shall  be  enclosed  in  an 
envelope  properly  sealed  and  endorsed  thereon:  “Election  Returns 

for  Assembly  Officers  from _ Rebekah  Lodge, 

No.  _  Located  at  _  Iowa.” 

The  President  shall  endorse  on  each  of  said  returns,  the  date 
of  receipt  thereof  as  well  as  that  of  the  first  regular  meeting 
night  in  June  of  the  Rebekah  lodge  from  which  the  returns  are 
sent.  The  returns  from  any  Rebekah  lodge  not  mailed  within  ten 
days  after  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June  of  said  lodge, 
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shall  not  be  counted  by  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly, 
nor  shall  any  returns  received  by  the  President  of  the  Assembly 
after  the  Monday  preceeding  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June  be  count¬ 
ed  or  be  of  any  validity. 

Section  102.  LIMITATION  UPON  POWER  OF  DISPOSITION.  No 
Rebekah  Lodge  shall  have  power  or  authority  to  dispose  of  its  real 
or  personal  property  and  dissipate  or  distribute  the  same  for  the 
purpose  of  defeating  the  reversionary  interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
having  jurisdiction  over  it  in  such  property,  nor  shall  a  Rebekah 
Lodge  have  power  or  authority  to  see,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  its  real  or  personal  property  except  for  the  purpose  of  applying 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Order  and 
Rebekah  Lodges  shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
session,  or  the  Executive  Committee  during  recess,  prior  to  the 
sale  and  disposition  of  the  real  property  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge.”
